ManneroF  Purchasing  Insane 

Hospital  Supplies  is 

Mildly  Rebuked. 


St.  Paul.  April  22.— The  house  settled 
down  to  its  last  working  day  with  a 
fair  workinK  majority  present.  Over 
an  hour  was  spent  in  a  fight  over  the 
usual  resolution  to  Rive  extra  compen- 
sation to  various  employes  of  the  house 
and  none  of  the  resolutions  got 
through.  The  committee  on  legislative 
expenses  made  an  advcr.se  report  and 
enough  members  could  not  be  secured 
in  support  of  the  restdution  to  pass  it. 
No  bills  of  any  importance  were  re- 
ported from  the  committees. 

The  committee  '>n  public  accounts 
and  expenditures  during  the  morning 
made  its  final  report  to  the  h()use.  It 
recites  that  all  the  bunds  held  by  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  different  trust 
funds  have  been  c<)unted  and  found  to 
agree  with  the  balance  sheets  of  the 
state  auditor.  There  is  $4.sr>5,027.!»t»  in 
permanent  school  fund  and  $ij35,0<>o  in 
r>ermanent  university  fund.  The  bonds 
bear  interest  from  :]  to  .">  per  cent  anu 
the  Interest  has  always  been  promptly 
paid. 

The  committee  recommends  that  they 
be  registered  in  New  York,  as  is  the 
usual  custom.  The  amount  invested  in 
school  district  and  county  bonds  is  $1,- 
liy.172.99.  The  committee  found  the 
state  treasurer's  books  "neatly  and  cor- 
rectly" kept,  but  discovered  clerical 
errors  in  the  auditor's  office  due  to  a 
careless  use  of  sub- vouchers. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  dairy  and 
ftMid  commissioner  be  required  to  len- 
<lt;r  to  the  state  auditor  a  statement  at 
regular  intervals,  and  that  such  state- 
ment he  itemized.  The  books  of  the 
state  expert  printer  are  found  to  be 
kept  in  such  an  unsatisfactory  manner 
that  it  is  tound  impo.ssible  to  gain  any 
intelligent  Idea  of  the  department. 

After  some  routine  the  calendar  was 
.■aken  up  and  <he  following  bills 
passed:  S.  F.  7.^7,  H«»ward,  joint  me- 
morial to  congress  relative  to  deep 
waterways  to  the  East,  S.  F.  476, 
Schaller,  to  pVovide  for  elementary  nor- 
mal instruction  in  state  high  schfiols. 
S.  F.  H47.  Wing,  relating  to  the  contnd 
of  infectious  diseases. 

S.  F.  701,  Stevens,  relating  to  boule- 
vards. S.  F.  :;:i5.  Smith,  relating  to 
powers  of  county  commissioners.  S.  F. 
.■>4f>,  Heneman.  to  amend  section  30, 
chapter  14,i.  laws  iss.".. 

The  house  receded  from  Its  amend- 
ment to  S.  F.  31,  transferring  $42,000 
back  from  the  school  text  book  fund  to 
the  general  revenue  fund,  arid  the  bill 
then  pa.^sed  In  the  same  form  origin- 
ally passed  by  the  senate.  , 

S.  F.  ."..o8.  Lloyd,  transferring  $1.')0,IX>0 
from  the  general  revenue  fund  to  th*- 
internal  improvement  fund,  cau.sed  a 
long  and  warm  deh'*te'.  The  advis- 
ability of  making  f*»  great  a  biennial 
appropriation,  thereby  practically  In- 
creasing the  tax  levy,  was  discussed  at 
much  length,  and  finally  by  a  vote  of 
"p6  yeas  to  ,=iO  nays  failed  to  pa.ss.  .")S 
being  needed. 

The  notin  recess  was  then  taken  until 
2:.!0  o'clock. 

The  first  business  in  the  house  this 
afternoon  was  the  introduction  by  Mr. 
."^hell.  on  request  of  the  gov^ernor,  of 
the  bill  providing  for  the  tax  levy  for 
1>%  and  1S97.  the  levy  being  fixed  at  1.5 
mills,  a  reduction  of  two-tenths  of  a 
mill.  The  bill  was  at  <»nce  passed,  the 
rules  being  suspende<l  Chief  Clerk 
Dowling  immediatetly  reporte«l  the  bill 
to  the  senat<-  and  the  bill  was  passed 
there  also.

THK  SKNATK. 

St.  Paul,  Ai)ril  22.— On  ac-ount  oi;  the 
sickness  of  Senator  W.  K.  Johnson, 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  investi- 
gation of  the  jiuivhase  of  supplies  f<ir 
the  insane  h;is  been  delayed,  it  came  in 
this  morning,  howexei-,  through  Sena- 
tor .McHale  and  was  adopteil  without 
opj>osltlon.  Th»'  report  indicates  that 
the  demand  for  the  Investigation  was 
well  founded  an<l  supplies  had  been 
quite  generally  purchased  outside  of 
the  state  and  there  is  room  for  reform. 
The  report  reads: 

Your  committete  app<dned  under  res- 
olutlim  of  Feb.  7.  1X9"..  to  Investigate 
the  matter  of  purchasing  supplies  by 
the  Knehester  hospital  for  the  insane, 
in  and  out  of  the  state  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

First.  It  is  foun<l,  in  exandnation, 
that  the  ac<'ountlng  officer  at  present 
in  charge  is  working  uifder  instructifm 

from  the  board  of  trustees,  to  the  ef- 
fect that  siipplit'S  should  be  purchased 
wherever  they  <-an  If  purchased  the 
cheaiiest.  all  things  being  c<(Uiil. 

Second.  That  the  imrchasing  officer 
has  exercised  his  own  .I'ldgnn-i.t  siiu-c 
receiving  suih  insi .  .K"f.>ns.  and  has 
adopted  such  methods  a.«»  to  his  reason 
seemed  most  txpedi.-nt  in  obtaining 
Idds,  placing  orders,  etc. 

Third.  That  goods  bought  in  large 
quantities  se»-n»  to  have  been  jiur- 
chased  on  bids  from  the  low<-st  bidder, 
quality  being  a  primai-y  consideration. 
It  was  found  in  som-'  lnKtan«-es.  that  a 
higher  price  had  been  pai<l  for  goods 
outside  of  the  state  than  was  bid  by 
s»dlers  Inside  of  the  state,  but  it  was 
shown  that  the  quality  was  su|H>rior 
and  warranted  the  dilTerence  in  price, 
and  it  is  also  claimed  that  the  home 
Jobbers  could  not  furnish  the  same 
•  luality  of  goods  at  the  same  prices. 

Fourth.  It  was  found  tliat  owing  to 
the  lack  of  kiiowledge  on  the  part  of 
the  pundiasing  olllcer  of  the  location  of 
pniduccrs  of  lertaiii  lines  of  goods, 
tliat  a  consideralde  iimount  of  such 
goiMls  have  lieen  purchased  outside  of 
tlw  slate. 

Fifth.  It  was  fi'und  that,  in  the  pur- 
cliasc  of  dried  ami  i>ieserved  friiils,  oi 
wlilcb  large  quanlilies  aie  used,  that 
all   purchases   urc   luudc  fruiu  uuniples 


submitted  by  the  seller,  and  that  selec- 
tions are  made  from  the  seller,  first, 
with  regard  to  the  (luallty;  second,  tlu» 
price;  also,  that  foreign  hou.ses  furnish 
from  two  to  four  samples  of  such  goods, 
while  homo  sellers  sel<lom  furnish  more 
tlian  one,  thus  leaving  the  purchaser 
but  little  discretion  In  the  matter. 

Sixth.  That  while  It  Is  true  that  a 
larger  percentage  of  the  supplies  named 
in  the  resolution  are  purchased  out  of 
the  state  than  are  imrchased  In  the 
state,  the  Investigation  would  seem  to 
show  that  our  home  jobbers  ha\e  not 
offered  the  same  inducements  by  way  of 
dl.scounts,  quality  of  goods  subtnitted 
l>y  sample  and  otherwise. 

Your  committee  recommends  that,  all 
things  being  equal,  all  such  purchases 
should  be  made  within  the  state,  and 
that  the  purchasing  officer  should  first 
exhaust  every  reasonable  means  at 
hand  to  make  such  purchases  within 
tile  state. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  j(d>bing 
houses  In  this  state  render  him  at  least 
the  same  opportunities  for  making  sel- 
ections as  are  ofrere<l  by  houses  outside 
the  state,

The  age  of  consent  bill  was  dlsposeil 
of.  The  bill  S.-  F.  248,  had  come  back 
from  the  house  with  amendments,  and 
Senator  McHale  moved  that  the  bill 
and  the  amendments  be  Indefinitely 
postponed.  .Senator  Howard  moved 
that  the  senate  concur  in  the  house 
amendments.  Senator  Schaller  said 
that  he  did  not  think  that  there  was 
anyone  who  cared  to  vote  for  the  bill 
as  it  came  from  the  house.  It  had  been 
disfigured  until  it  was  no  longer  an  in- 
telligent measure. 

On  a  ndl  call  the  bill  was  killed  by  a 
vote  of  34  to  12.  Several  senators  ex- 
plained their  voles,  saying  that  the 
bill  was  in  bad  shape,  and  had  been 
ma«le  the  subject  of  consifleral)le  horse 
play  In  the  house,  and  while  they  fav- 
ored some  such  legislation,  they  could 
not  Vote  for  such  a  bill. 

Hills  im'  the  calendar  given  final  pas- 
.s.ige  in  regular  order  were:  S.  F.  4ti;t, 
to  provide  for  the  organization  and  reg- 
ulation of  credit  guarantee  corpora- 
tions. S.  F.  .187.  providing  for  assist- 
ants In  the  office  of  the  public  examiner 
and  to  increase  the  contingent  fund  t>f 
that  <)rtlce  and  approi)riate  money 
therefor.  S.  F.  fi:;.  appropriating  $20(i0 
in  payment  of  certain  claims  held  by 
the   Minnesota  state  reformatory. 

The  bill  propusing  a  constitutional 
conventiim  was  pass-d  by  a  vote  of  37 
to  14.  Senator  Stevens  saw  that  there 
v.'as  tlanger  ahead.  It  reiiulrlng  a  two- 
thirds  vote  to  pass  the  bill,  and  he  made 
a  long  argument  for  It. 

Whtn  he  got  through,  the  previous 
question  was  ordered,  and  the  opposi- 
tion made  no  showing  at  all.  The  bill 
simply  leaves  the  <iuestlon  to  the  peo- 
ple for  a  decision.  The  following 
passed:  H.  F.  241,  to  appropriate  $100 
to  pay  Max  Manzcl  for  the  lo.ss  in- 
curred by  the  destruction  of  flora  by 
the  fire  in  the  state  university  In  1894, 
Lockwood.  H.  F.  9.  to  license  ped- 
dlars  and  prescribing  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof,  Johnson.  H.  F.  827, 
to  regulate  hunting  or  killing  of  game 
by  non-residents  of  the  state^of  Minne- 
sota and  to  provide  a  license  therefor, 
Douglas. 

H.  F.  688,  was  unmercifully  slaugh- 
tered. It  was  one  of  Reperesentatlve 
rtobbins'  bills,  and  provided  for  the  ap- 
p(dntment  by  corporations  of  agents  to 
receive  service  of  summons.  The  bill 
was  declared  a  bad  measure  and  was 
deleated  by  a  vote  of  6  to  "2.  Some 
senators  thought  the  bill  would  re- 
quire even  boot  and  shoe  concerns 
(lown  in  Massachusetts  to  file  articles 
of  incorporation  In  this  state  before 
d<dng  any  business  here. 

I..ater  In  the  forenoon  the  senators 
discovered  that  they  had  been  talking 
about  the  wrong  bill  and  It  was  really 
a  harmless  measure.  Senator  McHale 
moved  that  the  vote  be  reconsidered, 
an<l  the  motion  prevailed.  Then  the 
l)il!  was  given  final  i)assage  by  a  vote 
of  30  to  11. 

H.  F.  624  was  killed.  It  appropriated 
money  for  the  relief  of  John  T.  Mc- 
<;owan.  as  assignee  of  Kllroe  brothers, 
for  extra  work  performed  on  the  Sol- 
diers' home  in  lK9(t.  It  failed  t)f  passage 
by  a  vote  of  22  to  11. 


ABOUT  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

South  Dakota  Officials  Before 
the  Interior  Department. 

Washington,  April  22.— J.  J.  Lock- 
hart,  state  comml.ssloner  of  education 
of  South  Dsikota,  with  J,  H.  King, 
counsel  for  the  state,  called  at  the  In- 
terior department  this  morning  in  con- 
nection with  the  claim  of  South  Da- 
kota to  i>0,000  acres  of  indemnity  school 
lands  in  the  Yankton  Indian  reserva- 
tion. 

A  bill  jiassed  in  1S94.  authorizing  the 
ojK'nlng  of  the  reservation  to  settle- 
ment, provides  that  the  lands  shall  be 
sold  to  bona  fide  settlers  imly.  The  In- 
dian appropiiathm  bill  for  189;"!  pro- 
vides that  lnd«'mnity  school  lands  may 
be  retained  by  a  statu  in  any  reserva- 
tion, opened  to  settlement. 

A  conflic-t  has  arisen  over  the  p(dnt, 
b«;'tween  the  state  and  the  Indian  ser- 
vice, and  the  president  has  withheld 
his  proclamation  opening  the  i-eserva- 
tion  until  It  can  be  settled.  The  ca.se 
will  be  heard  by  Secretary  Smith  either 
Thur.sday  or  Saturday.  Kx-Commis- 
shmer  Stockslager  and  Mr.  Heard  re- 
present the  Indians. 


HELD  TO  HE  A  SALE. 
Washington,  April  22.— The  supreme 
court  made  no  decision  today  on  the 
motion  for  a  rehearing  of  the  Income 
tax  cases.  A  decision  was  announced 
in  the  case-  of  Roberts  &  Ellis  versu.s 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad.  Involv- 
ing the  title  to  lands  donated  to  the  rail- 
road by  Douglas  county.  Wis,  The 
lu-operty  is  now  worth  $7.10,000.  The 
Wisconsin  supreme  court  held  the 
county  could  not  donate  Its  lands  to  a 
corporation.  Today's  decision  hcdds 
the  transfer  of  the  lands  was  a  sale 
■•\\\i\  not  a  donation.

Unnecessary  Indignity  Heaped 
Upon  Prisoner  Waller. 

Marseilles,  April  22,— The  case  ol 
John  L.  Waller,  formerly  Unltetc^  Sates 
consul  at  Tamatave,  Island  of  Mada- 
gascar, who  was  recently  sentenced  to 

twenty  years  Imprisonment  by  a 
French  court  tnartlal,  and  who,  as  ex- 
<  luslvely  announced  by  the  Associated 
Press  arrived  here  on  Saturday  last  on 
board  the  steamer  Djemnah,  is  at- 
tracting considerable  attention  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  announced 
that  the  United  States  ambassador  at 
Paris,  Mr.  Eustls,  has  been  instructed 
to  inquire  Into  the  matter. 

Mr.  Waller  was  manacled  while  on 
board  the  Djemnah,  on  the  northwest 
coast  of  the  Island  of  Madagascar. 
But  he  was  allowed  to  take  two  hours 
exercise  dally  on  deck,  under  guard. 
Upon  arrival  here  he  was  lodged  In 
jail  and  It  Is  reported  that  he  will 
eventually  be  Imprisoned  on  the  Island 
of  Corsica  or  on  the  Safety  Islands. 

During  the  voyage  Mr.  Waller  spoke 
but  little,  although  he  frequently  astoed 
to  be  allowed  permission  to  write.  The 
French  officials  declined  lo  grant  his 
request  on  account  of  his  refusal  to 
agree  to  show  them  the  letter.  When 
before  the  court  martial,  Mr.  Waller, 
It  Is  claimed,  refused  to  speak  In  French 
and  the  services  of  ah  interpreter  had 
to  be  employed  during  tne  trial. 

Mr.  Waller's  nephew,  who  is  25  years 
of  age  is  said  to  be  implicated  in  the 
proceedings  which  led  to  his  imcle's 
arrest  and  condemnation,  and  the 
young  man  was  condemned  to  expul- 
sion from  the  Island  of  Madagascar. 
He  embarked  as  a  second-class  passen- 
ger on  board  the  Djemnat  but  landed 
at  Zanzibar  without  having  been  able 
to  communicate  with  his  uncle. 

For  the  present  Mr.  Waller  is  incar- 
cerated in  the  prison  at  Fort  St.  Nic-h- 
olas  at  this  post.  It  is  thought  prolj- 
able  that  he  will  be  called  upon  to  again 
appear  before  a  court  martial. 

"The  correspondent  of  the  Temps  at 
Tamatave.  Madagascar,  states  that 
Waller  was  Indicted  on  two  charges, 
namely,  violation  of  an  f>rder  govern- 
ing correspondence  and  secondly  writ- 
ing t<»  the  enemy. 

The  evidence,  the  correspondent 
adds,  showed  that  Mr.  \Valler  entrust- 
ed to  an  officer  of  a  steamboat  a  bulky 
letter  which  was  posted  at  Natal  and 
which  was  addressed  to  M.  Tesier, 
merchant,  Antanararivo,  via  Vato- 
mandry. 

Unfortunately  it  appears,  the  Eng- 
lish mail  was  not  dropi)ed  at  Vatoman- 
dry  but  was  landed  at  Tamatave  where 
the  envelope  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  authorities,  who  opened  it,  and 
found  that  it  contained  particulars  re- 
garding the  strength  of  the  French 
garrison,  the  number  r)f  sick,  etc. 

The  envelope,  it  Is  further  stated, 
also  contained  an  enclosure  addressed 
to  E.  Underwood  Harvey,  editor  of  the 
Madaga.scar  News,  asking  the  latter  to 
in.sert  It  In  that  paper.  This  enclosure, 
it  Is  stated,  contained  abominable  cal- 
umnies regarding  tVe  conduct  of  the 
French  soldiers  on  l7ic  Island  of  Mada- 
gascar and  denounced  two  of  Mr.  Wal- 
ler's compatriots,  honorable  American 
merchants,  who  were  going  to  Anta- 
nararivo, as  being  spies  in  the  pay  of 
France. 

The  trial  of  Mr.  Waller  (mly  lastetd 
three  h()urs  and  three-quarters  at  the' 
end  of  which  time  he  was  ctindemned 
to  twenty  years'  imprisonment.  Mr. 
Waller  appealed  against  the  sentence 
but  It  was  eventually  confirmed.

HARRISON'S  SPEECH. 

Ex-President  Airs  His  Views 
on  Silver  Matters. 

Indianapolis,  April  22. — In  ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison's  speech  at  La  Junta, 
which  is  said  to  outline  his  position  f>n 
the  silver  question.  Gen.  Harrison 
said : 

"Now,  I  say    to  you     today    what     I 

.said  when  I  was  president,  and-what  I 

have  always  believed,  that  a  larger  use 

of  silver  for  money  and  free  coinage  f>f 
silver,  upon  a  basis  to  be  agreed  upon 
that  would  maintain  its  parity  with 
gold,  was  good  for  the  whole  world. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  we  could  run 
free  coinage  ourselves  when  the  Euro- 
pean governments  were  pursuing  the 
policy  they  have  been  pursuing  with 
silver.  But,  my  fellow  citizens,  there 
are  clear  indications  now.  in  Engltflnd 
and  In  Germany,  that  they  are  feeling 
the  effects  of  a  scarcity  of  gold  and  Its 
prostrating  effects  upon  the  Industries."

DURANT'S  SUSPICIONS. 

San  Francisco's  Murderer  to 
be  Examined  Today. 

San  Francisco.  April  22.— The  pre- 
liminary examination  of  W»  H.  T.  Du- 
rant.  charg.-d  with  the  munler  of  Mar- 
ian Williams  in  F:manuel  Baptist 
church  will  take  place  this  morning. 
The  polict^  authorities  have  taken  ex- 
tra precaiitivns  to  guard  the  prisoner 
and  prevei^  any  jxisslble  act  of  vio- 
lence. thou>»h  none  is  anticipated. 

The  police  are  confident  as  ever  and 
Chief  Detective  Lee.  who  has  returned 
to  this  city  from  a  vacation,  after  an 
examination  of  Lhe  church,  hearing  re- 
ports of  his 'subordinates  and  counsel 
with  the  chief  of  p.dice  has  expe.ssed 
hinvself  as  in  readiness  to  proceed  with 
the  case. 

New  witnesses  were  found  today  in 
the  persons  of  three. young  ladies  who 
positively  identified  Durant  as  the  man 
who  and"  spoken  to  them  on  the  night 
ot  the  murder  near  the  church  between 
9  and  9:15  o'clock.  He  mistook  them 
for  acquaintances  an>l  after  recogni::- 
ing  his  error,  apologized  and  turned 
away.  Miss  Williams  was  killed  be- 
tween 8  and  1>  o'clock  that  night.  A 
dispatch  from  Napa.  Cal..  says  that 
Allen  Church,  who  has  been  closely  as- 
sociated with  some  ot  the  Emanuel 
church  people  stated  in  an  interview: 

"As  soon  as  1  heard  Minnie  Will- 
iams was  murdered.  1  cotine -ti  d  Du- 
rant with  the  murder,  as  he  had  been 
most  intimate  with  her  and  I  knew  he 
had  a  key  that  would  unlet  k.  but  would 
not  lock  the  side  door.  I  have  kni>wn 
Durant  for  five  years  :ind  have  warned 
Minnie   Williams  against     going     v.Mth 

liim." 

The  Important  part  of  this  statement 
lies  in  the  (leclaratit>n  that  Dumnt's 
kev  would  unlock,  but  would  not  loik 
the  side  door  of  the  church.  It  will  be 
remeiubered  that  the  murderer  left  the 
side  door  unfastened  in  making  his  es- 
cape from  the  scene  of  his  crime.  The 
two  murders  furnished  a  topic  for  four 
or  five  ministers  to  discourse  on  yester- 
day to  their  congregations. 

Durant  maintains  a  cheerful  demean- 
or. He  still  denies  his  guilt,  and  says 
he  has  a  suspicion  as  to  who  the  guilty 
man  is.  but  refuses  to  give  the  name.

MRS.  FISHERS  STORY. 

Her  Mistaken  Identification  of 
a  Prominent  Man. 

San  Francisco.  April  22,— Mrs,  Fisher. 
a  woman  with  two  boys  of  5  and  7 
years,  formerly  of  Indianapolis,  who 
has  twice  crossed  the  continent  in 
search  of  the  sweetheart  who  promised 
to  marry  her.  but  instead  of  doing  .so 
struck  her  with  a  sandbag  and  robb:-d 
her  of  $15,000.  still  claims  that  ex-Sheriff 
Charles  S.  Laumeister.  of  this- city,  i:; 
the  maji  who  caused  all  her  trr)uble. 

Mi-s.  Fisher  tells  how  the  ex-sheriff, 
in  the  guise  of  II.  Cecil  King,  courteil 
her  in  person  and  by  letter  and  then 
despoiled  her  of  the  packages  of  notes, 
after  first  administering  a  hard  rap 
upon  her  head.  She  even  goes  into  de- 
tails and  tells  of  the  reception  in  In- 
dianapolis when  she  first  met  Kint;. 
She  tells  of  drives  in  New  Orleans,  and 
has  a  big  bundle  of  letters  that  King 
wrote  to  her,  every  line  glowing  with 
loving  ardor. 

Mr.  Laumeister.was  never  in  New  Or- 
leans or  Indianapolis,  nor  does  he  re- 
semble in  any  way  the  description  Mrs. 
Fisher  has  frequently  given  of  King, 
but  nevertheless  she  Is  tirm  In  the  be- 
lief that  the  ex-sheriff  is  her  recreant 
and  sand-bagging  lover.  She  toll  the 
story  of  her  trouble  to  the  police,  and 
warned  them  that  Laumeister  was  a 
dangerous  person  and  that  he  would 
not  gracefully  consent  to  arrest.  The 
woman's  attorney.  George  A.  Knight, 
says  he  doe.^  not  knov.-  what  to  make 
of  his  client.  He  is  convinced  that  she 
is  not  crazy,  but  can  offer  no  explana- 
tion of  her  "strange  hallucination. 


San  Diego,  April  22. — The  revenue 
cutter  Commodore  Perry  arrived  '  in 
port  after  an  i-ventful  voyage  of  V22 
iluys  Irom  New  York.

He  came  off  in 
great  exciteni'iit,  saying  that  Ameri- 
can intf  rests  were  in  danger  and  that 
Americans  were  liable  to  lose  their 
lives  unless  protected.  He  told  me  of 
the  attempt  to  burn  the  American 
legation  at  Lima.  1  immediately  de- 
tailcil  otnctrs,  twcnty-tlvo  men  and  a 
rapid-fire  gun.  with  thirty  rounds  of 
ammunition,  to  aid  Gen.  Jastreniski 
whenever  cii'cumstances  should  re- 
quire. 

■•I  went  to  Lima  and  visited  Ameri- 
can Minister  McKenzie.  Xt  Lima 
there  were  evidences  of  fighting  at 
every  hand.  The  streets  were  littered 
with  lime  to  destroy  the  stench  made 
by  the  bodies  and  I  saw  about  1500 
bodies  of  men  slain  the  day  before. 

"The  street  in  front  of  the  legation 
was  closed  by  a  bariicade  on  either 
side  of  which  had  been  placed  the 
rapid-fire  guns  of  tlie  CaceHstas  and 
Moneteros.  Tlie  shot  flew  like  hail  in 
the  vicinity  and  the  v/alls  of  the  Amer- 
ican log.ation  weie  pierced. 

Mrs.  McKenzie  had  been  standing 
near  the  window  looking  out  when  her 
husband  called  her  away  and  as  she 
turned,  a  shot  passed  the  spot  where 
she  had  been  standing.  Life  was  cheaj), 
native  or  for,  ign,  and  McKenzie  sent 
his  wife  and  two  other  AmeriL-an 
ladies  out  of  the  country  on  a  New  Or- 
leans steamer. 

"I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  McKen- 
zie thanking  me  for  the  protection 
offered  the  American  consul  and  noti- 
fying me  that  In  his  judgment  the  pro- 
visiojial  government  was  established 
formally  enough  to  prevent  further 
outbreaks.  Cn.  Jastremski  also  wrote 
me  a  cordial  l-.tter  of  thanks,  in  which 
he  intimated  that  the  little  revenue 
cutter  was  an  invaluable  aid  at  the 
juncture  in  preventing  harm  to  Amer- 
ican interests  at  CjiUao.  I  accordingly 
trailed  on  March  29  and  reached  Aca- 
pulco April  10."

JAPAN'S  TREATY. 

Its    Provisions    Are    for   all 
European  Nations. 

Yokohama.  April  22.— The  following 
is  the  text  of  the  statement  issued  by 
the  Japanese  government  denying  the 
reports  that  it  has  concluded  an  offen- 
sive and  defensive  alliance  with  China 
and  declaring  that  the  commercial  ad- 
vantages secured  by  Japan  will  also 
be  enj(tyed  by  tb.e  other  powers  under 
the  favored  nation  treatment. 

It  has  been  represented  that  Japan 
has  secured  a  2  per  cent  ad  valnrem 
duty  on  imports  instead  of  specific  duty, 
and  has  also  tormed  an  offensive  and 
defensive  alliance  with  China.  The 
commercial  concessions  obtained  by 
Japan  beyond  those  already  secured  by 
the  treaty  powers  under  the  favored 
nation  clause  comprise  the  right  to 
navigate  the  Yang  t.se  Klang  to  Chung 
King  and  also  Wo<^'n  Sung  river  and 
the  canals  leading  to  Foo  Chow  and 
Hank  Chow,  and  the  right  to  import 
machinery  and  certain  goods  duty  free 
and  to  establish  factories. 

These  concessions  are  not  exclusive 
to  Japan:  they  naturally  extend  to  all 
the  European  powers,  in  view  <if  the 
favored  n.ition  clause.  Insuring  these 
privileges  for  all.  Japan  expects  the 
af.prova!  of  nil  the  powers.  The  re- 
portefl  offensive  and  defensive  alliance 
does  not  exist. 

An  imperial  proclamation  just  Issued 
exhorts  the  nation  to  moderation  at 
the  present  juncture  of  the  country's 
history.

It  would  be 
strange  indeed  f  each  of  the  half  dozen 
or  more  reporters  present  should  have 
made  the  same  mistake,  as  he  clai^ns.

A  Thrilling  Story  of  Mexican 
Treatment  of  Americans. 

Houston.  Tex..  April  22.— John  H. 
ManU'V.  a  looomotive  engineer,  who 
recently  e.saped  fn^m  the  coal  mines, 
near  Monterey,  Mexico.  Is  in  the  city. 

He  said  today: 

T  was  l)orn  in  I^exlnK'ton.  Ky.  Years 
aK<)  I  went  to  Mexico  as  an  engineer 
on  the  International  road.  About 
sc\'<'n  years  aso  we  backed  out  of  a 
sidiuK^  and  ran  over  and  killed  a  Mex- 
ican peon.  At  the  next  station  our 
crew  was  arrested  and  thrown  in 
prison.  We  were  refused  intercourse 
with  friends.  Then  without  any  trial, 
we  were  taken  to  Mine  No.  ».  near 
Monterey.  There  are  still  twenty  or 
thirty  Americans  there.  We  could  not 
communicHt"'  with  the  outside  world.

Kot  drunk  on  smupj^led  whisky  and  I 
took  a  chunk  of  cual  and  sniashetl  in 
his  head,  summoned  my  companions. 
Hilly  HuKhes.  my  fireman.  Hilly  Clark, 
thf  cKiidui'tiir,  and  Frank  tloodwin 
aJid  IJilly  Slillwell,  the  brakeman.  iill 
Anvricans.  We  slipped  up  behind  an- 
othei-  ;;iiard  an<l  knocked  him  in  the 
head  an<l  dropped  his  body  to  the  bot- 
tom of  the  shaft.  TZZ  feet. 

Taking  the  pistols  off  the  dead 
Kuards.  we  struck  for  the  mountains, 
and  traveled  only  b.%  nijiht.  with  stars 
a.^  our  Kulde.  a\°oidinK  all  villages  and 
railways.  'Wt-  walked  three  weary 
months,  living  off  roots,  herbs  and  an 
oi'casional  raldilt.

Precautions  Taken  to  Protect 
the  United  States. 


Government  Confronted  With  a 
$40,000,000  Deficit. 

Washington,  April  22.— The  decision  of 
the  supreme  court  in  the  income  tax 
case  necessitates  a  rehearing  of  the 
estimates  of  the  government  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  and  from  the 
best  data  obtainable  it  is  believed  that 
the  delieit  for  the  year  will  amount  to 
$l().O(X).()0O. 

The  amount  of  the  deficit  up  to  date 
is  $47.2r)1.241.  with  indications  of  a  fur- 
ther increase  before  the  i-lose  of  the 
present  m'>nth.  but  the  income  tax  r<"- 
ieii)ts.  it  is  t'Xjiected.  will  materially 
cut  tlown  this  amount  <hning  the  re- 
nuiinins  ten  weeks  of  the  liscal  year. 

Keceipts  from  customs  and  from  in- 
ternal revenue  sources  continue  to  in- 
ciease.  but  not  at  the  pace  expected, 
anil  witli  fully  oiie-half  t>f  the  antici- 
l-ated  receipts  from  the  income  tax  cut 
off.  it  is  doubtful  if  the  clo.^se  of  the  year 
shows  a  deficit  less  than  $40,000,000. 

As  has  been  the  ca.se  for  some  years. 
tlie  exi)enditure  on  account  of  pensions 
is  more  than  a  third  of  the  entire  ex- 
penditures of  the  government,  and  sev- 
eral times  during  the  last  twtt  years 
the  inexorable  retiuisitions  of  the  sec- 
retary f)f  the  interior,  on  pensions  ac- 
count, has  caused  some  apj>rehension 
among  the  ofiieials  that  the  time  might 
come  when  they  may  not  be  htmonnl 
with  the  old-time  jiromptness.

Some  of  the  Employers  and 

Strikers  Are  Feeling 

More  Friendly.

A  sjieclal  meeting  in  behalf  of  the 
striking  tailors  was  held  by  the  Fed- 
erated Trades  assembly  yesterday  af- 
ternoon at  4  o'clock.  The  situation  was 
difccussed  and  a  statement  of  atTairs 
made  by  a  committee  of  eight  present 
from  the  Tailors'  union. 

Tlic  committee  leported  that  the  <iif- 
ference  between  wages  heretofore  paid 
and  the  prices  asked  in  the  new  scale  is 
very  little.  One  shop  has  been  p.aying 
the  wages  of  the  new  scale  right  along 
and  in  no  instances  woidd  the  increases 
amount  to  more  than  10  per  cent.  It 
was  also  stated  that  since  IH'J"  the  jour- 
neymen tailors  have  submitted  to  an 
average  decrease  of  :j."»  per  cent. 

Ptineces.sarily  severe  and  arbitrary 
f-hop  lules  were  stated  to  be  one  cause 
of  the  strike.  The  committee  expressed 
the  utmost  hopefulness  of  success. 

The  assembly  then  discussed  the  sit- 
uation and  tht.'  se<retar.v  was  instruct- 
ed to  notify  unions  affiliated  with  the 
as,sembly  of  the  state  of  affairs  with  the 
union  and  to  ask  tlieir,  co-opei'ation. 

The  chairman  of  the  tailors  commit- 
tee siaid  that  the  railway  unions  of  the 
city  had  promised  to  ccmsider  the  situ- 
ation with  a  view  to  taking  action  In 
support  of  the  strikers.  A  committee 
appointed  by  the  assembly  brought  in 
the  following  resolutions,  the  commit- 
tee being  com|M)scd  of  .\lfred  McCal- 
lum,  Robert  H.  Haire,  R.  G.  Keen,  J. 
H.  Baker  and  James  McDowell. 

Whereas,  it  has  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Federatetd  Trades  assem- 
bly of  I  luluth  that  Tailors'  tmion  No. 
!»7  has  gone  out  on  strike;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  as- 
sembly that  the  demands  made  on  the 
boss  tailors  are  right  and  just: 

Be  it  reSolved  that  the  assembly  ox- 
end  to  the  tailors"  imion  its  sympathy 
ar.d  "=.  ppoit  and  do  all  i!i  its  power  to 
assist  the  tailors  in  the  light. 

The  committee  will  also  wait  upon 
the  employers  and  do  all  possible  to  se- 
cure an  adjustment  of  the  differences. 

A  much  more  friendly  feeling  is  said 
to  exist  between  the  strikers  and  em- 
t)loyers  than  when  the  trouble  first 
broke.  Se\eral  of  the  employers  have 
met  with  the  strikers'  coir;mittee  and 
he?d  long  discussions  which,  while  not 
ending  in  an  agrt'emont,  have  made  a 
b(  tter  teellng,  given,  a  better  uncJer- 
standing  and  made  an  eventual  settTe- 
ment  much  more  likely.

HORSES  BADLY  BURNED. 

Sinclair's  Livery  Stable  Dam- 
aged by  Fire  Yesterday. 

About  3  o'clock  yesterda,v  morning 
liio  broke  out  in  the  livery  barn  of  W. 
Sinclair  on  Fourth  street  between 
Sixth  and  Seventh  avenues  east.

For  obtaining, 
registering  and  returning  the  facts 
herein  required,  such  clerk  or  health 
officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  county  treasurer  of  his  county  25 
cents  for  each  birth  or  death  so  "ob- 
tained, registered  and  reported.  And 
for  neglect  to  perform  such  duties  as 
herein  re<iuired  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $50  for  each  offense,  to 
be  colhcted  as  other  fines  are  col- 
lected. "

TIk-  ll^ht  aRalnst  the  hill 
was  a  hard  and  protracted  om-.  but  its 
oi>ponents  were  in  the  minority  and  it 
was  Unally  passed.  Thf-  protests  ol  a 
few  of  the  minority  recited  that  it  was 
pa.'^t  midnight  and  such  matters  couhl 
no  louKcr  be  legally  acted  upon,  for 
which  reason  formal  jirotest  was  en- 
tered. Several  times  motions  were 
ma<lc  to  secure  adjournnn'nt  but  Mi-. 
Stai>les.  who  presided,  refused  to  n-co^- 
nize  any  motion  to  that  effect.  Ht)wev- 
er.  when  Speaker  Van  Sant  resumed 
wielding  the  Ravel,  he  put  such  a  mo- 
tion   and    It    was    v»ted    down    by    the 

house. 

The  night  Session  of  the  senate  was 
diRnified  and  orderly,  thiinks  to  the 
tirmness  of  Presid^-nt  Frank  Day.  and 
no  matters  were  so  hardly  fought  there 
as  in  the  house. 

.After  three  conferences,  in  Iwo  of 
whicli  the  .senate  insisted  that  the 
house  recede  from  its  amendment  to 
tax  mining  companies,  and  the  hou.se 
rffused.  and  in  the  third  a  minority 
of  tlie  senate  committee,  composed  of 
Senator  Stevens,  n'commended  the 
adoption  of  the  house  amendment  ap- 
plying the  tax  to  nuning  companies, 
with  an  addition  providing  that  the  tax 
collected  under  this  conatitutional 
amendment,  after  it  has  gone  into  ef- 
fect, shall  be  divifled  between  the  state 
and  the  variolas,  counties, 4hejvo(.  as 
other  taxes  are  divided,  the  nin'^eKan. 

The  senate  was  more  dignified  in  its 
methods  of  conducting  the  contest,  and 
th.'  battl.'  was  of  shorter  duration  than 
that  in  the  house,  but  there  was  scaice- 
ly  less  feeling  in  the  matter.  There 
was  some  little  fencing  and  then  Sen- 
ator Yale  moved  to  Indefinitely  |)ost- 
pone  the  whole  bill.  This  was  voted 
down,  and  a  motion  to  adopt  the  mi- 
nority report  instead  of  the  majority, 
which  opposed  the  hou.se  amendment, 
was  ado|ite(T. 

Senator  Spencer  entered  an  earnest 
l>rotest.  especially  against  the  clause 
providing  that  St.  houis  county  should 
receive  only  the  same  pr-oportion  of 
the  mining  tax  as  sh<'  would  receive 
of  th<'  other  taxes. 

.S>nator  (ireer  also  made  a  vigorous 
protest  against  the  pa.ssage  of  the  bill, 
and  defied  any  lawyer  on  the  door  of 
th.'  house  to  t.'ll  just  what  the  bill  pro- 
vided for.  Moreover,  they  were  doing 
St.  Louis  county  an  injustice  In  taking 
from  lier  the  half  of  the  gross  earnings 
tax  she  now  rt-celves.  and  giving  her 
the  same  proportion  as  the  statt-  and 
her  sister  counties. 

Senator  Howard  raise<l  thi-  iioint  thai 
the  hour  for  th'-  passage  of  l)iils  had 
passed,  as  it  was  then  2  o'clock  in  the

The  bill  was  finally  recom- 
mended to  pass  with  the  house  amend- 
ment, and  the  ailded  amendment  of 
the  minority  of  the  c<mference  com- 
mittee. 

The  uninitiated  who  were  present  at 
the  time  jirobably  thoiight  they  had 
setn  all  the  fun.  but  the  illusions  of 
those  of  them  who  fidlowed  the  bill  Into 
the  house  Were  Soon  dispelled. 

'I'h»-  first  sight  they  met  In  the  lower 
l>o(ly  was  Mr.  Staples,  who  was  pre- 
siding, ileclaring  he  would  not  enter- 
tain a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  J.  N.

.Mr.  I»ahl  mafiagfd  to  >;it  the  Moor 
and  make  the  point  of  order  a  doz»'n 
times  in  half  as  many  minut»'s.  that 
the  whole  procee<ling  was  in  violation 
of  the  constitution.  Finally  he  secured 
rei.<)>;idf ion  on  a  motion  to  adjourn. 
I>iit  tin-  houso  voted  it  «|own.  ('apt. 
Van  Sant  announced  that  he  Intended 
to  be  fair  to  all  iiarties.  I»ut  the  hous-. 
Iiaving  voted  against  adjournment,  it 
was  business  to  allow  it  to-do  as  It 
pleased  regarding  the  measure. 

.Mr.  .Melnnis  took  no  part  in  tin 
stamping  and  swinging  of  arms.  Imt 
fveiy  now  atnl  tht-n  could  be  hearil 
shouting  for  a  call  of  the  house.  Ho 
finally  got  it.  and  forty-live  niembi-is 
w«i»'  reported  absent.  He  kept  it  up 
until  he  trot  many  of  them  tlnre.  Imt 
to  mak"  them  vote  at  that  hour  was  an- 
other question,  ami  the  speaker  couhl 
iiiit  do  it   if  he  had  desired. 

.Mr.   «'nnt  had   by  this<  tinn."  taken   up 
the   point  of  order  ami  endeavored     to

Alxnit  all  the 
ruling  he  got  was  the  statement  that 
the  majority  of  the  h'lUse  had  decided 
not  to  adjourn,  and  It  w«m  the  business 
of  the  speaker  to  let  them  go  ahead 
and  do  business  If  they  wanted  to,  and 
that  he  had  stated  to  the  house  that  the 
hour  for  passing  bills  had  pa«sed. 

This  was  not  satisfactory,  and  Mr. 
Cant  renewtd  his  point  of  order,  and  In- 
sisted upon  a  ruling  every  time  the 
Iriends  ot  the  bill  attempted  to  push  it 
forward  and  l)ring  it  to  a  vote.

THK  HOUSK. 
St.  Paul.  April  2;{.— Although  yester- 
day was  the  last  working  day  of  the 
legislature,  the  house  continued  its 
fight  this  morning.  Mr.  Cant  wanted 
the  journal  corrected  to  show  his  point 
of  oriler  before  the  final  passage  of  S. 
F.  No.  4.  and  the  further  fa<'t  that 
Speaker  Van  Sant  had  held  that  the 
hour  of  twilvi-  was  passed,  but  that  the 
house  ha<l  decidi'd  to  continue  at  work. 
.Mr.  .lacobson  insisted  that  this  was 
not  ii  correction  of  the  jovuiial.  but  an 
interjection.  After  somi'  discussion 
during  which  Mr.  Feig  argueii  against 
tile  propose<l  correction,  .-ind  Mi-.  Cnnt 
said  this  was  the  first  time  he  had  «>ver 
known  any  man  to  argue  in  favor  of 
somethiiLg  which  ht-  knew  was  false 
in  the  face  of  the  iieople.  every  one  of 
whom  al.so  knew  that  It  was  false. 

The  records  should  state  what  took 
pla<>e  and  state  the  exact  truth  in  words 
that  will  tell  those  who  follow  what  oc- 
cui-red.

"We  dissent  and  protest  also  for  the 
same  reasons  against  the  actlf>n  of  the 
speaker  in  refusing  to  put  the  motion 
for  the  correction  of  the  journal  as  set 
forth  in  the  attached  slip  marked  'A.'

April  2n.— The  volume 
annually  prepared  by  the  clerks  of  the 
senate  an<l  house  ajipropriations  com- 
mittee showing  the  exact  approi>ria- 
tlons  and  the  new  offices  created  has 
been  prepared  for  the  last  session  of 
the  Fifty-third  congress  by  Thomas  I'. 
Cleaves,  clerk  of  the  senate  committee, 
and  J.  C  Courts,  clerk  of  the  house 
committee. 

The  statement  gives  the  appropria- 
ti<ins  in  detail  an<l  spif-ifies  the  new 
offices   create<l  and   abolished,  with    the 

salaries  and  also  the  salaries  increased 
and  reduced,  together  with  a  chi-ono- 
lofjfical  hisloi-\  of  the  rtgular  approjirla- 
tion  bills.

She  claims  that  he  drugged  her  and 
had  her  confined  to  a  private  asylum 
and  kept  in  a  solitary  cell  for  weeks.

THE  HUSBANDS  STORY. 
San  Diego.  Cal.,  April  23.— Jerome  B. 
Westgate  against  whom  sensational 
charges  of  putting  his  wife  in  an  in- 
.^.uie  asylum  have  been  made,  states 
that  for  some  considerable  time  after 
he  and  Mrs.  Westgate  came  to  San 
Diego  she  showed  signs  of  insanity, 
but  that  no  particular  notice  was  taken 
lit  her  ease  until  last  ("k-tober  when 
she  was  regularly  examined  by  physi- 
cians here,  declared  insane  and  com- 
mitted to  the  asylum  at  San  Bernardi- 
ni>  from  where  reports  occasionally 
reached  him  that  she  was  no  better. 

On  April  lo  he  was  informed  by  the 
manager  of  the  asylum  that  Mrs.  West- 
gate  had  been  released  on  March  26. 
with  a  certificate  that  she  was  95  per 
cent  sai»e.  and  that  she  had  accom- 
panied her  sister  to  Chicago.  West- 
gate  also  states  that  he  helped  his  wif€i 
to  obtain  a  divorce:  that  he  was  mar- 
ried to  her  by  contrat>t  in  February. 
1S93,  in  this  city,  and  that  he  has  this 
certificate  still  in  his  possession. 

He  further  states  that  all  property  is 
still  in  his  wife's  name;  that  he  has 
never  practiced  any  cruelty  toward  her 
and  that  he  was  not  aware  until  quite 
recently  that  she  was  either  liberated 
i>r  that  any  steps  were  being  taken  to 
sfcure  her  property.  He  now  declares 
it  lo  be  his  intention  lo  procure  a  di- 
vorce and  apply  for  a  restitution  of  his 
property  as  he  considers  it  rightfully 
belongs  to  him. 

Westgate  is  living  here  in  a  quiet  andi 
unassuming  manner,  rccupying  a  cot- 
tage that  appears  to  have  been  built 
by  careful  saving,  and  he  is  carr>ing 
on  a  small  kalsomining  business  in  or- 
der to  make  a  living.  Neither  his  per- 
sonal appearance  nor  his  habits  would 
indicate  a  violent  nature  or  extrava- 
gant living.

Washlngti  n.  April  2.1.— The  fish  com- 
mission exi  ects  this  year,  to  almost 
double  the  vork  of  last  year.

Erie  Thesi  will  be  distributed  in  the 
lakes  and  ilso  the  public  waters  of 
Kentucky.

COGNAC  BRANDIES. 

Manufacturers  of  That  District 
Want  Protection. 

Washington.  April  23.— Consul  Fitz- 
gerald, at  Cognac,  France,  has  sent  a 
report  to  the  state  depaitment  on  the 
brandy  trade.  It  shows  that  the  ship- 
ments fmm  the  ports  in  the  Cognac 
consular  district  during  1894  were  5,060.- 
488  gallons,  an  Increase  of  860,108  gal- 
lons over  1803.  The  increase  is  due  to 
the  large  harvest  of  grapes  in  1893. 

The  Cognac  brandy  manufacturers 
are  considering  the  matter  of  organiz- 
ing a  syndicate  for  the  protection  of  the 
cognac  name  for  their  brandies,  which 
is  being  usurped  by  manufacturers  out- 
side of  the  Cognac  district.  The  name 
has  been  largely  adopted  in  all  France 
and  in  son^e  other  countries.  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald says  that  brandy  houses  of  Bor- 
deaux and  Marseilles  are  flooding  othur 
countrlt^s  with  cognacs. 

The  |>n>ducers  of  wine  In  the  cham- 
pagne have  secured  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  word  "champagne"  for  their 
products,  and  the  brandy  min  of  Ci>g- 
nac  are  anxious  to  obtain  a  liimllar 
right.

ment.  is  hard  at  work  on  the  new  star 
route  maps  that  are  to  Iw  issued  in 
July.  These  maps  are  carefully  re- 
vised every  three  months,  but  by  far 
the  greater  work  is  involved  in  the  July 
issue,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  >ear 
and  the  renewal  t>f  contracts  for  carry- 
ing the  mails.  A  large  number  of 
routes  are  also  arranged  for  the  sum- 
mer only,  for  the  benefit  of  seaside 
watering  places,  that  are  populated 
only  at  that  season. 

The  preparation  and  printing  of  these 
maps  involves  an  immense  amount  of 
work.  Five  separate  drawings  of  the 
same  map  must  be  made,  one  showing 
the  rivers  and  coast  lines,  and  for  the 
railways  and  one  each  for  routes  that 
are  run  six,  thrice  and  once  a  week. 
Separate  lithographic  stones  are  made 
of  each,  and  the  map  printed  from  them 
in  five  different  colors.  Necessary  al- 
terations are  made  each  three  months 
and  an  entirely  new  map  every  five 
or  six  years.  It  takes  about  two  years 
tr»  make  one  of  the  fatter  as  the  num- 
ber of  details  involved  is  tremendous.

A  NEW  WITNESS. 

One  Who  Will  Testify  Against 
Prisoner  Durant. 

San  Francisco,  Cal..  April  23.— When 
the  preliminary  examination  of  W.  H. 
T.  Durant,  the  medical  student  accused 
of  outraging  and  then  ferociously  mur- 
dering Miss  Marion  Williams  in  Eman- 
uel Baptist  church,  on  the  night  of 
April  12,  is  resumed  this  morning,  there 
will  be  a  new  witness  who  will  give 
most   damaging  evidence   against  him. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Durant 
has  strenuously  denied  having  met 
Miss  Williams  at  any  time  after  three 
weeks  prior  to  her  death.  There  has 
been  evidence  that  he  was  seen  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  church  that  night,  by 
several  witnesses,  but  only  one  of  these 
a  young  girl,  has  stated  that  she  recog- 
nized Durant,  bot  her  testimony  is 
weakened  by  that  of  a  companion  who 
was  with  her  at  the  time  and  failed  to 
recognize  the  prisoner  in  court. 

But  J.  B.  P.  Hodgson,  a  citizen  who 
lives  within  a  few  doors  of  the  church, 
who  h«s  been  found  after  much  labor 
by  the  detectives,  will  testify  positively 
on  this  point.  Hodgson  did  not  want 
to  be  mixed  up  in  the  case.  He  had 
only  mentioned  the  matter  once  and 
that  was  the  day  after  the  finding  of 
the  body. 

But  the  police  obtained  a  clue,  lo- 
cated him  and  obtained  his  statement. 
He  says  that  on  the  night  in  question 
he  was  passing  by  the  church,  when 
he  saw  a  young  man  and  a  young  lady 
at  the  church  gate.  Their  appearance 
as  described  by  him  tallies  with  that 
of  the  accused  and  the  dead  girl. 

He  said  the  man  was  evidently  urg- 
ing the  girl  to  consent  to  some  pro- 
posal he  was  making  and  she  was  evi- 
dently demurring.  As  Hodgson  passed 
them,  the  young  man  looked  him 
square  in  the  face.  Hodgson  told  his 
story  to  the  detectives  and  Durant  was 
brought  up  from  his  cell.  As  he  faced 
Hodgson,  the  latter  said:  "That  is  the 
face — that  is  the  man.  I  am  sure  of  it." 

Durant  again  denied  that  he  was  at 
the  church  and  said  Hodgson  was  mis- 
taken, but  the  chief  of  police  thinks  he 
has  found  the  most  important  witness 
In  the  ease. 

It  is  now  certain  that  the  accused 
man  will  feeek  to  establish  an  alibi, 
and  that  that  will  be  his  line  of  de- 
fen.se  in  the  case  of  Miss  Williams  and 
also  in  the  case  of  Miss  Lamont,  of 
whose  murder  he  is  suspected.

Onj"  of  the  SCI  ioiis  defects  of  the  sys- 
tem in  which  ■lections  are  conducted 
in  Minnesota  his  l>een  the  loose  man- 
ner of  bidding  1  rlmary  caucuses  for  thi' 
election  of  delegates  to  nominating 
conventions.  There  h.Ts  been  just 
cause  for  comilaint  that  gri\ss  frauds 
were  frequently  practiced  and  that  the 
caucuses  In  n.>  way  represented  the 
will  of  the  poll  leal  party  whose  name 
they  bore.  W  lile  these  complaints 
were  undoubttdly  correct  in  many 
cases,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
people  who  complainetl  most  bitterly 
were  themselvt  <  to  l>e  blamed  for  the 
existence  of  su(  h  a  state  of  affairs.  By 
absenting  then  selves  from  the  cau- 
cuses, they  ma<le  such  things  possible. 
When  the  cauc.ises  are  allowed  to  be 
run  by  a  set  *>l  ward  heelers  and  dis- 
reputable people.  It  naturally  follows 
that  there  will  k^  frwud  and  that  any 
•  luestionable  im  ans  will  be  adi'pted  to 
attain  the  desiroti  result.  It  is  only  by 
all  respectable  citizens  attending  these 
caucuses  and  performing  the  duty  to 
the  iK>litlcal  party  they  favor  that  the 
caucuses  can  h  •  made  pure,  and  the 
fi>untaln  t>f  corrupt  politics  conse- 
quently purified 

There  have  b -en  attempts  to  purify 
the  primaries  I  v  the  passage  of  laws 
governing  them  I  ait  either  the  laws 
have  been  rtllec  with  loopholes  speci- 
ally designed  f  >r  the  perpetration  of 
fraud,  or  they  l:ave  not  been  enforced. 
an<l  honest  primaries  have  remained 
practically  unk  town.  The  legislature, 
which  has  just  closed  its  session,  has 
made  another  \  enture  in  the  direction 
of  hon'.»st  caucuses.  A  bill  has  been 
pa.sstrd,  which  was  a  substitute  for  five 
primary  election  bills  that  were  pend- 
ing bt'fore  the  s.-nate.  The  overshadow- 
ing Intention  of  the  bill  is  to  throw  the 
sanctity  of  law  over  primary  elections 
and  to  prevent  frauds  thereat,  while 
interjecting  as  .'ew  new  features  in 
primaries  as  pcsslble.  It  requires  at 
least  twenty  da  vs  public  notice  of  the 
date,  number  of  delegates  fr<>ni  each 
election  district  purpose  of  the  elec- 
tion, offices  to  b"  filled  and  place  where 
the  primary  is  lo  be  held.  None  but 
regularly  qualified  voters  of  the  politi- 
cal party  holdin  f  the  primary,  and  who 
live  in  the  dlst  ict.  are  to  be  allowed 
to  vote  and  all  ii  re  subject  to  challenge. 
The  polls  are  to  be  held  open  at  least 
an  hour,  and  bevween  2  and  5)  o'chx-k. 

The  delegates  to  thp  convention  must 
be  selected  by  ballot.  The  name  an<l 
address  of  everj  person  offering  to  vote 
must  be  taken  lief  ore  the  vote  Is  re- 
ceived, and  the  list  of  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  tht»se  voting  must  be  fui"- 
nished  to  the  cl  airman  of  the  commit- 
tee calling  the  primary  election.  It 
prohibits  any  i  erson  cho.sen  as  dele- 
gate and  not  attending  the  cimvention 
giving  his  proxy  to  another,  but  the 
vacan':-!;  on  the  delegation  is  to  be  filled 
by  the  other  members  of  the  delegation 
by  selecting  a  person  residing  in  the 
same  electhm  tllstrlct.  But  if  the  va- 
cancy is  not  till'd  the  members  present 
shall  not  cast  the  full  vote  of  the  dele- 
gation. Any  person  violating  any  of 
th"  provisions  <  f  the  act  is  liable  to  a 
tine  of  from  $25  to  $.'>00  or  imprisonment 
from  thirty  days  to  six  months. 

The  law  seeitis  to  be  well  designed 
to  guard  again  it  fraudulent  and  dis- 
honest practice^,  and  if  the  people  will 
attend  the  cauc  ises  and  insist  upon  the 
striet  obset^'anoe  of  the  new  law.  we 
may  have  the  jleasure  pf  seeing  prim- 
aries that  wil'  represent  something 
n-.ore  than  the     dictation'    of     political 

Ix.lSSfS.

Perry  Nichols,  a  ctdored  gentleman 
from  West  Superior,  who  was  to  have 
b«>en  one  of  the  combatants,  Avas  or- 
dered to  leave  town  and  to  hesitate 
not,  while  the  managers  were  infoi-med 
that  the  match  eftuld  not  taki'  place. 
That  started  the  ball  to  rolling  In  ear- 
nest.

Lawyers   Are  Considerably 
Worked  Up  Over  an  Ac-  n 
tion  Begun  Recently. 


Wrong  interpretation  of  the 
Law  Tal^en  Advant- 
age of. 


Tiie  Curative  Act  Was   Put 
Througli  the  Legisla- 
ture Just  in  Time. 


There  is  n  certain  firm  of  attorneys  in 
Duluth  today,  the  members  of  which 
do  not  stand  well  with  their  brother 
attorneys,  and  this  coldness  bids  fair 
to  be  of  long  duration.  The  whole  mat- 
ter has  come  al>out  in  this  way.  On 
the  statute  books  of  Minnesota  there 
is  a  law  which  provides  that  in  cases  of 
mortgage  foreclosure  sales  the  mort- 
gagee must  file  the  sheriff's  certificate 
within  twenty  days  and  that  an  afUda- 
\'lt  of  th«-  josts  an<l  disbursements  of 
the  sale  sliall  be  filed  within  ten  days. 

Now  Judge  Ensign  one  held  that  this 
provision  requiring  the  liling  of  the 
affidavit  within  ten  days  was  directory 
and  not  mandatory.  This  practice  hail 
been  followed  by  the  attorn-ys  all  over 
the  state  and  the  aflidaxit  was  always 
filed  with  the  sheriffs  ccrtUlcate  with- 
in the  twent>-  days.  About  three  or 
four  weeks  ago  the  point  was  raised  In 
the  supreme  court  before  Judge  Start 
and  to  the  surprise  and  consternation 
of  attorneys  all  over  the  state  ho  held 
that  this  provision  requiring  that  the 
affidavit  be  filed  within  ten  days  is 
mandatorv. 

AEI.  ATTORNEYS  CAUGHT. 

This  ruling  meant  that  in  every  case 
where  the  aflidavit  had  not  been  filed 
within  ten  days  the  e. ists  atid  disburse- 
ments could  not  be  cfiHected  in  case  of 
redemption  and  could  be  recovered 
from  the  mortgagee  in  other  cases. 
Every  attorney  in  Duluth  who  had 
anything  to  do  with  mortgage  fore- 
closures was  caught,  and  among  them 
were  nearly  all  of  the  most  prominent 
Duluth  (irms. 

Attf»rneys  all  over  the  state  were 
affected  and  consequently  when  a  Du- 
luth attoraey  went  to  St.  Paul  with  a 
curative  act  to  present  to  the  legis- 
latui*-,  it  was  supiwnted  most  earnestly 
by  every  lawyer  in  both  houses.  They 
.■?aw  at  once  that  attorneys  who  were  not 
above  that  kind  of  practice  may  bring 
suits  to  recf)vei*  the  costs  and  dis- 
bursements in  every  case  where  the 
letter  of  the  law  ha<l  been  followed. 

The  bill  was  (piickly  push'^d  through 
the  senate,  in  fact,  it  is  said  that  it 
went  through  in  just  fifteen  minutes' 
time.  It  was  going  thrt>ugh  the  house 
in  the  same  way,  when  Kepresentative 
Feig  interposed  and  wanted  it  recom- 
mitted to  the  .iudlciary  committee.  It 
was  explained  that  the  bill  was  simply 
to  legalize  certain  defects  and  that  the 
attorneys  could  gain  nothing  by  it. 
ne|)res«-ntative  liarta  opposed  a  rtn-oni- 
mitment  and  .said  if  it  failed  to  pass 
alleged  lawyers  would  make  it  their 
business  to  hunt  up  such  defects  Hn<l 
make  business  foi-  tiiemseives  which  is 
a  disgrace  to  tJie  legal  profession." 

Kepresentative  Kolibins  also  opposed 
the  motion  to  recommit,  and  roasted  the 
business  which  woidd  spring  up  unless 
the  bill  beconi<  s  a   law. 

SHAitKS    AND   HYENAS. 

J.  D.  Jones  was  more  decided  in  his 
language.  The  Pioneer  I'ress  said  In 
Its  rejfort:  "J.  I).  Jones  had  a  decideil 
opinion  on  the  motion  under  considera- 
tion, and  expressed  it  with  the  greatest 
of  freedom.  He  said  he  was  tired  of  the 
(•rowd  of  so-called  attorneys  that  had 
been  hanging  around  the  lobbies  o*"  the 
legislature,  seeking  to  defeat  every  just 
measure  of  this  nature.  The  uppt>si- 
tlon  to  this  bill  came  from  the  shystei-s. 
sharks  and  hyenas  who  go  prowling 
about  hunting  up  cases  where  there 
are  technical  defects  that  they  may- 
take  a<lvanta.ge  of  the  pof>r  man  and 
bleed  him.  The  bill,  he  nun],  was  jus' 
and  fair  and  only  would  afford  reliei" 
to  the  i>e«iple  who  are  deserving  of  it, 
and  it  ought  to  pass." 

While  all  this  was  going  on  a  Duluth 
firm,  Eckman  &  Stevenson,  of  510  Pal- 
ladio  ))uilding,  had  l>egun  suit  in  one 
case  on  this  very  point  and  had  threat- 
ened others.  The  suit  was  brought  in 
the  municipal  court  and  the  amount  in- 
volved was  $42.  The  action  was  begun, 
not  against  the  attorney  who  conduct- 
ed the  foreclosure,  but  against  the 
mortgagee.  The  ground  oti  which  the 
action  was  based  was  that  the  nK^rt- 
gagee  bid  In  the  property  for  $42  more 
than  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  and 
that  the  mortgagor  was  entitled  to  the 
surplus. 

ATTACKED  THE  BTLT.. 

When  the  case  vr.-..-  brought  up  in 
the  municipal  court  a  copy  of  the  bill 
was  introduced  in  the  case.  Eckman  & 
Stevenson  at  once  attacked  its  consti- 
tutkmallty  as  affecting  that  case,  al- 
leging that  their  action  was  begun  be- 
fore the  passage  of  the  act.  Judge 
Boyle  has  the  matter  under  adviscmi-nt. 

As  to  the  <<instltutionality  <if  the 
lull  in  general,  there  is  not  much  doubt. 
It  is  j'xactly  the  sam«(  as  many  other 
curative  acts  which  .arc  on  the  statutes. 

Said  an  attorney  yesterday:  "An  at- 
torney who  is  caught  on  this  thing 
would  be  in  a  i»eculiar  and  delicate  po- 
sition without  thi.H  curative  act.  He 
would  Iw  at  the  mercy  of  any  net  of 
lawyers  who  would  see  fit  to  securi: 
that  klml  of  business.  It  would  lie  a 
very  hard  thing  to  explain  t<»  a  client, 
for  there  is  the  law  on  the  books.  The 
average  client  could  not  be  persuadc<l 
to  pay  the  costs  again  and  If  he  did  he 
would  undoubtedly  transfer  his  busi- 
ness. It  Is  considered  decidedly  unpro- 
fessional to  wilfully  do  anything  to  in- 
jure another  lawyer's  standing  or  busi- 
ness and  1  am  quite  sure  that  this  sort 
ol  business' would  have  that  effect.  In 
some  ca.ses  it  might  alm<Md  entirely 
cripple  an  attorney's  business."

William  \'an  Home,  president  of  the 
Canadian  Pacifle;  G.  A.  McD»jnald,  his 
private  secretary;  W.  F.  Fitch,  receiver 
of  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  and  D.  Mc- 
.\icolJ,  general  passenger  agent  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific.  Sir  William  is  out 
on  a  business  jaunt,  and  the  party  left 
this  afternoon  for  Minneap<dls.

I  be- 
lieve, about  17t)  railroad  receivers  In 
the  country,  and  there  is  no  longer  auM 
honor  in  the  position  of  receiver.  It  is 
too  common.  It  all  depends  on  how 
things  turn  out  this  season  whether 
the  roa<l  will  be  extended  or  not.

Senator  McHale  introduced  a  resolu- 
tion thanking  President  Frank  A.  Day 
for  efficient  and  courteous  service  as 
presiding  ofiicer.  etc..  and  this  was 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote 
Senator  Ringdahl  moved  that  the 
th.mks  of  the  senators  be  extended  to 
the  secretaries  for  most  efficient  ser- 
vice at  the  desk.

For  certifying  transcripts  of  minutes 
of  any  trial,  or  papers  on  file.  •'•  cents 
per  folio  and  2."»  cents  for  the  certificate 
is  charged.  If  copies  are  furnished  by 
the  api)licant  for  certification,  2Vj  cents 
per  folio  and  2.">  cents  for  the  certificate' 
is  charged.  \n  actions  in  partition  or 
condemnation,  the  court  shall  fix  fees 
in  excess  of  the  amounts  prescribed. 
For  tiling  and  docketing  transcripts  of 
judgment.  r.0  cents  f(n-  the  first  judg- 
ment. 10  cents  for  each  additiimal  judg- 
ment debtor  in  the  certificate  is 
charged. 

For  searching  judgment  docket 
books  and  certifying  to  the  existence 
or  non-existence  of  judgments,  2.".  cents 
f<ir  the  first  judgment  debtor  and  10 
cents  for  each  subsequent  debtor  shall 
l>e  charged.  For  all  .services  not  cov- 
ered by  the  new  law,  the  old  fees  will  be 
charged.

TRAIN  WRECKERS  BUSY. 

Two  Attempts  to  Derail  a  "Big

Two  empl<)yes  had  barely  left 
the  building  when  It  went  up. 


Washington,  April  24.— The  reports 
from  Nicaragua  confirm  the  statements 
of  the  dispatches  that  a  blockade  of 
Nicaragua  ports  would  be  Great  Brit- 
ain's means  of  executing  her  demands. 

The  understanding  is  that  the  block- 
ade will  begin  next  Saturday  giving 
Nicaragua  three  full  days  intervening 
to  yield  to  the  demands  in  every  par- 
ticular. 

There  Is  good  reason  to  believe  that 
the  demands  will  not  be  altered,  re- 
duct»d  or  compromise«l  in  the  slightest 
particular,  one  of  the  main  purposes 
of  England  being  to  administer  a  les- 
son to  Nicaragua,  and  indii'ectly  to  all 
Southevn  republics  as  to  British  meth- 
ods of  redress. 

The  first  move  will  probably  be  a 
••pacific  blockade"  as  heretofore  ex- 
lilained.  care  being  taken  to  bring 
Nicaragua's  commerce  to  a  standstill 
and  yet  to  leave  foreign  commerce  as 
free  as  ever.  It  is  said,  however,  that 
Nicaragua's  coast  ccmimerce  is  very 
small,  so  that  (ireat  P.ritain's  "pacilic 
blockade^^  may  develoji  Into  a  more 
forcible  move  in  order  toimake  it  effec- 
tive. 

As  to  the  landing  of  Britis}i  mnrines- 
at  Corinto,  which  is  now  imderstood 
to  be  j)art  of  the  juogram,  it  is  stated 
by  otilcials  that  this  will  not  menace 
or  endanger  the  Interests  of  other  for- 
eigners. 

The  case  of  the  British  bombard- 
ment of  Alexandria  is  cited  to  show  tlm 
British  policy  toward  foreigners  at  a 
threatened  point.  In  that  case  Great 
Britain  wished  to  strike  t:gypt,  but  to 
do  so,  she  was  compelled  to  injure  some 
forei.gn  interests  at  Alexandria. 

Notice  was  therefore  given  that  for- 
eign interests  would  be  protected  with 
every  precaution. pjessjble  and  If  they 
were  Injured  as  an  mddent  to  the  at- 
tack compensation  would  be  made. 
Subsequently  the  few  foreign  inter- 
ests which  suffered  were  voluntarily 
remunerated  by  Great  Britain.  It  is 
said  the  same  policy  will  be  used  at 
Corinto. 

(treat  care  will  be  taken  to  protect 
foreign  interests  and  should  the  latter 
suffer  indirectly  they  will  be  compen- 
sated for  loss. 

Later — Exact  official  in  format  ion  has 
been  received  as  to  Great  Britain's 
belligerent  steps  in  Nicaragua.  British 
ti'oops  are  to  he  landed  at  Corinto.  The 
customs  ln/uscs  are  to  be  occupied  by 
the  Briti.sh  forces  and  British  ofTlcers 
are  to  exercise  the  functions  of  collect- 
ors (tf  customs. 

At  the  same  time  Nicarag'.inn  local 
commerce  is  to  be  crippled  by  a  bhjck- 
ade.  The  limit  of  timf-  allowed  Nicara- 
gua expires  tomorrow  (Thursd.ay)  and 
tlie  blockade,  landing  of  troops  and 
si'izure  of  customs  houses  is  to  begin 
immediately  thereafter. 

There  is  good  rea.son  to  believe  thnt 
Nicaragua  is  not  likely  to  .yield  but  will 
allow  British  troop.s  to  occui>y  Corinto 
in  order  that  conspicuous  attention  may 
tie  drawn  to  wliat  is  regarded  by  Nii'a- 
r.'^ii'i  as  an  invasion  of  tlK;  Monroe 
doctrine. 

NICARAGUA'S  DEBT. 

How  Will  the  Demand  be  Satis- 
fied by  Her. 

Washington,  April  24. — In  the  best 
posted  diplomatic  circles  opinion  is  di- 
vided as  to  the  outcome  of  the  British- 

Nicaraguan  li-ouble.  The  British  view, 
as  stated  by  one  in  a  position  to  speak 
v.ith  authority.  Is  as  follows: 

■'tireat  Britain  wants  no  more  ter- 
ritory in  Nicaiagua,  and  has  given  as- 
surances to  that^effect.  Her  only  inter- 
est there  is  to  offer  protection  ♦o  Clar- 
ence, the  Mosciulto  chief,  and  as  his 
Indian  subjects  arc  well  nigh  extinct, 
the  policy  of  the  foreign  office  has  been 
to  withdraw  from  Nicaragua  as  soon 
as  was  expedient,  and  for  that  reason 
Consul  Hatch  would  have  been  re- 
called at  an  early  day.  If  the  Nlcara- 
!*uans  had  not  attempted  to  drive  him 
out. 

His  return  is  demanded  wholly  as 
reparation  for  the  indignity  find  as  a 
warning  that  such  semi-barbarous 
methods  will  not  be  tolerated.  As  to  the 
cash  indemnity  it  is  not  possible  that 
Nicaragua  cannot  raise  the  money.  If 
she  has  not  it  in  her  tieasury  she  can 
l)orrow  it  on  Ixuuls." 

Another  view  is  presented  by  a  Cen- 
tral American  diplomat  as  follows: 
••The  cash  indemnity  demanded  by 
Great  Britain  is  £1.^.000  sterling  or 
about  $75,000.  But  in  view,  of  Nicara- 
gua's depreciated  silver  eurjcncy,  the 
amount  is  actually  about  $215,000  In  her 
silver  coin.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  raise 
such  a  sum.  It  would  be  much  easier, 
therefore  for  Nicafagua  to  give  an 
island  or  small  piece  of  territory  if 
Great  Britain  would  accept  payment  in 
land.  There  Is  a  large  amount  of  sur- 
lilus  land  in  Nicaragua  which  could  be 
readily  t)artcd  with.  " 

Mexico  paid  Great  Britain  .a  demand 
in  just  this  way.  by  ceding  the  small 
territory  at  the  mouth  of  the  Yucutan. 
now  forming  the  British  settlement  of 
Belize.  It  was  no  loss  to  Mexi<'o  .and 
(Jreat  Britain  preferred  it  to  mou'-y. 
It  has  never  seemed  to  arouse  an  ex- 
pression of  the  Monroe  <h)ctrine  by  the 
I'nited  States. 

If  Nicaragua  offers  the  Islands  of 
Paguona  del  Malx,  or  Giande  del  Maiz. 
nieaniug  great  or  small  corn  islands, 
it  may  raise  a  direct  issue  between  the 
(Tnlli'd  States  and  <5rcat  Britain.  The 
Islands  are  onl.v  ninety  mili!«  northeast 
of  (Jreylown.  the  Atlantic  entrance  to 
the  proposed  Nicaragua  canal  and  th«y 
are  on  the  direct  line  of  the  vessels 
from  the  United  States  to  the  canal 
not  Yar  from  Roncador  reef,  where 
Kearsarge  sank.

Supreme  Court  Jurist  Going  to 
Washington. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Aiiril  24.— Associate 
Justice  Jackson,  of  the  United  States 
supreme  court,  is  at  his  home.  West 
Meade,  six  miles  from  the  city.  His 
health  has  steadily  improved  since  his 
return  from  Thomasville,  Ga.,  several 
weeks  ago.  During  good  weather  he 
rides  several  miles  on  horseback  daily 
and  does  not  appear  to  feel  fatigued 
from  this  exercise. 

Justice  Jackson  will  leave  for  Wash- 
ington about  .May  4  to  sit  with  the 
otlu-r  members  of  the  court  during  the 
hearing  of  the  income  tax  petitions. 
His  physician  informed  him  on  Sunday 
last  that  he  could  safely  make  the  trip 
to  Washington  and  added  that  he 
tiiought  it  might  be  beneficial  to  his 
health.  Justice  Jackson  then  ncjtified 
the  court  that  he  would  be  present 
wiien   needed. 

He  recognizes  it  as  his  duty  to  at- 
tend the  meeting  on  May  6  owing  to 
the  importance  of  the  income  tax  ques- 
tion and  the  fact  that  a  settlement  is 
desired   by  all  parties  interested. 

Aftei*  the  court  has  i-onsidered  the 
])etitions  Judge  Jackson  will  return 
here  and  remain  until  the  meeting  of 
the  court  in  October.  Of  course  Judge 
Jackson  exjiresses  no  opinion  <m  mat- 
ters which  will  cimie  before  him  as  a 
judge. 


SILVER  DIFFERENCES. 

Kentucky    Politicians     Differ 
About  a  Single  Standard. 

Louisville,  Ky..  April  24.— The  Even- 
ing Post  prints  an  interview  with  Hon. 
James  McCreary  today  in  which  he  de- 
clares himself  unalterably  opposed  to 
the  free  coinage  of  silver.  This  utter- 
ance was  •fought  out  by  SenatorBIack- 
burn's  stand  in  favor  of  free  silver. 
-Mr.  McCreary  has  prepared  a  long 
statement  of  his  position,  giving  a  re- 
sume of  his  action  and  votes  in  con- 
gress. 

He  says:  "I  favor  an  international 
agreement,  consi<-tent  with  sound  busi- 
ness methods,  but  to  throw  open  the 
mints  of  this  country  to  the  world  is 
simply   preposterous." 

This  statement  of  Mr.  McCreary  adds 
greatly  to  the  interest  in  the  sena- 
torial race  and  expressions  of  the  views 
of  Gov<rnor  .lohn  Young  Brown  and 
ex-Governor  Bolivar  Buckner  are  ex- 
I)ected  at  an  early  date.  Buckner  fa- 
vors gold  .and  is  a  bimetallist.  The  sen- 
atorial fight  will  be  for  and  against 
silver. 


Plainfield,  N.  J..  April  24.— The  First 
National  bank  was  roblied  of  $22,765 
Monday.  It  is  thought  the  theft  was 
committed  while  there  were  but  two 
clerks  in  the  Lank  when  a  stranger  en- 
tered and  engaged  them  in  conversation 
while  a  confederate  reached  the  vault 
through  the  directors'  room. 

The  robbery  was  discovered  when 
the  cashier,  Frank  S.  Kunyon.  was 
prepfiring  to  close  the  bank  for  the  day. 
The  money  was  in  two  packages.  One 
contained  $20,000  in  new  bills,  ranging 
in  value  from  $10  to  $1000.  The  other 
$2765  v.as  in  bills. 

All  of  the  bank  employes  were  im- 
mediately ciuestioned  and  it  is  foun(i 
that  at  the  n<K>n  hour  only  iv.o  clerks 
hail  been  at  their  )>osts.  At  the  front 
of  the  bank,  receiving  deposits,  was 
David  N.  Runyon.  His  window  is  at  the 
short  end  of  an  L  shaped  counter  and 
faces  the  main  sti-eet.  The  long  end 
fronts  (m  a  narrow  passageway,  turn- 
ing to  the  directors'  room  in  the  rear  of 
the  bank.  The  covmte!-  is  topped  with 
fixtures  of  scratched  glass. 

Adelbert  Vail,  a  cli^rk.  v.as  jilone  at 
the  wicket.  A  strang<*r  came  in  with 
a  big  sheet  of  paper  <tn  which  was  writ- 
ten a  list  of  notes.

EPSOM  RACES. 

Bay  Colt  Reminder  First  Under 
the  Wire. 

London,  April  24. — The  following  was

Valuable   Experiments  of  the 
Agricultural  Bureau. 

Washington,  April  24. — Professor  H. 
W.  Wiley,  the  chemist  of  the  agricul- 
tural department,  is  conducting  a  se- 
ries of  experiments  to  determine  the 
fertility  of  the  typical  soils  of  the 
United  States,  which  gives  promise  of 
the  most  far  reaching  economic  re- 
sults to  the  farmers  of  the  country. 

The  tdtimate  object  is  to  determine 
the  fertilizer  necessary  to  restore  the 
fertility  of  any  .soil  and  to  save  the 
farmers  the  thousands  annually  spent 
lor  fertfll.'^ers  which  do  not  meet  the 
necessities  of  the  soil  to  which  they  aro 
applied.  By  the  help  of  the  agricul- 
tural stations  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  the  typical  soils  of  the  various 
sections  are  being  collected  by  persons 
competent  to  judge  of  them. 

One  of  the  novel  features  of  the  pre- 
sent experiments  will  be  a  photograph- 
ic gallery  now  being  erected  on  tlie  ag- 
ricultural grounds.  The  pots  of  soil 
experimented  upon  will  be  on  tram- 
ways and  will  at  stated  intervals  be 
run  into  this  gallery,  and  photo- 
graphed so  that  the  growing  plants 
can  be  photographed  and  thus  furnish 
indisputable  evidence  of  their  produc- 
tive qualities  and.  by  comparison,  ot 
their  fertility  with  and  without  differ- 
ent classes  of  fertilizers. 

The  experiments  will  last  several 
years  but  practical  results  will  be  ob- 
tained at  once  and  will  prove  of  Im- 
mense benefit  to  farmers  throughout 
the  country.

The  suspicions  of  the 
wife  were  aroust-d.  and  as  one  as- 
sa.ssination  succeeded  another,  she 
notfil  with  heartbreakinic  dread  that 
a-  (i.f  periods  when  these  murders 
w  ■!■  -supiM.sed  to  have  been  com- 
mitted her  husband  was  invariably 
alistul    from  home. 

At  last  the  suspense  and  fear  of  the 
wiftched  life  became  unbearable,  and 
shr  went  to  a  few  of  her  husband  s 
medical  friends,  stated  the  case  and 
asked  their  advice  and  assistance. 
They  railed  the  Scotland  Yard  force 
to  assist  them,  and  by  adding  one  fact 
to  another,  the  chain  of.  evidencv' 
P-intinK  to  th<r  doctor  as  the  author 
..r    the   murders  l>*-came  complete. 

The  physicians  visited  the  murd-^rer 
and  told  him  they  wished  to  consult 
him  about  the  remarkable  case.  They 
stated  his  own  in  detail  and  asked 
him  what  should  be  done  under  the 
circumstances.  He  replied  that  while 
the  unmistakable  in.sanity  of  the  per- 
s..n  who  eouM  commit  these  crimes, 
would  save  him  from  the  halter,  he 
should  certainly  be  confined  in  a  luna- 
tic asylum. 

Then  they  told  him  that  he  himself 
was  the  man  who  had  done  these  fear- 
ful acts.  He  declared  the  impossibility 
of  the  accusation,  but  confessed  that 
nf  late  years  there  were  gaps  of 
twenty-four  hours  in  which  he  posi- 
tively had  no  recollecti'>n.  He  said  he 
had  awakened  in  his  rooms  as  if  from 
a  stupor  and  h^  found  blood  upon  his 
boots  and  stains  of  blood  upon  his 
hands.  He  had  also  scratches  upon  his 
face  and  his  amputatiuK  knives  had 
jfhown  siKns  of  use,  though  he  could 
not  r*-call  huvins  assisted  at  any  oper- 
ation. 

Th"  li  ntors  then  assured  him  there 
could  he  no  doubt  of  his  identity  with 
the  Whitechupel  assassinations.  Th.y 
made  an  exhaustive  search  of  the 
house,  led  by  the  accused,  found  ample 
proof.^  of  the  murder,  and  the  unhappy 
man  whose  mind  at  that  moment  was 
in  its  normally  clear  condition,  bepRed 
to  b*'  removed  from  the  w<»rld  as  a 
Kiiilty  and  danKerou.*^  monster. 

The  necesL^ary  papers  were  made  out 
and  the  irresponsible  murderer  was 
committ'd  to  an  insane  asylum.  In  a 
month  o.  s  >  ti-  lost  all  semblance  <jf 
sanity  and  i.s  now  the  most  lntracta>)le 
and  dangerous  ma<lmHn  confined  in  tl;  • 
institution.

THE  KANSAS  SENATORSHIP. 

Kx-?enator  lnj.al!s,  tif  Kansas,  who 
is  in  Duluth  totlay  on  a  lecturing  tour, 
iinnounced  a  few  days  ago  that  he  Is  a 
candidate  for  his  old  -seat  in  the  senate 
as  the  successor  vt  Mr.  Peffer,  who  was 
chosen  senator  as  the  result  of  the  land- 
slide in  favt>r  of  1  opulism  several  years 
a.iT".  It  has  been  expected  for  some 
time  past  that  Mr.  Ingalls  Wtutld  try 
to  securi"  a  re-el<  ction  to  his  (dd  posi- 
tion, and  hence  his  announcement  is 
not  a  surprise.  When  Sv^nator  Plumb 
di"d  Mr.  Ingalls  made  no  attempt  to 
i-ti'.rn  to  the  seriate,  and  again  when 
Senator  -Martin's  term  expired  he  made 
no  more,  although  his  name  was  prom- 
inently mentionec  and  he  received  sev- 
eral votes  In  th  •  legislature.  It  has 
evidently  been  M  •.  Ingalls"  ambition  to 
go  back  to  the  s«  nate  as  the  successor 
of  the  man  who  succeeded  him. 

For  .several  yej  rs.  since  Mr,  Ingalls" 
retirement  and  Mr.  Plunib"s  death. 
Kansas  has  been  poorly  reprt>sented  in 
the  senate.  Pelfer  and  Martin  have 
been  unable  to  maintain  the  proud 
position  which  K  insas  attained  in  the 
senate  with  sucli  able  men  as  Plumb 
and  Ingalls.  Martin  has  been  relegateil 
to  pri\  ;;t  •  life  an  1  Is  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Bakt  1-.  a  liepubU:an  of  ability,  and  it 
would  indeed  be  fitting  that  Mr.  In- 
galls should  be  selected  when  Senator 
PefTer"s  term  exp  res  to  again  take  his 
place  among  the  leaders  of  the  senate. 
Mr.  Ingalls  served  three  terms  In  the 
senate,  and  in  1S^7  was  honored  by  an 
election  as  presUient  pro  tem.  of  that 
body.  As  a  pretitding  ofHcer  he  was 
distinguished  by  his  fair  treatment  and 
by  the  soundness  of  his  decisions.  I5ut 
it  was  upon  the  fl  )or  of  the  senate  that 
his  special  abillih  s  were  prominent.  As 
a  ready,  incisive  debater  he  has  no  su- 
r.iiii.  anvl  his  biting  sarcasm  cuts  like 
a  Iveeii-edged  swc*  -d. 

Whether  he  will  regain  the  seat  in  the 
senate  is  a  question  that  Kansas  only 
can  answer.  It  Is  noticeable  that  in 
annoiinring  his  c  tndidacy  Jlr.  Ingalls 
madf  ih  •  i  eraark  that  the  members  of 
the  legislature  should  be  instructed  by 
their  constituents  as  to  their  choice  for 
ti.i'  jdac'.  Of  course  this  has  caused 
a  howl  of  dissent  from  the  politicians. 
They  have  not  been  friendly  to  Mr.  In- 
galls, and  they  probably  realize  that  he 
is  much  stronger  with  the  peoi)le  than 
they  arc.  It  matters  not  whether  Mr. 
Ingalls  is  interes.ed  in  the  people  in- 
structing their  1«  gislators.  That  fact 
does  net  destroy  the  soundness  of  the 
suggestion.  The  people  are  entitled  to 
choose  their  senator.  As  senators  are 
not  elected  by  dii  ect  popular  vote,  the 
only  way  in  whicli  the  people  can  take 
direct  participation  in  the  election  is 
to  instruct  the  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture previous  to  tbeir  election  to  office. 

This  is  a  porfe  nly  fair  method  and 
does  not  debar  any  man  from  becoming 
a  candidate.  It  Im  pretty  certain,  how- 
ever, to  kill  the  «  hances  of  many  who 
might  be  candidates  were  the  choice 
left  entirely  to  ihe  legislature.  Mr. 
Ingalls  has  Indicated  his  desire  to  meet 
all  candidates  before  the  people,  to  sub- 
mit the  matter  to  them  for  decision  and 
to  abide  by  the  remit.  It  remains  to  bo 
sen  whether  the  politicians  who  oppose 
him  have  the  courage  to  accept  his 
challenge. 


AN    EXCELLENT  MEASURE. 

In  the  lociil  c  lumns  will  be  found 
a  digest  of  the  piovisions  of  an  impor- 
tant bill  parsed  bj-  the  legislature,  by 
v.liich  the  commc  n  council  may  extend 
the  time  for  thf  payment  of  a.ssess- 
ments  for  local  Improvements  for  a 
period  of  not  exci  cding  five  years  from 
the  date  they  become  due.  The  interest 
and  costs  up  to  the  time  of  extension 
must  be  paid  and  only  the  principal 
sum  can  be  extended,  but  this  will  af- 
ford relief  to  n  any  people  who  are 
staggering  iinrler  tlie  load  of  heavy  as- 
sessments. 

The  credit  for  tlie  passage  of  this  law. 
which  will  relievr'  many  property  own- 
ers in  Duluth  imt  1  the  period  of  depres- 
sion has  fully  disappeared,  is  largely 
due  ti'  Col.  C.  P.  Graves,  who  origin- 
ated the  bill.  It  i  i  a  great  improvement 
upon  the  idea  advanced  by  Mr.  Mer- 
chant of  grantli  g  a  remi.ssion  or  re- 
duction of  penalties  on  overdue  taxes, 
because  while  It  afford.s  relief  to  many 
people  neither  he  city,  county  nor 
state  lose  a  cent. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  written  ap- 
[dications  by  tho  ie  desiring  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  liw  must  be  filed  with 
the  city  comptroller  within  six  months 
after  the  passaj.:e  of  the  law.  Afier 
that  time  every  one  who  has  failed  to 
make  application  will  be  debarred  from 
the  law"s  benef^t^ .

The  method  of 
procedure  will  be  to  gi-t  an  injunction 
restraining  the  secretary  of  state  from 
placing  the  »iuestlon  of  the  constitution- 
al amendment  on  the  ticket  at  tin-  next 
general  tdection.

One  of  the  bills  passed  by  the  pre- 
sent legislature  which  Is  td"  most  im- 
portance to  the  citizens  of  Duluth  is 
the  act  to  authorize  an  extension  of 
time  of  payment  of  assessments  for 
local  improvements,  and  of  the  install- 
ments of  such  assessments  heretofore 
divided.  The  substance  of  the  bill  is 
that  where  as.sessmenls  have  been 
made  for  street  lmj)rovoments.  and 
thote  assessments  or  the  Installments. 
Into  which  on  the  Ontario  plan  they 
were  divided,  have  become  due  and  not 
been  paid,  the  common  council  of  th." 
city,  on  written  appdication  of. the  own- 
er, may  extend  the  time  for  payment 
of  the  a.ssessment  or  installment  for 
not  exceeding  rive  years  frimi  the  date 
it  became  due.  The  owner  must  pay 
the  intereslf  and  ct»sts  up  to  the  time  of 
extension,  and  can  only  have  the  prin- 
cipal sum  extended,  but  that  will  be  a 
great  relief  in  many  cases. 

The  written  ajiplicatlon  will  have  to 
he  nicule  to  the  elty  comptroller.  If  the 
assessment  or  installment  Is  still  in  his 
h.mds.  the  interest  will  be  payable  to 
city  treasurer  and  all  the  business

it  will  fie  necessary,  when  the  exten- 
sion is  granted,  for  the  owner  to  get  a 
ceriilictite  from  the  comptroller,  take 
it  up  to  ihe  county  auditor  tind.  paying 
:ill  other  taxes  togeth«'r  with  the"  in- 
terest, secure  the  extension  of  time  for 
paying  the  principal  sum  of  his  as- 
sessments, and  at  7  per  cent  interest 
instead  of  \2. 

Section  1  of  the  bill  provides:  In  any 
city  of  this  state  where  assessments 
have  heretofore  been  levied  for  local 
imjifovements  on  real  property  front- 
ing upon  or  benefited  by  such  ■improve- 
ments and  such  assessments,  or  any  of 
them,  or  any  installments  into  which 
such  assessments  may  have  been  di- 
vided s<i  as  to  becomi'  due  and  payai)le 
in  successive  years,  have  not  been  paid 
when  due  and  payable  whether  ai>pli- 
cation  for  judgment  has  been  made  or 
judgment  thereon  rendered  or  not.  the 
common  council  of  said  city  upon  the 
application  in  writing  of  any  owner  or 
owners  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
against  which  any  such  assessment  has 
been  made  by  resolution  extend  the 
time  for  the  payment  of  such  assess- 
ments or  Installments  as  to  .said  lot  or 
parcel  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  five 
years. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  common 
council  of  such  city  sh.ill  not  have  the 
right  to  so  extend  the  time  for  the  pa\  - 
ment  of  any  assessment  or  Installment 
on  which  judgment  has  been  rendered 
and  a  sale  of  the  property  thereunder 
had,  at  which  sale  said  jiroperty  has 
been  bid  in  by  any  person  or  cfirpora- 
tion  other  than  such  city  or  the  state, 
or  where  said  property  has  been  bid  in 
at  such  sale  by  such  city  or  the  state 
and  ijfterwards  assigned  to  any  person 
or  corporation. 

Pixvided,  further,  that  no  such  ex- 
tension of  any  assessment  or  Install- 
ment of  an  assessment  on.  any  lot  or 
I>arcel  of  land  shall  be  granted  except 
upon  condition  that  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  such  hit  or  fiarcel  shall  pa.v  into 
the  city  or  county  treasury  all  Interest 
and  costs  thereon  up  to  the  time  from 
which  such  extension  is  to  take  effect; 
and  ufion  the  further  condition  that  if 
the  judgment  has  been  entered  on  said 
assessment  or  installment,  and  in  said 
judgm'-nt  is  included  also  judgment 
for  state,  county  or  other  taxes  or  as- 
sessments, the  f)wner  or  owners  of  suefi 
lot  or  parcel  shall  pay  so  much  of  .^aid 
judgment  as  was  entered  Cor  such 
slate,  cfiunty  or  other  taxes  or  assess- 
ments, together  with  all  interest,  pen- 
alties and  costs  upon  the  whole, of  said 
judgment. 

The  succeeding  sections  provide  the 
manner  of  carrying  out  the  extension 
of  payments.  The  fidlowing  se  lions 
are  of  special  interest; 

Section  10.  In  all  cases  when  pro- 
ceedings are  now  pending  in  an>'  court 
upon  an  application  for  Judgment  fir 
any  assessment,  of  for  any  installment 
of  any  assessment,  such  assessment,  or 
if  the  same  is  divided  into  installments, 
'■ach  and  every  of  said  installtoents. 
whether  now  due  or  hereafter  to  fje- 
come  due,  may  1h>  extended  at  one  lime 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided, 
for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  date 
when  .said  as.sessment  is  so  extended 
and  divided,  or  when  said  installments 
became  due  fir  hereafter  may  become 
due,  and  such  extension  shall  operate 
as  a  dismissal  fif  said  prticee'llngs.  As 
Soon  as  such  extension  is  made,  .said' 
comptroller  or  clerk,  as  the  i-ase  may 
fw.  shall  forthwith  certify  the  fa'  t  of 
such  extension  to  the  cderk  of  the  court 
in  which  such  proceeilings  are  pending, 
and  thereupon  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Judge  of  such  cojirt  to  forthwith 
enter  an  order  dismi.ssing  saiil  proceed- 
ings. 

Section  11.  No  such  extension  of  the 
time  of  payment  of  any  assessment  or 
Installment  which  has  heretofore  f>e- 
come  due  and  jiayable  shall  be  granted 
unless  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot 
or  parcel  of  lancl  as  to  which  said  ex- 
tension is  desired  shall  make  atipliia- 
tion  herefor  as  herein  provided  witliin 
six  months  after  the  pas.sage  of  this  act.

herein  provided  within  sixty  days  after 
said  installment  shall  so  become  due 
and  payable.

This  unexf)eeteil  t-xplanatlon  of  the 
enurfs  Old*,  r  shows  that  what  it  intend- 
ed to  state  in  Its  ambiguous  announct- 
ment  was  that  it  had  Kranted  the  peti- 
tion for  a  le-heariuK.  and,  if  the  bench 
was  full  on  the  datt>  named,  would  re- 
iiptii  t)u-  cases  on  May  ♦>.  This  ordtr  of 
the  eniirt.  it  is  stated,  was  drawn  hasti- 
ly, anil  it  was  not  noticed  at  the  time 
tliiit  it  was  ami»iKUous,  and  appaient- 
ly  Justified  the  c(.nclusion  that  the 
<ourt  had  decided  simply  to  hear  arjru- 
ments  on  the  question  of  granting  a 
re-ht'arinsr. 

.\ttorney  flt'neral  Olney  and  others 
understood  the  ct)urfs  order  in  the 
same  manner  as  did  the  public.  The 
attorney  general,  however.  was  at 
some  loss  to  understand  Just  the  ex- 
t»'nt  to  which  the  court  desired  him  to 
K<'  in  his  artrument. 

In  re-Mj)enlnfj:  the  cases,  the  court,  it

St.  Paul.  April  :i.">.  — 'I'he  contract  for 
building  the  first  :i.*>0  miles  of  what  is 
known  as  the  Hudson's  Hay  lailroail 
was  signed  in  Toronto  on  Saturday. 

Tile  pai'ties  to  the  contract  are  tlie 
Winnipeg  ik  <ireat  Northern  railway 
i-ompany.  of  whi«h  Hugh  Sutherland  is 
r»resident  and  Ui>n;ild  < Irani,  of  Fari- 
lianlt.  vice  president,  and  with  which 
Foley  Hros.  Air  (tuthtie.  of  St.  I'aul.  are 
connecte<l.  I'lnlef  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract the  first  VZit  miles  at,  least  mn.-^t  l)e 
completefl  this  year,  and  the  entire  S-'iO 
miles  must  l)e  ready  for  trallic  before 
Jan.  1.  IS'.t".  The  contractors  furnish 
all  laboi"  and  materials,  including  the 
«onstruction  of  bridges,  and  the  total 
cost  of  the  work  will  exceed  $:5.(MMt.(M)(». 

The  n)Ute  of  the  section  of  the  road 
now  under  contrHct  extends  no!-thwest 
from  Winnipeg,  crossing  the  islands  in 
Ihi-  narrows  of  Lake  Manitoija  to  the 
Saskatchewan  river.  It  will  traverse  a 
rich  agricultural  and  timl)er  country 
and  o|>en  up  for  settlement  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  acres  of  land  in  the

I'Ulsburg,  April  L'."..— It  is  Kcnerally 
bi  lieved  here  that  the  operators  will 
combine  to  fight  the  miners  of  the 
Wheeling  division  of  the  Daitimoie  \. 
•  •hio  load.  Non-union  men  have  been 
brought  in  to  take  the  plaies  of  tiie 
strikers.  This  Is  expensive  and  the 
operators  will  heli>  bear  the  expense, 
iielicving  that  if  the  mines  along  that 
division  are  once  put  in  operation  at 
the  reduced  rate  the  backbone  of  the 
strike  will  be  broken. 

.\n  operator  admitted  today  that  this 
Wits  the  plan  decided  upon.  Henry 
Floershim's  miners  are  getting  out 
some  coal,  and  more  men  are  to  be 
l>rought  In  soon.  W.  J.  Stein's  miners 
in  the  Toms  Run  district  quit  work 
and  joined   the  .strikers  today. 

The  report  is  also  current  here  that 
the  benefits  paid  regularly  to  the  strik- 
ers do  not  come  whojly  from  the  min- 
ers employed.  In  fact  the  Ohio  opera- 
tors are  credited  with  liberal  ci»ntri- 
butitms  to  keep  the  strike  going  on. 
It  is  said  that  one  contriliution  of  J.^ooo 
was  received  from  Ohio  men  whose 
best  interests  He  in  the  continuation 
of  thi'  strike,  giving  them  a  good  mar- 
ket and  good  prices  for  their  product.

A  GREAT  RAILROAD. 

Mexican  Line  1000  Miles  Long 
to  be  Built. 

San  Antonio,  Tex..  April  iT).— W.  S. 
Calhoun,  of  Chicago,  president  of  the 
Mexico  City,  Tampico  &  Ri<i  Grande 
railway;  R.  H.  McCracken,  the  conces- 
sionaire; J.  P.  Nelson,  the  contractor 
and  Him.  H.  Figuer,  the  general  attor- 
ney of  the  road,  have  started  on  an 
overland  trip  over  the  route  of  the  pro- 
posed line  between  Nuevw  L.«»rCTlo  and 
Tampico,  via  Matamoras. 

The  stockholders  have  deposited  the 
necessaiy  capital  to  Jpsure  the  building 
of  the  road  and  a  large  amount  of  ma- 
terial has  already  been  purchased.  The 
active  work  of  construction  will  begin 
within  thirty  days. 

The  Mexican  government  looks  upon 
the  l)ullding  of  this  road  as  one  of  the 
mo.»-t  important  Industrial  enterprises 
ever  undertaken  in  that  country.  It 
will  serve  as  a  military  jdcket  line  for 
a  distance  of  about  l(MX)  miles  along 
the  Rio  (;rande  border,  and  will  be  of 
great  benefit  in  keei)ing  down  the  re- 
volutionary spirit.

The  traek  of  the  Inter- 
tional  &  (Jreat  Northern  railroad  was 
l>Iockaded  with  iiailstones  and  they  had 
to  be  removed  before  trains  could  !»ro- 
ceed.  The  cotton  an'l  corn  crops  in  the 
path  of  the  storm  were  completely  de- 
stroye<l.  It  is  estimated  that  $200.(nK) 
will  hardly  cover  the  amount  of  damage 
done.

New  York,  April  25. — Senor  Dupuy 
de  Lome,  the  new  Spanish  minister  to 
the  United  States,  was  interviewed  by 
an  Associated  Press  reporter  today  on 
board  the  revenue  cutter  which  brought 
him  up  fi"om  quarantine.  Senor  de 
Lome  spoke  of  the  lack  of  interest  in 
the  Cuban  insurrection  which  he  ob- 
served during  his  stay  in  Havana, 
which  place  he  visited  en  n»ute  hither, 
and  al.so  of  the  exaggerated  repoits 
sent  out  from  the  island  concerning  the 
progress  of  the  insurrection,  and  he 
expressed  his  convictions  of  the  speedy 
Hiding  of  the  revolt. 

"The  arrival  of  Gen.  Martinez  Cam- 
jios  in  Cuba."  the  Spanish  minister 
said,  "brought  a  feeling  of  security  to 
the  people,  and  an  assurance  that  the 
insuriectionlsts  will  l)e  speedily  sup- 
pressed. It  is  needless  for  me  to  deny 
th('  statements  that  have  been  made  so 
often  in  the  greatly  exaggerated  stories 
sent  out  by  newspajier  corresjiondents. 
The  correspondents  have  made  me  .say 
an<l  do  all  manner  of  things  from  the 
time  of  my  arrival  at  Cuba  which  1  am 
not  aware  of  doing. 

"My  mission  to  America  is  to  talk 
politics  to  the  authorities  at  Washing- 
ton. As  for  the  matter  of  the  firing 
upon  the  steamer  Allianca.  I  have 
nothing  to  say.  it  is  a  matter  which 
seems  to  have  been  already  satisfac- 
torily settled.  I  must  .say,  however, 
that  I  think  it  would  have  been  wiser 
for  the  captain  of  the  Allianca  to  have 
stopped  when  requested  and  then 
sought  for  indemnity   afterwards. 

"Concerning  (Sen.  Campos  and  his 
proposed  plans.  I  think  it  is  worthy  of 
note,  as  a  characteristic  of  the  excel- 
lent soldier  and  tactician  that  he  is. 
how  little  he  has  said  since  his  arrival 
In  Cuba.  The  general  is  a  most  loyal 
and  patriotic  man,  who  has  nothing  t<j 
gain  by  the  present  campaign.  It  is 
his  policy  to  be  as  lenient  as  po.ssible 
with  the  insurrectionists,  except  in  the 
ca.se  of  the  leaders,  who  will  be  most 
severely  dealt  with. 

"The  government  proposes  to  send  to 
Cuba  24,000  men  in  all.  before  May  1. 
With  this  force  there  can  be  no  doubt 
as  to  the  fate  of  the  insurrectionists. 
Gen.  Campos  has  with  him  two  of  his 
sons.  Miguel,  the  mrf>-quis  of  Razdan, 
who  holds  the  rank  of  flist  lieutenant, 
and  Josef,  who  is  a  second  lieutenant. 
The  f<»rmer  Is  a  young  man  who  has 
given  up  a  life  of  leisure  to  endure  the 
hardships  of  a  Cuban  campaign  in  the 
hot  season. 

"Statements  have  been  made  that  the 
money  Gen.  Campos  brought  with  him 
was  for  the  purpose  of  l>uying  off  the 
li-adei-s  of  thi-  revolution.  It  is  well 
known  that  this  policy  was  pursued 
during  the  last  insurrection  in  Cuba, 
but  the  government  has  no  intention  of 
repeating  the  mistak';  in  the  present 
instance.  The  revolution  is 
stamped  out  by  force  fif  arms.'

The  fate  of  the  university  Is  closely 
bound  up  with  the  Stanford  estate. 
The  estate  has  valuable  property  and 
not  much  ready  cash  and  that  is  just 
what  the  university  regularly  calls  for 
everv  month.

Fully  fifte  -n  sugar  importers  are  ac- 
cused of  pla-ing  too  low  a  valuation  on' 
their  Impor  atlons.  and  their  ca.ses 
have  been  and  still  are  under  Investiga- 
tion by  Coll  >ctor  Wl.se.  The  Importers 
have  been  permitted  In  some  Instances 
to  wlthdrav  their  shipments  but  not 
until  after  tiey  were  notified  that  they 
may  be  call*  d  upon  to  pay  an  Increased 
amount  of  luty  and  perhaps  a  heavy 
penalty. 

When  Collector  Wise  was  asked  about 
tht>  .sugar  li iportations  he  said:  "It  Is 
true  that  we  have  a  large  number  of 
cases  held  Up  for  Investigation  and  are 
now  awaiting  proofs  of  valuation 
whioh  the  parties  Interestod  have 
pnjmlsed  ti  obtain  from  Hong  Kong.

eighth  the  enemy  tried  to  set  fire  to 
tlie  water  tt>wer.  and  on  the  fourteenth, 
the  besiegers  attacked  the  east  side 
fort  but  were  repulsed. 

The  tribesmen,  on  April  1'.,  occupied 
a  summer  house  about  fifty  yards  from 
the  tower.  On  the  sixth  day  they  ad- 
vanced a  singar  or  stone  breastwork 
to  within  forty  yards  of  the  main  gate 
of  the  fort.  On  April  7  the  enemy  at- 
tacked and  fired  the  tower. 

V/hile  the  garrison  was  fighting  the 
flame.^.  Dr.  Ilobertson  was  wounded 
and  several  of  the  British  force  were 
killed  or  wounded.  The  enemy  on  April 
8  attempted  to  set  fire  to  the  citadel 
and  on  the  eleventh  the  fort  was  at- 
tacked on  all  sides. 

The  garrison  made  a  sortie  on  April 
17.  recaptured  the  summer  house  and 
h\eiv  up  the  enemy's  mine.  The  Brit- 
ish loss  In  the  sortie  was  eight  killed 
and  thirteen  wounded.  The  enemy 
lost  sixty  killed,  of  whom  thirty-five 
were  hayonetted  by  the  troops  engaged 
In  the  sortie.  On  April  19.  the  siege 
was  raised. 

The  British  soldiers  suffered  terribly 
from  bad  food  and  from  the  exhaus- 
tion of  the  medical  stores.  The  heavy 
loss  of  life  suffered  by  the  besieged 
was  due  to  the  splendid  marksmanship 
of  the  trlb.^smen  who  picked  off  the 
British  soldiers  from  behind  slngars 
which  wert  built  on  all  sides.

petitors.

NAVAL  DESERTERS. 

Number    of   Oiympia    Sailors 
Take  French  Leave. 

San  Diego,  Cal.,  April  25.— Sailors 
from  the  oiympia  which  are  ashore 
here  report  that  over  sixty  men  have 
deserted  the  cruiser  on  thfs  trip,  al- 
though there  have  been  no  wholesale 
desertions  here  owing  to  her  being  too 
far  off  shore. 

Thev  assert  that  If  she  was  brought 
Into  the  harbor  they  would  leave  her 
like  rats  at  the  first  opportunity.  The 
complaints  are  unusually  severe.  In 
fact  cruelty  and  Insufficient  rations  are 
loud  and  deep. 

None  of  the  oflicers  will  talk,  but 
from  the  unanimous  growling  among 
the  men  it  is  believed  that  there  is 
something  ra<lically  wrong  on  board 
and  that  it  demands  an  investigation 
by  the  naval  department.

cli.-nt.  to  state  the  other  side  of  the 
ca.sH.  and  explain  the  motive  that  in- 
cited the  whimpering  wall  in  The  Her- 
ald. 

The  claim  that  all  attorneys  hav- 
made  the  same  glaring  mistake  in  fore- 
closing that  was  ^  made  in  the  fore- 
rl..--ure  attacked,  is  unfounded  and  in- 
-ivable.  The  .statute  plainly  and 
i  .lively  states  that  the  attorney 
shall  file  an  affidavit  within  ten  days 
after  the  sale  to  show  that  the  costs 
and  disbursements  charged  wifre  ac- 
tually, absolutely,  and  unconditionally 
paid  or  Incurred,  and  Chief  Justice 
ritart  has  characterized  this  as  a  wl.se 
provision.  An  att-irney  who  has  seen 
fit  to  jreat  such  a  reaaonable  requlr*- 
m«'nt  with  reckless  disregard  or  careless 
Indifference  is  Inexcusable.  Whose 
fault  is  it?  Statutes  are  not  merely 
for  ornament.  We  venture  to  state 
that  not  more  than  three  or  four  at- 
torneys in  this  city  have  made  such  a 
gr<j6S  misiak«.  We  have  foreclosed 
several  m<jrtgages  ourselves,  but  never 
thought  of  disobeying  the  law  that 
would  give  us  a  righf  to  costs,  and 
thf-re  are  any  number  of  other  attor- 
neys here  who  state  that  they  were 
equally  careful. 

It  is  unnece.ssar>-  to  say  that  In  the 
majority  of  foreclosures  the  costs  are 
largely  fictitious,  and  the  mortgagor 
who  redeems  must  pay  these  unreason- 
able and  excessive  charges.  We  dar»^ 
to  assert  the  rights  of  on"  of  our  citi- 
zens, a  p<*or  mortgagor,  and  for  stand- 
ing by  him  and  demanding  his  legal 
right  we  have  no  ap»dogy  to  make.  If 
the  patient  and  long  .suffering  citizens 
of  Duluth.  whose  pmperty  !.«  so  rapidly 
and  greedily  being  absorbed  by  the  re- 
l»-ntle»s  capitalist,  were  but  to  hint  of 
their  oppression  in  their  rlghtefJUB  in- 
dignation, they  would  be  far  more 
likely  t-.  meet  with  a  hearty  supfx.rt 
and  kind  consideration  than  would  the 
wail  of  the  Shylocks  and  their  hench- 
men. We  did  not  ask  for  svmpathv. 
but  simply  for  our  legal  rights,  abbre- 
viated though  they  are. 

We  fail  to  set-  wherein  it  is  any  mord 
improper  to  attack  the  legality  of  tax- 
ation of  costs,  real  or  fictitious,  than 
it  Is  to  assail  the  validity  of  a  fore- 
closure, an  execution  sale,  a  judgment. 
a  condemnation  proceeding,  a  tax.  or 
a  city  assessment.  It  is  as  just  .ind 
righteous  and  as  worthy  of  legal  sup- 
jxirt  as  is  the  defen.se  of  the  statute  of 
frauds,  the  statute  of  limltali^>ns.  us- 
ury, or  any  other  recognized  legal  de- 
fense. 

We  extend  our  Kympathy  to  any  »-r- 
ring  attorney  who  fears  he  will  thus 
lost'  all  his  business,  but  our  b>yalty 
to  our  clients  cause  forbids  a  discon- 
tinuance of  the  case,  no  matter  what 
pressure  is  brought  to  bear  upon  us.

The  Hritisii  con'cption  of  Kn.ijland's 
■  elation  to  the  rest  of  the  globe  and  the 
nature  of  its  bivad  empire  is  dis- 
closed in  a  recent  article  upon  a  pro- 
posal that  Englani'  shall  retire  from  the 
.Mediterranean,  g  ving  'Malta  to  the 
pope  and  yielding  other  possessions  to 
Fiance.  According  to  the  Times.  Eng- 
land's chief  Inter. -sts  are  commercial. 
Trade  by  land  and  sea  Is  the  source  of 
its  wealth,  and  lor  this  reason  It  is 
anxious  to  be  at  |>eace  with  all  coun- 
tries, preferring  liplomacy  and  arbi- 
tration to  war  as  means  of  composing 
international  differences.  P(»sse9Slon  i>f 
an  empire  of  enornous  extent,  embrac- 
ing colonies  and  i  ependencies  in  every 
sea.  with  vast  n  sources  of  men  and 
ships,  has  not  converted  it  Into  a  belli- 
cose disturber  oi  the  world's  quiet. 
England's  power,  iccording  to  the  Brit- 
ish view,  is  a  conservative,  harmoniz- 
ing influence  that  tends  to  the  promo- 
tion of  every  civilizing  force. 

Nevertheless.  Si  >-s  the  Times.  Eng- 
land must  claim  o  be  mistress  of  the 
seas— nt»t  only  the  seas  about  the 
T'nlted  Kingdom,  but  every  sea  upon 
the  globe.  •Dur  empire."  it  says,  'is 
washed  by  every  sea  of  the  earth,  and 
based  on  a  maratime  commerce,  which 
is  really  the  clrcv  latory  system  of  tlu 
whole  civilized  w  )rld."  Supremacy  at 
sea  Is  the  condition  upon  which  the 
British  empire  continues  to  exist.  Wert 
that  once  broken  mH  would  be  lost.  "Our 
tlag  floats  In  the  Mediterranean."  says 
the  Thunderer,  "is  the  symbol  of  our 
resolve  to  make  t  supreme  there  and 
tdsewhere  over  e  .-ery  foe  that  assailt^ 
us,  if  we  are  not  strong  enough  to  makt 
good  that  resolvi  our  empire  is  at  an 
end."  To  retire  from  the  Mediterra- 
nean Is  accordiufdy.  it  Is  argued,  ab- 
surd, unless  it  is  J  roposed  to  retire  from 
every  other  sea.  And  the  Times  quotef 
with  approval  a  sentiment  of  Ladj 
Stanley,  of  Alderly.  who  says.  "I  am 
not  in  favor  clearing  out  of  anywhere 
or  giving  up  anything."  and  an  utter- 
ance of  Sir  Georjee  Clarke  to  the  effect 
that  "naval  wars  are  decided  by  Hght- 
ing  fleets;  naval  strategy  consists  In 
bringing  superioi  force  to  bear  at  de- 
cisive points,  and  such  points  are  th( 
positions.  wheiv\  *r  they  may  be,  of  an 
enemy's  fighting  forces." 

The  settled  British  policy  in  time  of 
war  Is  to  blockade  every  port  with 
fleets  superior  to  tho.'ie  of  the  enemy 
and  prevent  his  egress,  or  destroy  him 
if  he  emerges.  Cruisers  will  thus.  It  it 
thought,  be  unaMe  to  go  forth  to  prey 
upon  British  com  ifierce.  or  if  any  are  at 
large  they  will  b»  chased  by  the  numer 
ous  stronger  cru  sers  told  off  for  sucl 
service.  Fortresses,  according  to  tht 
Times,  are  not  vanted  If  the  navy  b« 
strong  enough,  a  id  the  policy  of  bul'.d 
ing  fortresses  is  i  Idlculed  by  Sir  Georgt 
Clarke.  'The  proper  application  ot 
Increased  expenditure."  he  s<iys  "is  to 
the  navy,  and  not  ti>  the  flittering 
away  of  our  strength  by  increasing 
an  already  larg ;  number  of  fortitteo 
ports,  ' 

The  British  navy  now  numbers  about 
4:;o  warships.  n>  well  as  TM  torped( 
boats.  There  aro  now  forty-three  bat- 
tle-ships with  wTIch  to  enter  a  decisive 
combat,  wiht  ot  tiers  approaching  com- 
pletion. There  J  re  besides  some  eigh- 
teen armored  cos  st-defense  vessels  and 
twenty  armored  cruisers,  capable  of 
taking  hard  kno  ;ks.  Of  cruisers  there 
are  some  l-'O  "protected"  and  unpro- 
tected, besides  gun  vessels,  torj'edo  ves- 
sels and  others  (t  various  classes.  The 
navy  is  held  to  le  as  powerful  in  ships 
as  those  of  Frunce  and  Russia  com- 
bined, and  in  otl  er  respects  greatly  su- 
perior. The  maintenance  of  this  navy 
costs  an  enormo  IS  sum  annually.  Thus 
it  is  seen  that  the  possession  of  a  vast 
empire  scattered  all  over  the  world 
while  it  may  ha\e  advantages,  is  decid- 
edly expensive.

This   will    glv  •    l>uluth    several    thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
corps,  and  It  will  not  be  necessary   to 
pay  out  any  m(  re  money  fri)m  the  city 
treasury  f'>r  its  support  after  this  year, 
because   the  levy  will   be   made   by   th- 
insurance  comnilssl<mer  on  Jan.  1  next. 
The      insuranc       companies      are      the 
gntttest  gainen   from  such  an  organiza- 
tion,   and    thej     can    hardly    object    to 
maintaining  th  •  cori>s  by  the  payment 
of  the  small  tiix.     No   time  should    Ix- 
lost  in  taking  tidvantage  of  the  law.

CLASSIFIED  SERVICE. 

To  be  Extended  to  Include  All 
Engineers. 

Washington.  April  2r..— An  effort  Is 
being  made  by  the  civil  service  commis- 
sion to  extend  the  protection  of  the 
classified  service  over  the  steam  and 
electrical  engineers  employed  In  the  de- 
partments. The  civil  service  law  i>ro- 
vides  that  laborers  and  workmen  shall 
not  be  included  into  a  classified  ser- 
vice, but  explains  that  this  is  not  to  be 
taken  to  refer  to  skilled  laborers  or 
workmen. 

Although  all  classes  of  mechanics. 
Including  carpenters,  engineers  and  the 
like,  may  thus  be  included  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  law,  a  <listinction  has  always 
been  maile  between  the  appointmeiils 
to  da.s.ses  of  workmen  whose  neglect 
of  duty  might  cause  danger  or  death 
and  those  in  whom  no  such  responsi- 
bility can  fall. 

Carpenters  an<l  model  repairers  ar.' 
subject  to  competitive  examinali«uis. 
while  engineers,  though  required  to 
prove  their  ability  or  skill,  are  not  sub- 
ject to  It.  Their  personal  habits  and 
general  reliability  have  been  constdereil 
to  be  the  first  question,  and  their  r<da- 
tivo  skill  the  second.  The  civil  service 
commission  thinks  it  is  quite  eompetent 
to  insist  on  the  primary  (|ualifications, 
and  at  the  u^janimous  n-quest  of  the  en- 
gineers themselves  has  asked  the  i>resi- 
dent  to  extend  the  competitive  system 
to  them.

To  this 
he  always  replied  that  he  was  one  of 
the  few  public  men  who  have  never 
been  done  an  injustice  in  the  carica- 
tures oi  themselves  which  have  ap- 
peared in  these  papers.  Mr.  Ingalls  is 
of  medium  height  and  very  slender  anif 
this  he  accentuates  by  wearing  a  tight- 
ly buttoned  Prince  Albert  coat.  His 
hair  is  (luiie  gray  and  his  face  thin  and 
sharp  looking.  In  his  speech  he  is 
t  Nar.  •lecided  and  deliberate,  never 
wanting  for  a  word  and  the  right  one.

fERSOXAL  LIBERTY. 
In  considering  the  problems  which 
confront  us  we  must  think  of  the  ani- 
mating i  npulse  of  the  race.  Rome  was 
for  conquest.  (Ireece  for  art,  France 
for  milil  »ry  glor>-.  What  is  the  cor- 
responding impulse  of  the  Anglo  Sax- 
ons? It  is  f..r  personal  liberty.  It  is 
the  same  today  as  always.  The  Anglo 
Saxon  is  for  personal  liberty  for  him- 
self.

Not  only  has  there 
been  greiit  material  result  t)ut  great  in- 
tellectual advancement  as  well. 

"Up  to  this  time  an  equivalent  for 
ever>-  problem  has  been  found."  said 
the  speaker.  "Now  on  the  threshold 
of  the  second  generation  we  have  fouml 
a  new  seiies  of  problems  and  1  cannot 
disguise  ny  eyes  to  the  fact  that  we 
are  in  th  •  midst  of  a  great  industrial. 
S(x;ial  ard  political  rev.)lution,  stu- 
pendous in  its  results.  There  is  a  pro- 
found be  ief  that  there  is  an  unequal 
distribution  of  wealth,  that  wealth  d.)es 
not  bear  its  fair  proportion  of  the  taxes. 
These  ar.  questions  which  everv  man 
must  study  and  decide  at  the"  ballot 
box.  We  see  men  who  have  the  ability 
and  the  Oesire  to  work  with  their  op- 
portunities and  their  wages  subject  to 
rise  or  full  at  the  will  of  others.  The 
workman  so  situated  has  not  freed. >m.

The  govern- 
ment of  the  community  Is  bad  only  be- 
cause, paradoxical  as  it  may  seem,  the 
good  people  have  allowed  it  to  become 
bad.  All  honor  to  Parkhurst  and  his 
I>eople  for  their  work,  but  if  they  had 
always  {^rformed  their  duty  at  the 
ballot  box  as  faithfully  as  they  did 
la.st  November  there  would  have  been 
no  cause  for  this  reform.  So  it  is  with 
you,  if  your  taxes  here  are  high,  if 
there  is  c.rruption  in  the  administra- 
tion of  your  affairs  the  fault  is  not 
with  the  system  but  with  you.

FAVORS  ARBITRATION. 

Lawyer  Coudert  Believes  That 
War  is  Brutal. 

New  Yoik.  April  25.— Frederick  R. 
Coudert.  who  is  recognized  as  leading 
In  the  practice  of  international  law  in 
this  country,  and  whose  services  as 
counsel  to  the  Bering  sea  arbitration 
commission  brought  him  before  the  two 
continents,  was  seen  last  night.  When 
asked  for  his  views  of  the  report  that 
force  would  be  used  to  compel  Nicar- 
agua to  accede  to  Great  Britain's  de- 
mand.  Mr.   Coudert  said: 

"If  I  were  an  enemy  of  Great  Britain 
I  would  be  glad  if  she  did.  Our  people 
don't  want  bombardments  by.  foreign 
people  on  this  continent.  Whether  it 
is  against  the  Monroe  doctrine  or  not. 
the  American  people  have  a  strong 
feeling  on  that  subject.  Th.^y  don't 
like  to  see  a  big  nation  bullying  a 
little  one,  evn  if  the  big  natifin  is  th.' 
I'nited  States  and  the  little  one  Is 
Chili. 

"In  the  next  place  these  small  re- 
publics on  this  ontincnt  belong  t.i  one 
family.  If  not  by  blood  at  least  by 
proximity  and  by  symjtathy  with  the 
example  of  free  government  which  we 
ha\e  set  up.  It  would  seem  to  be  a 
wiser  p.dicy  for  (Ireat  Britain  t.i  get 
through  with  Egypt  bef.ue  starting  in 
on  Nicaragua. 

"Bomljarding  lielple.ss  towns  is.  at 
best.  l>i-utal  and  expensive.  It  may 
turn  out  that  the  expense  may  be 
greater  to  (Jreat  Brit.iin  than  to  Ni- 
caragua. The  m.ist  painful  part  ..f  it 
is  that  so  great  a  government  shouM 
deliberately  take  a  step  backward.  Tlie 
whole  sentiment  of  the  world  is  against 
a  settlement  of  disputes  by  the  old- 
fashioned  way  of  war.  and  arbitration 
is  growing  to  be  the  hope  of  civiliza- 
tion. 

"As  the  century  closes.  I  cannot  helj) 
thinking  that  this  coercion  on  the  part 
of  a  jjowerful  nati.m  against  a  weak 
one.  which  might  result  in  war.  is 
worse  than  a  blunder — It  Is  a  crime."

This 
is  .-.0  cents  higher  on  coats  and  2:.  c-nls 
apiece  higher  on  vests  and  pants  than 
the  second-class  scale  which  the  other 
tailors  are  asked  to  sign.

Sweetman  from  the  time  of  Lord 
Iloseliery's  Ursa  spet-ch  as  premier,  has 
i-i'peatedly  announced  in  public  that  it 
was  the  evident  policy  of  the  premier 
and  of  the  present  government  to  shelve 
h'lme  rule,  and  eventually  he  decided 
t'>  !<ever  his  connection  with  the  anti- 
Farnellite  party.  t)n  April  6  last,  he  is- 
sued an  address  to  the  electors  of  I-Iast 
Wicklow  giving  his  reasons  for  leaving 
ihe  McCarlhyite  party  and  saying 
that  he  Had  little  conlidence  either  in 
the  ability  oi*  in  the  sincerity,  as  a 
home  ruler,  of  Lord  Rosebery.  as  the 
successor  of  tllndstone. 

lie  classed  the  Irish  poll«'y  of  the  jire- 
miei-  to  be  "that  of  merely  humbugging 
tin-  electors,  throwing  dust  in  their 
eyes."  and  adding:  "I  will  be  no  party 
to  it.  If  the  Irish  party  was  actuated 
l>y  the  «dd  spirit  of  Parnell  we  should 
not  see  a  government  in  favor  of  home 
lule  discrediting  itself  in  the  country 
by  a  policy  <d  merely  staving  off  a 
general  election,  when  it  acknowledges 
that  it  has  no  power  to  legislate,  and 
if  the  next  general  election  is  not  taken 
:iM  home  rule  the  f.ault  will  be  with  the 
majority  of  the  Irish  party. 

".Vs  that  majority  seems  content 
with  Lord  Hosebf  ry's  policy  of  Inaction 
and  is  acting  as  if  it  was  sacrilicing  the 
cause  of  home  rule  to  keeping  a  govern- 
ment in  fiflice  foi-  the  sake  of  obtaining 
some  cnimbs  of  government  patronage 
for  its  supvorters  and  the  subscribers 
to  its  parliamentary  funds,  and  If  the 
party  pledge  at  the  last  election  com- 
pels me  to  vote  with  them  until  I  re- 
sign my  seat,  I  have  no  course  to  take 
but  to  restore  your  trust  back  into 
your  hands. 

"This  I  have  done  in  applying  to  the 
liiancellor  of  the  efllchequer  fi>r  the 
Chiltern  hundreds.  You  will,  there- 
fore, now  have  no  opportunity  of  elect- 
ing a  member  In  my  place,  if  you  so  de- 
sire, to  continue  walking  through  the 
government  lobbies  to  keep  Lord  liose- 
bery  In  ofTic:-  whilst  doing  nothing  for 
Ireland,  which  work  I  refu.se  to  d«)  any 
Innger;  or  to  elect  a  man  who  will  not 
do  his  best  to  force  every  government 
that  may  be  In  power  to  put  Irish 
measures  before  all  Hritish  measures 
r.ntil  we  have  been  granted  our  un- 
doubted right  of  .self  government,  and 
thus  you  will  show  the  public  that  Ire- 
land Is  anxious  to  have  done  with  mere 
fine  speech-making  and  sham  battles 
in  the  house  of  commons,  and  refuses 
to  allow  home  rule  to  be  shelve.!  by 
any  party  that  the  Irish  members 
l:eep  in  office.

RISE  IN  OIL. 


This  Time  the  Actual   Dealers 
Will  Suffer. 

Denver,  Col..  April  2G. — The  News  an- 
nounces today  that  a  deal  has  been 
made  between  the  Florence  Oil  and 
Refining  company  and  the  Continental 
'^)il  company,  by  which  the  kerosene 
war  of  several  years'  standing  ha.s 
been  brT>ught  lo  a  close  and  the  market 
will  be  manipulated  according  to  the 
laws  that  regulate  the  market  in  other 
sections  of  the  country. 

,\ccording  to  the  agreement.  It  Is 
said,  the  Continental  will  purchase  the 
entire  i)ro<luct  of  the  Florence  com- 
|)any  in  return  for  which  the  Conti- 
nental uill  keep  Eastern  oils  out  of  the 
West'-rn  market,  and  the  entire  aup- 
ply  for  Color.'ida,  Wyoming,  Montana, 
('tab.  New  Mexico,  Nevada.  Idaho  and 
Vrizoiia  will  come  from  the  Florence 
district. 

The  wholesale  price  of  kerosene  will 
be  advanced  immediately  from  6  lo  15 
cents  per  gallon.  The  oil  fields  of  the 
entire  West  will  be  j)ri'spectpd  as  never 
before.  About  Florence  the  basis  of 
tlie  wil  is  para  fine  fmi  in  oth^ir  sec- 
tions of  the  West  all  the  oils  found 
have  an  asphaltum  basis.  Oils  with  a 
paraflne  ba.sis  are  the  only  ones  that 
produce  a  good  illumination. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Florence 
district  about  100  producing  wells  and 
the  output  amounts  t<i  about  2000  to 
2r>00  barrels  a  day.  This  is  not  quite 
enough  for  the  demands  of  the  entire 
West  and  an  Immense  development  Is 
looked  forward  lo.  The  present  policy 
of  the  Standard,  which  is  back  of  the 
Continental,  is  to  encourage  the  de- 
velopment of  all  illuminating  oil  fields. 


CANAL  COMMISSION. 

Leave  for    Greytown,    Nicar- 
agua, Very  Soon. 

Washington,  April  26.— The  Nlcarag- 
uan  commission  will  leave  Washington 
for  New  York  this  afternoon.  Several 
days  wyi  be  spent  there  in  examining 
the  working,  drawings  and  surveys  of 
the  canal  in  the  offices  of  the  canal 
company.  The  commissioners  will 
then  return  to  Washington  and  make 
preparations  to  start  for  Nicaragua 
early  in  May. 

Secretary  Herbert  has  placed  the 
cruiser  Mcmtgomery  at  their  disjiosal. 
and  on  this  ship  they  will  sail  on  May  7 
from  Mobile  for  Creytown.  While  the 
commission  is  at  work  in  the  Interior 
on  the  line  of  the  canal.  Commander 
Davis  will  make  careful  soundings 
the  harbor  of  Greytown  and  the 
proaches  to  the  canal.

WORLD'S  FAIR  Pll'LOMAS. 
Washington,  April  '2';.— The  World's 
.liplonias  awarded  to  exhibitors  whose 
exhibits  were  lavorably  mentioned  by 
the  judges,  are  being  prepared  at  Ihi 
Ijiireau  of  engraving  ai'<t  printing  and 
will  l>e  sent  out  In  about  sixty  days  to- 
gether with  the  medals  now  being  struck 
at  the  I'hiladelpliia  mint.  The  diplomas 
will  l)e  elitlK»r.'ited,  engraved  and  printed 
on  Japan  paper.  They  will  contain  a  de- 
scription of  the  exhil)ilor  and  article  ex- 
hll)lied  and  the  comment  found.  About 
2\.'*»*  in  all  will  be  issued. 


Winnipeg,  Man.,  April  26.— The  Free 
Press  fipens  an  article  on  the  possible 
ilismis.sal  of  the  local  government  by 
saying: 

"The  Creenway  government  may  be 
out  of  oflice  a  week  hence.  Some  days 
ago  information  was  received  here  from 
Ottawa  to  the  effect  that  Lieutenant 
Governor  Schultz  was  negotiating  with 
the  federal  ministers  for  a  .second  term 
01  othcc,  and  In  this  coilnectlon  It  was 
intimated  that  his  honor  complained 
that  Attorney  General  Slf  ton  had  broken 
faith  with  him  by  taking  part  in  the 
election  contest  in  Haldimand,  and  that 
he  was  ready  to  go  to  the  extreme  of 
dismissing  the  entire  government. 

"This  Information  was  partially  con- 
firmed yesterday  by  remarks  made  by 
Conservative  leaders  in  this  city.  Three 
of  the  provincial  ministers,  being  ques- 
tioned regarding  the  reports,  declined 
to  mnke  any  definite  statement,  but  it 
v\as  Inferred  from  their  remarks  that 
they  had  been  made  acquainted  with 
what  has  been  transpiring  at  (Jttawa 
and  are  anticipating  some  desperate 
act  on  the  part  of  Pfemicr  Bowtll  and 
his  colleagues. 

"A  prominent  politician  who  is  in 
the  confidence  of  the  local  govtrnm^nt 
said  he  was  positive  Premier  Green- 
way's  ministry  would  be  dismissed  be- 
fore the  time  for  the  reassembling  of 
the  legislature  next  month.  In  fact 
he  looked  for  such  an  .announcement 
before  the  end  of  next  week. 

"Technically,  the  excuse  would  be 
that  the  attorney  general  broke  ffith 
with  the  government  by  going  to  Kal- 
dimand  and  dlscus.^lng  the  remedial  or- 
dtr,  while  the  order  was  under  consid- 
eration by  the  government  pending  an 
answer.  But  the  real  object  would  be 
to  throw  the  school  question  out  of  Do- 
minion politics  until  after  the  general 
election." 

"How  could  that  be  done  when  the 
government  has  such  a  large  majority 
In  the  hou.se  behind  It?" 

"The  government  can  call  In  any  out- 
side man,  say  for  Instance,  Mr.  Rogers, 
Mr.  Scarth  or  Mr.  Macdonald,  of  Bran- 
don, and  ask  him  to  form  a  ministry. 
A  cabinet  might  be  formed  by  men  who 
are  not  members  of  the  house  and  they 
could  have  control  of  the  situation  until 
after  the  elections." 

"Would  the  present  ministers  be  de- 
prived of  their  seate  under  such  circum- 
stances?" 

"No,  they  would  stlfl  hold  their  seals 
in  the  house,  but  they  would  be  help- 
less to  act  one  way  or  the  other,  xece])t 
ing  10  prevent  the  new  government 
fioml  pa.sslng  legislation — something 
not  likely  to  be  attempted." 

"But  at  the  next  election  Premier 
Greenway  would  bo  again  returned 
stronger  than  ever." 

"Of  course  he  would,  but  in  the  mean- 
time the  school  question  which  Premier 
Howell  has  evidently  discovered  to  be 
a  very  troublesome  snag,  would  be 
taken  from  the  arena  of  Dominion  poli- 
tics until  after  the  dominion  elections. 
I  am  convinced  that  we  arc*  on  the  eve 
of  another  crisis." 

Concluding  a  double  leaded  article 
the  Free  Press  says:  "-\ffairs  in  Mani- 
tob;i  are  sufficiently  warm  ali-eady 
without  setting  the  province  <m  fire.  If 
such  a  i»roposltion  has  been  made,  Mr. 
Patterson,  the  new  lieutenant  govern- 
or, slumld  be  sent  up  by  the  next 
tiain." 

There  is  .a  very  strong  feeling  abroad 
that  if  such  an  outrage  Is  attempted 
Manitoba  will  be  too  hot  ever  lo  hold 
Lieutenant  Schultz  again,  or  for  that 
matter,  any  other  lieutenant  governov. 
It  is  fair  to  say  that  a  great  many 
people  take  no  stock  in  the  report  and 
think  such  an  attempt  would  be  to 
.sound  the  death  knell  of  the  Dominion 
government. 


GREETING  DE  CAMPOS. 

Cubans  Show  Their  Loyalty  to 
Their  Ruler. 

Havana.  April  26.— Capt.  Gen.  Mar- 
tinez do  Campos  arrived  here  at  9:20  p. 
m.  yesterday.  Immediately  after  his 
arrival  became  kn(»wn.  Gens.  Arder- 
ous.  Barrafiuer,  Suerc».  and  Molls,  with 
their  aides  de  camp  and  a  number  of 
officers  of  all  grades,  delegates  from 
the  various  political  i)artles  and  friends 
of  those  taking  part  in  the  reception, 
went  on  board  the  steamer  In  order  to 
greet  de  Cdmpos. 

The  news  of  the  arrival  of  the  cap- 
tain general  spread  rapidly  and  im- 
mense crow<ls  of  persons  filled  the 
streets  and  principal  thf>roughfares, 
the  national  colors  and  jiatrlotlc  em- 
))lems  were  everywhere  displayed. 
.'Vfler  bting  taken  ashoro  in  a  felucca, 
the  cajjtain  general  went  to  the  palac'- 
and  immediately  afterwards  began  giv- 
ing orders  concerning  the  conduct  uf 
the  campaign  against  the  insurgents. 

He  says  that  the  rainy  season  has  re- 
tarded the  advance  of  the  troops,  but 
nevertheless  the  military  operations 
will  be  iiushed  as  the  rebellion  must  be 
subdued  jiromptly  and  effectively.  He 
expres.ses  the  belief  that  this  will  soon 
be  accomplished,  adding  that  he  relies 
upon  the  patriotic  support  of  all  clas.ses 
of  people. 

From  9  o'clock  until  noon  today  the 
captain  general  received  visits  from  the 
city  authorities,  corporations  and  so- 
cieties and  from  all  others  who  were 
desirous  of  greeting  him.  He  will  soon 
leave  Havana  ftM-  the  front.

NICARAGUAJVIAY  PAY. 

Extension  Secured    Until  To- 
night by  Negotiation. 

London,  April  26.— The  United  States 
ambassador,  Thomas  F.  Bayard,  was 
questioned  this  morning  in  regard  to 
the  dispatch  from  Washington  stating 

that  he  had  been  In  constant  communi- 
cation by  cable  with  Seceretary  Gresh- 
am,  and  that  as  a  result.  Admiral 
Stephenson,  the  British  commander  at 
Corlnto,  had  been  Instructed  lo  delay 
the  enforcement  of  the  ultimatum  until 
midnight  tonight,  in  order  to  give  Ni- 
caragua further  opportunity  to  pay 
the  indemnity  of  $75,000  demanded  by 
Great   Britain. 

Mr.  Bayard  said  he  could  make  no 
statement  in  regard  to  the  reported 
communications  from  Mr.  Gresham.  as 
il"  such  communicati(»ns  were  received 
they  were  of  a  confidential  nature. 

In  regard  to  the  dispatch  from  Man- 
agua to  the  New  Y'ork  World  saying 
that  the  Nicaraguan  government  has 
assurances  that  il  would  receive  from 
voluntary  subscriptions  more  tiian 
enough  to  pay  tlie  British  claim  within 
the  lime  allowed  by  the  ultimatum.  Mr. 
Bayard  remarked  that  he  was  glad  to 
see  that  the  people  of  Nicaragua  were 
so  ready  to  olTer  money  with  v.iiich  V- 
pay  the  indemnity. 

"Is  it  a  fact  that  Great  Britain  has 
granted  Nicaragua  an  extension  of 
time  until  tonight?'  Mr.  Bayard  was 
asked. 

"I  cannot  answer  that  question,"  re- 
plied the  ambasadt.r.  "but  I  have  the 
highest  respect  for  the  British  officials. 
In  this  matter  the  people  of  Nicaragua 
must  display  common  sense.  They 
cannot  think  that  the  British  officers 
will  stand  watch  in  hand  awaiting  Ni- 
caragua's   reply." 

Washington.  April  26.— Later  advices 
received  here  do  not  agree  with  the 
early  reports  of  a  24-hour  respite.  Offi- 
cials here  intimate  that  the  British 
have  already  occupied  Corrinto. 

BLOWN  TO  ATOMS. 

Nitro-Glycerine  Explodes  With 
Very  Deadly  Results. 

Fort  Wayne,  April  26.— William 
Ulmer  started  this  morning  from  Bluff- 
ton  to  the  Montpelier  oil  fields  with  720 
quarts  of  nitro-glycertne  in  a  wagon. 
When  two  miles  from  Bluff  ton  the 
wagon  wheels  struck  the  root  of  a  tree 
and  upset  the  wagon. 

An  explosion  immediately  occurred, 
which  made  a  hole  sixty  feet  across  the 
top  and  fifteen  feet  deep.  Four  or  five 
large  oak  trees  were  blown  down  and 
cariied  a  distance  of  500  feet. 

ITImer  and  his  horse  were  blown  to 
atoms.  Window  glass  was  broken  In 
houses  for  miles  around  and  the  shock 
was  plainly  felt  in  this  city  a  distance 
of  twenty-five  miles  from  the  explosion. 


Washington,  April  26.— Minister  Ku- 
rlno.  of  Japan,  today  gave  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  a  very  significant  inter- 
view on  the  Eastern  question.  He  said 
that  in  his  opinion  the  commercial  in- 
u  i-ests  of  the  United  States  in  the  East. 


particularly  in  Japan,  areso  mucB  more 
extensive  than  those  of  Germany  or 
France,  that  it  would  be  eminently  de- 
sirable in  the  event  of  a  Franco- 
German  alliance  with  Russia  to  pre- 
vent the  consummation  of  the  peace 
treaty,  for  the  United  States  to  take 
an  active  part  In  offsetting  such  an  al- 
liance. 

Mr.  Kurino  wished  it  to  be  clearly 
understood,  however,  that  this  was  his 
personal  conviction.  He  had  not,  he 
said,  received  any  instruction  from  his 
government  and  there  had  been  no 
suggestion  of  an  official  or  unofficial 
character  from  him  to  the  state  de- 
partment that  the  United  States 
should  be  enlisted  In  Its  suport.  His 
views  were  the  result  of  his  personal 
information  of  the  extent  of  United 
States  interests  in  the  East.    He  said: 

The  commercial  interests  of  the 
United  States  in  Japan  are  very  much 
greater  than  those  of  Germany  and 
France.  Practically  their  interests  are 
little  or  nothing,  while  those  of  the 
I'nited  States  are  very  extensive.  The 
British  trade  comes  first,  and  after 
comes  the  trade  of  the  United  States. 
It  would  be  eminently  proper,  there- 
lore,  if  the  United  States,  in  considera- 
tion of  her  superior  commercial  inter- 
ests, should  off-set  a  demonstration 
on  the  r)art  of  France  and  Germany,  if 
any  such  move  is  actuary  made. 

"I  am  not  officially  informed  that  It 
has  been  made  nor  am  1  apprehensive 
of  the  move,  should  It  be  made.  But  In 
the  event  of  Its  being  realized  then 
there  is  little  doubt  in  my  opinion 
that  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
United  States  would  make  it  expedient 
to  take  part  in  fHr  ^ssue.  Thi.s,  of 
course,  would  not  mean  that  the 
United  States  was  to  engage  In  a  fight. 
Its  co-operation  would  undoubtedly  be 
elTective  without  any  radical  step."

Washington,  D.  C.  April  25.— The 
state  department  has  received  a  re- 
port from  Minister  Quinby.  at  The 
Hague.  Netherlands,  relating  to  the 
prices  of  sugar.  He  says  that  a  meas- 
ure has  just  passed  the  second  cham- 
ber providing  for  the  readoption  of  the 
suspension  of  export  duty  on  Java 
sugar  for  one  year  from  June  1,  1895. 

This  suspension  was  in  force  from 
June  1,  1893.  to  June  1,  1894.  The  min- 
ister thinks  it  will  undoubtedly  become 
a  law.  He  says  that  the  minister  of  the 
colonies,  in  a  brief  introduction  to  the 
measure,  set  forth  that  the  suspension 
was  not  In  force  between  June  1.  1894 
and  June  I,  lS9r.. 

Meanwhile  the  price  of  sugar  in  Java 
fell  from  3.82  to  2.61  per  pikol.  in  De- 
cember last,  and  the  overstocked  Ku- 
ropean  markets  and  the  small  sales  of 
sugar  in  Kastern  Asia  on  account  of 
the  war  between  China  and  Japan,  will 
have  reduced  the  prices  even  more; 
that  in  consequence  five  Indian  sugar 
factories  have  closed,  ami  four  others 
are  expectetl  to  close:  that  the  tempor- 
ary suspension  of  the  export  duty  was 
an  urgent  necesBity  the  more  so  W- 
« ause  by  failure  of  the  sugar  industrv 
in  Java,  thousands  of  natives  would  be 
•lepiived  of  a  living  and  povei^y  and 
discontent  would  result. 

The  minister  f.f  the  colonies,  said 
that  the  first  ilay  of  June  was  chosen 
for  the  suspension  l>ecause  that  was 
the  lime  when  the  shipping  of  sugar 
begins,  also  that  it  is  hoped  that  need 
for  the  suspension  will  not  extend  be- 
yond the  year.

PEACE  TREATY. 


China's  Emperor  is  Now  Con- 
sidering Its  Details. 

London,  April  2»I.— A  Pekin  dispatch  to 
the  London  Times  says  that  John  W. 
Koster,  ihe  American  ,a<lviser  of  the 
Chinese  i)eaee  envoys  and  the  secretary 
of  Li  Humr  <^hanff,  has  arrived  there 
and  that  the  treaty  of  peace  lietween 
China  and  Japan  is  now  Itefore  tl;e  em- 
peror and   his  ndnisters. 

The  Chinese  forelpn  otHoe  vesterday 
consulted  with  tlie  different  foreign  lejja"- 
tions.  Many  of  the  censors  have  pre- 
sented memorials  against  the  treaty. 
Prince  Kun^.  president  of  the  foreign  of- 
fice and  of  the  council  of  ministers,  has 
ohtained  seven   days  more   sick   leave. 

Other  officials  hesitate  to  recommend 
the  ratltieatlon  of  tlie  treaty.  Li  Hun^ 
Chanjf  will  prohably  not  eonie  here,  hut 
will  no  to  Chefoo  if  the  ratitications  are 
e,\chanKe<i   there  as  proposed. 


New  York.  April  26.— The  steam  >\acht 
Oneida,  with  K.  C  Menedlet,  her  owner, 
and  Dell. rest  Maniee  and  James  Iloss 
ahoard.  has  returned  from  a  month's 
cruise  in  Southern  wat»'rs.  The  trim 
little  craft,  made  famotis  hy  the  pil- 
Rrlmajyes  of  President  (Meveland  and 
family,  left  hi'i-e  March  L'7. 

After  a  numher  of  excitinf;  experi- 
ences, the  Oneida  reached  Havana  and 
there  the  three  tourists  left  the  yacht 
for  a  turn  around  the  <  ity.  They  were 
arrested  and  hedged  In  l>y  bayonets. 
Were  conducted  to  the  lock-up.  They 
spent  half  an  hour  there,  for  (heluK 
unable  to  talk  Spanish*  they  did  not 
make  necessary  explanati<ms.  Finally, 
however,  by  the  intervention  of  a  Tiuk 
they  .sci'ured  their  liberty  and  were 
Kiven  passports  through  all  jiarts  of 
the  island. 

While  in  Cuba  they  were  but  little 
impre.ssed  with  the  streuKlh  nf  the  In- 
surRents.

the  alleKed  insurrection  Is  simply  an 
uprlsluK  amonf?  the  negro  laborers.  The 
upper  (dass  Spaniards,  he  says,  deplore 
the  outbreak  and  are  doing  what  they 
can  to  have  it  come  to  an  end.

anchor  and  turned  to  the  northward, 
homeward  bound.  Twenty  miles,  ab(mt 
.southeast  of  Hatteras,  a  pillar  of  smoke 
was  sighted  from  the  yacht  and  al- 
though it  was  out  of  the  course,  the 
Oneida  bore  down  towanl  it.  When 
the  yacht  drew  nearer  It  was  found 
that  the  smoke  came  from  the  batken- 
tlne  William  H.  Deitz  on  tire  midships. 
There  was  no  sign  of  life  aboard,  how- 
ever, and  the  Oneida  bore  away. 

A  short  distance  up  the  coast  she  fell 
in  with  the  schooner  William  Freder- 
ick, which  reported  that  she  had  the 
crew  of  the  Deitz  on  board.

BECAME  LAWS. 

Many  Congressional  Measures 
Failed  of  Passage. 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  26.— Ac- 
cording to  figures  prepared  by  B.  S. 
Piatt,  enrolling  clerk  of  the  senate.  120 
bills  and  Joint  re.sidutions  became  laws 
during  the  thinl  session  of  the  Flfly- 
thlr.l  congress.  Of  these  21.'«  were  sen- 
ate and  r)Of,  house  bills  and  resolutions. 

During  the  entire  congress  12,22;! 
measures  were  Introduced  in  the  two 
hou.ses,  of  which  2S»r.2  originated  in  the 
senate  and  9271  in  the  hou.se.  The  .sen- 
ate passed  .'".27  of  its  bills,  but  only  2:i» 
of  these  received  favorable  action  in 
the  house,  while  of  the  711  house  bills 
which  passe<l  the  house,  ."i.'iS  also  passed 
the  senate. 

The  president  vetoed  or  failed  to  sign 
twenty-four  of  the  .senat»-  bills  which 
were  sent  to  him.  while  lifty-four  house 
bills  met  the  same  fate  at  the  hand  of 
the  executive.  It  appears  from  this 
statement  that  le.ss  than  H  per  cent  of 
the  bills  introduced  during  the  con- 
gress became  laws.

Victoria  the  Base  of  Present 
Operations. 

Victoria,  H.  C,  April  26.— Since  the 
arrest  in  San  Francisco  of  Mat  Kat- 
sauer  and  half  a  dozen  others  for 
traffic  in  forged  Chinese  certificates, 
some  of  the  operations  of  the  ring 
have  been  transferred  to  this  city,  it 
offering    a    si'lendid     market    for    the

MUNICIPAL  CHANCES. 

liiilical  changes  in  the  system  of 
go\erning  Boston  are  proposed  by  Re- 
publicans in  tile  Massachusetts  legis- 
lature, and  a^  the  subject  of  better 
municipal  government  now  happily  se- 
cures widespread  attention,  a  glance 
at  some  of  the  proposed  changes  may 
prove  interesting  to  readers  of  The 
Herald.  Bills  have  been  submitted  by 
the  majority  ol  the  committee  on  met- 
ropolitan affairs  amending  the  charter 
of  the  city  wh'reby  the  mayors  term 
of  office  is  mad .»  three  years  instead  of 
one  year,  as  nt  present,  and  making 
ineligible  for  i.  succeeding  election  a 
mayor  who  hat*  served  more  than  two 
years.  The  city  council  Is  abolished 
and  instead  it  is  proposed  to  elect  at 
the  annual  mi  nicipal  election  in  ISitC 
twenty-seven  councilors,  nine  for  one 
mujiicipal  year,  nine  for  two  years  and 
nine  f<»r  three  years.  These  ofnceri^ 
shall  each  rece  ve  an  annual  salary  of 
$3000.  No  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the 
city  treasury  for  refreshments,  car- 
riages, etc. 

The  election  t  epartment  Ls  placed  un- 
der the  control  of  four  commissioners, 
two  from  eac  1  of  the  two  leading 
parties.  The  fi  v.  water  and  public  In- 
stitutions depaitments  are  made  single 
headed.  These  latter  changes  were  ad- 
vocated strongly  by  Mayor  Curtis,  and 
It  is  believed  they  will  be  adopted. 
The  Democrati  >  members  of  the  com- 
mittee dissente  1  from  the  propositions. 
In  deciding  up<  n  a  longer  term  for  the 
mayor  the  c<  mmlttee  accepted  the 
argument  that  one  year  was  entirely 
too  short  a  time  for  him  to  familiarize 
himself  with  the  duties  of  the  office.  It 
was  claimed  tliat  after  he  had  given 
attention  to  renovals  and  attended  to 
officeholders  his  term  had  nearly  ex- 
pired. 

The  city  council  was  considered  too 
large  and  its  Junketings  entirely  too 
expensive.  In  putting  the  fire,  water 
and  public  inntltutions  in  charge  of 
single  heads  tile  claim  is  made  that 
greater  efficiency  will  be  secured  and 
responsibility  f  tr  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  duties  on  the  part  of  employes 
more  readily  traced  than  with  com- 
missions mana.;ing  the  respective  de- 
partments. There  is  little  doubt  that 
the  legislature  will  pass  the  bills  em- 
bodying these  (  hanges,  and  their  prac- 
tical operation  Alll  be  watched  with  in- 
terest by  other  cities  which  are  study- 
ing the  question  of  good  municipal 
government.  It  is  a  healthy  sign  of 
the  times  that  so  many  of  the  edu- 
cated classes  of  citizens  are  giving 
their  attention  to  municipal  affairs.

GAS  IN  A  PAIL. 

Interesting  Experiment  With  a 
New  liluminant. 

No  modern  discovery  ov  invention 
has  excited  more  general  interest  than 
the  new  liluminant  acetylene.  T. 
O'Conor  Sloane,  I'h.D.,  has  prepared 
an  article,  published  In  the  Scientific 
.\merican,  dealing  with  the  commer- 
cial manufacture  of  this  gas  and  its 
general  adoption  for  lighting  purpo.ses. 

The  product ic)n  of  the  calcium  car- 
bide from  which  the  acetylene  gas  is 
made  by  slmjdo  treatment  bld.'^  fair  to 
become  a  commercial  process,  and  we 
have  every  rea.s<m  to  hope  that  the  ma- 
terial will  soon  be  iiroduced  by  the  ton. 
There  is  something  fascinating  in  th" 
itlea  of  being  able  to  evolve  a  gas  of 
about  30O-candle  power  by  so  simple  a 
proces.''..  While  the  crudest  pos.-^ioie 
apparatus,  su(  h  as  a  tumbler  of  water, 
Is  sufficient  to  illustrate  the  i>roduc- 
tion  of  the  gns,  the  object  of  the  pre- 
sent article  is  to  show  how  a  l>etter 
demonstration  can  be  jiroduced  with 
Very   simple  appliances. 

To  show  the  gas  with  a  tumbler  of 
water  it  is  sufficient  to  drop  into  it  a 
piece  of  the  calcium  carbide  as  large 
as  a  pea;  the  gas  is  at  once  evolved  in 
large  quantity,  and  a  match  can  be 
applied  repeatedly  to  the  surface  of  tha 
water,  giving  a  number  of  successive 
lightings.  The  .apparatus  is  constructed 
from  a  batter.v  jar  and  lamp  chimney 
as  the  principal  flen;ents,  and  is  made 
on  the  lines  of  the  old  hydi'ogen  evo- 
lution apparatus. 

To  the  top  of  the  lamp  chimney, 
which  should  be  of  large  size,  a  cork 
should  be  tightly  fitted.  Unless  the 
cork  is  better  than  the  majority  it 
should  be  waxed  or  paraffined,  which 
is  very  easily  done  by  placing  some 
fragments  of  wax  or  parafline  f>n  it 
and  melting  the  material  with  a  hot 
soldering  Iron  or  poker.  Through  a 
central  i>erforation  a  tube  is  inserted, 
lilted  with  a  stop-cock  and  gas  burner. 
The  latter  must  be  of  the  smallest  size 
made,  the  Bray  fishtail  burner  answer- 
ing about  the  best  of  any  yet  tried. 
Merely  to  exhibit  the  gas  a  simple  jet 
may  be  made  by  drawing  a  glass  tube 
almost  to  a  point  or  by  drilling  a  very 
small  hole  In  a  cap  fittted  to  the  pii>c 
leading  from  the  stop-cock. 

Through  a  hole  a  little  to  one  side 
of  the  evolution  pipe  a  wire  passes, 
which  moves  up  and  down  with  some 
friction  through  the  hole.  Its  lower  end 
Is  formed  into  a  hook,  to  which  is  sus- 
pended a  little  basket  made  by  bending 
up  a  little  bit  of  coarse  wire  g;iuze.  A 
piece  with  one-quarter-inch  meshes  will 
be  about  right.  The  suspending  wire 
Is  bent  at  the  top  to  give  It  a  better 
handle. 

To  operate  it  the  lamp  chimney  is 
placed  In  the  jar.  the  water  is  poured 
In  until  within  an  inch  or  two  of  the 
top,  and  a  piece  of  calcium  carbide  half 
the  size  of  a  walnut  Is  placed  In  the 
basket,  which  is  drawn  uj)  until  jiretly 
close  to  the  cork.  The  cork  Is  now 
placed  In  the  lamp  chimney  and  pressed 
down  so  as  to  make  it  fit  tightly,  and 
the  wire  slowly  v.orked  down  until  the 
basket  becomes  partially  immersed  In 
the  water.  The  level  of  the  water  Is 
at  once  depressed,  m:  the  gas  Is  evolved, 
an<l  if  the  cock  is  open  the  air  and  gas 
within  the  chimney  began  to  escape. 
As  soon  as  the  odor  of  the  escaping 
gas  is  strong  it  can  be  lighted  and  will 
burn  for  five  or  ten  minutes  with  great 
steadiness.  If  the  pressure  decreases 
and  the  water  rises  It  comes  In  contact 
with  the  calcium  carbide,  more  gas  Is 
evolved,  and  it  falls  again. 

The  apparatus  may  be  further  sim- 
plified by  omitting  the  stop-cock,  which 
is  unnecessary,  and  a  bucket  may  be 
sub.'-tituted  for  a  battery  ^ar.  It  may 
also  be  necessary  to  secure  the  chl.nney 
against  floating  upward,  althougli  in 
the  apparatus  shown  this  is  quite  un- 
necessary. 

It  Is  well,  before  lighting  the  gas,  to 
ludd  a  test  tube  over  the  outlet  for  a 
few  seconds  unlil  filled  with  the  gas, 
and  to  light  It  with  a  match  or  at  a  gatj 
burner.

The  Weil   Known   Coal  Dealer 
is  Strangely  Missing. 

fJeorge  Dinwoodie  has  mysteri- 
ously disappeared.  Whether  he  has 
met  foil!  play  or  gone  to  joi  the  Du- 
luth colony  «>f  rnysteiious  disappearan- 
ces, no  one  knows,  and  his  many 
friends  and  his  relatives  are  muih 
alarmed.  He  was  last  seen  by  .John 
Ciiristie  at  the  Spalding  corner,  rear 
11  o'clock.  <in  the  night  of  April  !>.  an<l 
was  on  hi.s  way  to  the  depot  to  eaich 
a  St.  Faul  train. 

For  some  yeais  Mr.  Dinwoodie  has 
been  prominent  in  Dululh  coal  circles. 
Last  winter  he  was  sick  in  the  hosjjital  I 
six  weeks  or  more  with  typhoid  fe\ei-. 
After  that  he  went  to  St.  Paul  lo  visit 
his  brftther.  Dr.  William  Dinwoodie. 
until  jterfectly  recovered.  He  also  de- 
cided to  close  out  his  Dululh  business 
and  accepted  a  position  with  John  J.

THE  NEW^TANKS. 

Standard  Oil  Company  People 
Locating  Them. 

J.  A.  Moffett.  of  Chicago,  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Standard  Oil  company  of 
It  dial^.  which  operates  in  the  Western 
part  of  the  country,  and  J.  Hartles.  of 
St.  Paul,  general  manager  of  the  North- 
western division,  weie  in  the  city  yes- 
terday. They  came  for  the  purpose  of 
locating  the  new  tanks  to  be  built  by 
the  company  oh  its  property  in  West 
Superior.  They  did  not  come  to  ac- 
quire any  property,  as  the  morning  pa- 
jier  said,  for  the  company  already  owns 
enough  on  which  to  build  a  dozen 
tanks. 

Part  of  the  material  for  these  two 
tfinks  is  already  on  the  ground  and 
the  rest  is  on  the  way.  A  Pittsburg 
til  in  has  the  contract. 

The  two  tanks  which  will  be  built 
will  be  immense,  each  having  a  capacity 
of  :50,«H»0  barrels.  In  di.ameter  each  will 
be  ninety  feet  and  in  height  thirty 
feet.  The  present  tanks  are  only  5000 
barrels'  capacity  or  ir).000  in  all.  there 
being  three  of  them.  The  company  will 
therefore  have  a  total  capacity  of  75. - 
nno  barrels. 

The  building  of  the  new  boats  which 
are  to  carry  oil  and  of  these  tanks  has 
resulted  from  the  tletermination  i>f  the 
company  to  make  the  head  of  the  lakes 
the  distributing  i^oint  of  the  Northwest. 
The  boats  will  each  have  n.  capacity  of 
400.(M)0  gall«ins.  From  the  dock  a  C-inch 
pif.e  will  be  run  up  t<i  the  tanks  and  the 
inimps  will  be  iM)Vverful  enough  to  emp- 
ty a  boat  in  four  hours'  time. 

From  these  tanks  the  oil  will  l>e 
loaded  on  tank  cars  and  shii)peil  all 
over  the  North w»>st  and  West. 

Anfdher  large  tank  for  the  storage 
of  fuel  nil  will  probably  be  built  in  a 
short  time.  It  will  take  about  one 
mf>nth  or  six  weeks  to  complete  the  two.

('•irtiell  students  who  were  in  Profes- 
soi'  Olivei's  clas.ses  always  compared 
notes  when  they  met  after  graduation, 
abf.iit  th.-  ireijuency  with  which  Pro- 
lV.«s..r  <  diver  used  to  forget  to  come  to 
his  lass  loom.  He  would  often  be 
St  en  running  across  the  campus  half 
an  hour  late  and  heading  in  a  bee  line 
t. .r  his  room  in  the  old  North  building. 
nov\  culle'l  U'hite  Hall.  C>ne  or  two  of 
the  Ijoys  wouM  usually  wait  for  him. 
They  were  the  "grinds.  '  The  others 
Would  be  around  some  corner  peeking 
out  "to  see  Jimmy"  run."  He  alwa.vs 
eonriuit^d  his  classes  f>n  the  conversa- 
tional plan,  and  those  who  missed  a 
lecture  because  he  was  late  knew  that 
he  would  take  especial  trains  to  ex- 
philn  it  to  them  next  time. 

One  moining  Professor  Oliver  missed 
three  classes  in  succession.  It  was 
supposed  that  he  was  ill.  As  the  stu-

They  decided  to  a-sk  him  to  give  a, 
lecture  "oefore  the  entire  student  body 
on  the  subject.  They  drew  up  a  paper 
and  circulated  it  seriously,  and  it  was 
signerl  generally.  Professor  Oliver  said 
when  the  paper  was  presented  to  him 
that  he  was  afraid  that  he  might  be  a 
little  to<.  complex  for  the  general  stu- 
ilents,  but  h<'  also  said  that  he  would 
try  to  simplify  his  language.  He  asked 
that  no  freshman  should  come  to  the 
lecture  because  he  thought  they  could 
not  understand  what  he  was  talking 
about  and  because  he  did  not  want  any 
chance   for  a   disturbance.

The  audience  remained  in  the  atti- 
tude if  rapt  attention.  Prufe.ssor  Oli- 
ver always  had  a  way  of  indicating 
when  he  had  scored  a  point,  and  whcr 
the  proper  time  came  thunders  of  ap- 
plausf  shook  the  room.  Professor  Oli- 
ver was  delij-hted.  Not  a  sipn  of  dis- 
turbance wai'  raised  during  the  whole 
lecture,  and  vhen  the  hour  was  up  an<| 
the  boys  had  stood  it  as  ifinj?  as  thc> 
could  they  ro  <e  up  to  indicate  thai  tht 
time  f.r  endtnjf  had  come.  ;ind  th'-y 
cheered  the  professor,  who  blushed  pro- 
fusely. It  wa«  a  triumph  for  I'rofessoi 
Oliver.  He  complimented  the  audience 
on  the  ease  vith  which  tney  had  fol- 
lowed him.  and  llatlered  liimself  deli- 
lately  by  saving?  that  he  had  made  .an 
unusually  earnest  effort  to  simplify  tht 
lecture.  Some  of  the  wags  who  could 
best  control  themselves  went  up  to 
him  to  thank  him  and  to  ask  questions 
about  'one  <  r  two  little  ihinps'  th<'y 
didn't  quite  u»derstan<i,  and  the  profes- 
sor was  last  «ieen  towing  half  a  dozen 
of  them  down  the  bill,  usint?  lansuaije 
to  them  com  I  H  red  with  which  Sanskrit 
would  have  b.  en  as  simple  as  ABC.

INCOME  TAX  MATTERS. 

Recent  Decision  May  Stir  Up 
Old  Claims. 

Wushinglon.  April  27.— Since  the  de- 
cision of  the  .<5upieme  court  in  the  in- 
come tax  there  have  been  frequent 
references  on  the  part  of  attorneys  to 
the  liability  of  the  government  for 
sums  paid  on  incomes  from  rents  and 
invested  personal  property  under  for- 
mer income  tax  laws.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  Attorney  General 
OInev.  in  his  brief  on  the  subject  of  a 
rehearing,  suggested  that  congress 
could  Jiot  well  eseai)e  making  pro- 
\  ision  lor  tlie  refunding  of  these 
amounts  if  the  decision  was  to  stand. 

Associate  Ju.stice  Whites  dissenting 
opinion,  the  text  of  wliieh  was  made 
public  today.  also  Kjached  upon 
this  point.  He  said:  Tnder  the  in- 
come tax  laws  which  prevailed  in  the 
past  for  many  years,  and  which  cov- 
ered every  conceivable  source  of  in- 
come, rentals  from  real  estate  and 
everything  else,  .vast  sums  were'  col- 
lected from  the  people  of  the  United 
States. 

*'Thi'  decision  here  rendered  announ- 
ces that  those  sums  were  wrongfully 
taken,  and  thereby,  it  seems  to  mo. 
creates  a  claim  in  equity  and  good 
conscience  against  the  government  for 
an  enormous  amount  of  money.  Thus 
from  the  change  of  view  by  this  court 
it  happens  that  an  act  of  congress, 
passed  for  the  purpose  or  raising  rev- 
enue, in  strict  conformity  with  the 
piactice  f>f  the  government  from  the 
earliest  time  and  in  accordance  with 
the  oft  repeated  decisions  of  this  court, 
lurni.shes  the  occasion  for  creating  a 
elaim  against  the  government  for  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  dollars. 

"I  say  creating  a  claim,  because  if 
the  government  be  in  good  conscience 
liound  to  refund  that  which  has  been 
taken  from  the  citizens  in  violation  of 
the  constitution,  although  the  techni- 
cal riprht  may  have  disap'peared  by  a 
lapse  of  time,  or  because  the  deiisions 
of  this  court  have  misled  the  citizen 
to  his  grievous  injury,  the  equity  en- 
dures, and  will  i>resent  itself  to  the 
conscience  of  the  governmenit.  This 
consequence  shows  how  necessaiy  it  is

flag  has  been  raised  over  the  city. 

Dr.  fJuzman  received  twci  cablegram'^ 
at  12:30  today  giving  him  the  first  offi- 
cial information.  The  cablegrams  were 
ve'-y  brief  and  stated  only  these  essen- 
tial facts,  and  also  that  the  landing 
was  made  at  1  o'clock  this  morning. 

All  the  government  officials,  as  well 
:is  the  Nicaraguan  population  of  Cor- 
into. Dr.  Ouzman  says,  have  vacated 
the  town,  leaving  it  completely  in  the 
possession  of  the  British  troops. 

Secretary       Gresham       rt-tumed       to 

Washington  from  Woodley  by  1  ocloclv 
and  a  few  minutes  later  said  that  ui>  to 
that  hour  the  state  department  was 
without  any  infoiTnaticm  respecting  the 
situation  at  Corint<j,  and  was  in  the 
•lark  as  to  whether  or  not  the  troops 
had  been  landed. 

It  is  probable  that  later  in  the  day 
Minister  Ouzman  will  ac<iuaint  the  sec- 
retary with  the  information  of  the 
government. 

The  belief  was  entertained  by  the  ad- 
ministration that  Nicaragua  would  pay 
and  that  the  landing  of  troops  would 
not  occur,  but  this  hope,  as  Dr.  Guz- 
man's dispatches  show,  was  not  re- 
alized. 

Dr.  Guzman  returned  to  the  state  de- 
partment as  soon  as  the  cable  advices 
were  received.  Brief  as  the  information 
was.  it  gave  the  essential  facts  of  i»e- 
cupation  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
gram laid  down  by  the  British  ad- 
miial.  It  is  understood  here  that  Com- 
mander Trench,  of  the  Royal  Arthur. 
has  been  constituted  military  governor 
ot    Corinto. 

The  fact  that  the  cable  advices  do 
not  speak  of  troul>le  is  accepted  a.s 
sh->wing  that  landing  of  the  British 
forces  was  peaceable  ami  lyiopposed. 
Reports  yesterday  indicated  tl.at  ><(Mt 
Nicaragua  tixiops  had  concentrated  at 
Corinto  and  foices  from  Honduras 
were  expected.  But  the  fact  that  all 
the  Nicaraguan  authorities  withdrew, 
leaving  the  British  c<implete  masters 
of  the  situation,  indicate  that  the  local 
soldiery  were  not  calletl  upon. 

The  understanding  among  officials 
fi>r  several  days  has  been  that  armed 
resistance  would  be  useless.  The  re- 
lH>rts  that  the  Central  American  states 
would  unite  to  help  Nicaragua  make  a 
military  defense  have  never  been  seri- 
ously entertained  by  officials  here  who 
are  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
situation,  as  they  say  these  countries 
united  could  not  present  an  armed 
fiirce  worthy  of  mention  alongside  the 
Biitish  forces.

American  Dealers  Taking  Steps 
for  Their  Purchase. 

Tuxpan,  Vera  Cruz,  April  27.— A 
number  of  American  cattle  dealers  ar.' 
negotiating  for  the  ourehase  of  the 
large  herds  which  are  held  in  the 
Huastrea  district,  state  of  Vera  Cruz, 
ami  which  range  over  portions  of  the 
states  of  Puebla  and  Hidalgo.

The  state  of  Chihuahua  has 
sent  over  10.000  head  of  steers  to  the 
St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City  markt-is 
since  the  eh4»nge  in  the  tariff  regula- 
tions ivgarding  Mexican  cattle,  and 
the  output  has  bez-n  further  stimu- 
lated by  the  feeding  concessions  which 
have  been  put  Into  effect  at  Kl  Pa?o 
lately.

H.  Durant.  the 
medical  student,  is  ha\  Ing  a  prelimi- 
nary- examination  on  the  charge  of  hav- 
ing murdereil  Marian  Williams  In  Em- 
manuel Baptist  ( hurch  on  April  12  last. 
may  not  hold  the  i)rl8oner  for  trial. 

If  he  does  It  will  be  because  Dur.int 
has  lied   In   the  manner  of  having  had 

an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
dead  girl,  and  also  because  he  has  lied 
reKardinj?  his  inovements  on  that  night. 
So  lar  as  positive  identification  of  the 
prisoner  as  the  man  who  was  seen  In 
the  neighborhood  i>f  the  church  with  a 
woman  answering  Miss  Williams'  de- 
scription Is  concerned,  the  prosecution 
has  apparently  a  weak  side. 

hThe  district  attorney  has  promised 
to  elose  th(>  case  for  the  people  on 
Tuesday,  to  which  day  the  hearing  ha.-i 
been  adjourned.  So  far  as  is  known, 
outside  police  circles  at  least,  all  the 
testimony  yet  to  be  given  Is  that  of  the 
autopsy  physician  and  some  cumula- 
tive matter  as  to  Durant's  whereabouts 
on  Friday  evening.  Even  If  the  author- 
ities have  more  against  their  prisoner 
they  will  very  likely  hold  it  back  until 
the  fight. 

A  fight  to  have  the  case  dismissed  in 
the  police  court  seems  probable.  Du- 
rant's attorneys  will  not  say  at  this 
time  what  they  propose  doing.  The 
prosecution  feels  that  It  has  already 
produced  sufficient  testimony  to  insure 
the  prisoner  being  held  for  trial. 
Against  this  tistimony  Durant  has  not 
urged  anything  in  court,  and  his  own 
statement  made  outside  of  court  is 
rather  against  him,  as  several  parts  of 
it  have  been  disproved,  among  others 
that  he  had  not  seen  the  girl  for  three 
weeks.

Pasadena,  Cal..  April  27.— Miss  Lou  Wil- 
son, a  20-year-old  and  pretty  young 
woman  frustrated  a  dastardly  attempt 
to  wreck  the  passenger  train  leaving 
Pasadena  >on  the  Southern  California 
railway  at  7:2S  o'clock  Thursday  night.

WOMEN  AS    PRINCIPALS. 

There  is  sonn  aj.;itation  among  the 
male  teai-hers  i  )  the  i>ublie  s»-h<.ols  td" 
Minneapolis  for  the  appointment  of  a 
man  as  school  i  rincipal  to  till  a  vac- 
ancy which  ha^  just  betMi  croated.  It 
is  a  singular  f;)ct  that  not  one  si-hoid 
1'rinelpal  in  Mlvneapolis  is  a  man.  S«> 
among  larger  cities  of  the  land  in  which 
far  as  known  tl  at  city  stands  alone 
e\e>-y  grade  nchool  principal  is  a 
woman.  A  local  paper,  referring  to 
state  of  aftairs,  ^ays  this  ascendancy  i>f 
the  sex  has  l>een  the  subject  of  fre- 
<inent  discussion  and  occasional  p^M^sts. 
as  well  as  perio<  leal  attempts  to  secure 
the  appointmen  of  a  few  more  male 
teaehei-s.  I?ut  the  tide  has  slowly 
ebbed  the  other  way,  and  now  the  day 
seems  to  l>e  at  hand  when  not  a  male 
voice  or  a  male  hand  will  be  manifest 
in  the  entire  ourse  of  education — llie 
janitor  alone  excepted. 

It  is  not  ditticult  to  discern  the  reason 
r.-r  this  state  (  f  things.  The  instruc- 
ti'ii  of  cinlilreii  in  the  jiublic  schools 
is  l»eii\g  eomj'leteiy  monopidlzcd  by 
women  btcause  men  will  not  renniin  in 
the  teaching  prt>fession  unless  they 
set  g  >o<l  salaries.  t)n  the  other  hand, 
it  is  a  fact  that  women,  not  having  a 
wide  range  of  prolitable  oecupatutns 
from  which  to  rhoose.  must  accept  the 
salaries  that  ar  '  offered  ti>  Instructors, 
and  the  large  numbci-s  who  are  anxious 
to  ol>taln  such  iH)sltions  creates  a  com- 
petition that  k«  eps  salaries  at  the  ex- 
isting low  Hgur?s.  It  cannot  be  said, 
however,  that  the  public  schotds  suf- 
fered from  these  conditions.  It  Is  uni- 
versally admltt  'd  that  women  are  ex- 
cellent teachers^,  as  a  rule,  and  some 
women  teachen  are  vastly  superior  to 
the  best  male  eachers.  As  principals 
also  they  have  shown  first-class  ability, 
and  there  reall\  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  good  reason  why  the  Minneapolis 
schools  should  suffer  because  all  the 
grade  principals  there  are  women  prin- 
pals.     The  high  character  of  the  Minne-

During  that 
period  the  road  would  furnish  :i  novel 
loute  to  Eurtqe.  b\it  f.>r  the  balance 
of  the  year  th  '  snow  would  bury  it. 
unless  the  tracks  were  raised,  deep'-r 
than  the  poor  stockholders  can  ever 
lioi)e  to  be  intei  red." 

If  the  eruditt  edit-.r  of  the  Telegram 
will  patiently  ^ait  a  couple  of  years 
he  can  take  a  trip  over  the  Iludscm's 
I5ay  road  and  1  e  will  then  discover  by 
actual  expetieiice  how  absurd  are  his 
present  notions  concerning  that  great 
scheme.  Then  is  nothing  foolish  or 
chimerical  abo  jt  a  railroad  to  Hud- 
son's Bay.  nor  is  there  any  questicm 
that,  when  completed,  it  will  prove  a 
great  benefit  t  >  the  Canadian  North- 
west, by  giving  a  short  and  direct  f>ut- 
let  for  Its  whe.a  to  the  Liverpool  and 
London  markets.  From  Fort  Church- 
ill i)n  Hudson' ^  bay  to  Liverpool  the 
distance  is  i  o  greater  than  from 
Montreal  to  Lb'erpixd.  With  the  com- 
pletion 'if  the  Htidsons  Hay  railroad 
the  Manitoba  farmers  will  get  a  higher 
price  for  their  rrain,  because  the  great 
cost  of  transperting  It  from  Winnipeg 
to  Montreal  w  11  be  practically  saved.

But  if  you  are 
ever  allowed  the  rare  jirivllege  of  a 
peep  into  the  operating  room,  and  "few 
there  be  who  find  It,"  you  will,  if  you 
are  just  to  your  own  conviction  and  to 
the  young  women  who  are  there  to 
facilitate  your  business,  say  that  there 
are  more  Ins  and  outs  In  telephonic  con- 
ducting than  you  have  ever  dreamt 
of. 

My,  what  a  busy  place  It  is!  Here  are 
half  a  dozen  or  more  girls  working 
away  for  dear  life,  with  not  even  time 
enough  to  look  around.  One  voice  Is 
saying  the  familiar  "Number,  please?" 
another  is  informing  some  impatient 
subscriber  that  "they  don"t  answer," 
or  perhaps  another  is  connecting  "500" 
with  someone  who  thinks  he  has  a 
complaint  to  make.  Just  watch  the 
busy  workers  for  a  few  moments  and 
then  you  will  begin  to  think,  if  you 
have  a  particle  of  feeling  in  your 
make-up.  that  the  telephone  "little 
girKs"  do  not  have  a  pathway  that  is 
lined  with  ro.ses  from  start  to  finish. 
THE  DULUTH  CENTRAL. 
The  Duluth  main  central  telephone 
office  Is  away  up  on  the  sixth  floor  of 
the  First  National  bank  building  in 
pleasant  corner  rooms,  scrupulously 
neat  and  tidy,  and  the  operating  room 
is  beyondManagerLomasney's  office  and 
must  be  entered  through  that  apart- 
ment, through  a  door  that  is  always 
under  his  watchful  eye.  Take  a  peek 
through  the  upper  half  of  the  door, 
which  Is  built  of  glass,  and  you  will  see 
a  row  of  six  girls.  You  will  only  see 
their  backs  and  their  heads,  and  at  a 
distance  they  look  like  some  chained 
culprits  fastened  by  the  head  to  some 
invisible  place  of  security.  It  Is  a  sort 
of  kaleidoscopic  view  you  will  get;  a 
maze  of  flying  hands  and  oscillating 
heads,  but  no  sound. 

If  the  manager  will  allow  you  to  go 
Into  the  room  you  will  be  like  the  darky 
who  attended  an  opera  for  the  first 
time  where  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
chorus  work.  The  old  fellow  looked  and 
listened,  shook  his  grizzled  head  and 
gave  It  up.  "Yo  see,"  said  he,  "I  done 
heah  so  much,  so  berry  much,  dat  1 
dlsrekollekts  what  I  did  heah!"  It  Is 
all  Greek  to  yf»u— the  listener— but  to 
the  patient  girls  it  Is  perfectly  intel- 
ligible. At  one  end  of  the  well-lighted 
rof>m,  seated  at  a  table  desk,  Is  "500." 
This  person  Is  the  '"she-who-must-be- 
obeyed""~the  chief  operator.  The  lady 
in  (piestion  Is  very  well  known  In  Du- 
hilh.  and  she  Is  the  pioneer  of  .ill  the 
telephone  employes,  having  been  longer 
In  service  here  than  anyont-  else  on 
the  pay  rolki.  She  Is  the  literal  foot- 
ball of  the  service,  and  every  sub- 
scriber who  has  a  real  or  fancied  griev- 
ance not  onlv  has  permission  to,  but  la 
cordially  Invited  to  "kick"  at  "500." 
But,  bless  your  hearts,  kick  awny;  she 
does  not  mind  It.  except  as  far  as  cor- 
recting uny  errors  ot  seryice  (l£  anx  ex- 


ist) go.  Her  good  nature  and  patient 
and  temperate  replies  often  chase  away 
a  subscriber's  silly  petulance  so  effectu- 
ally that  he  wants  to  kick  himself  for 
being  a  measly  idiot. 

The  chjef  operator,  although  her  sway 
Is  absolute,  is  not  an  ogre,  and  the  fol- 
lowing speech  of  one  of  the  girls  to  a 
Herald  representative  shows  just  how 
highly  she  Is  thought  of  by  those  whom 
she  holds  in  check: 

"Oh,  she's  just  lovely;  you  ought  to 
know  her;  just  the  kindest  kind  of  a 
disposition.  I  used  to  think  she  was 
cross  and  cranky,  but  that  was  when  I 
was  learning  my  work.  I  just  love  her 
now,  and  so  do  all  the  old  glrl.s.  Mr. 
Lomasney,  too,  is  real  kind  and  con- 
siderate, but  I  wish  he  would  paint  the 
window  In  that  doorway  or  put  a  cur- 
tain up  there,  so.  that  everybody  could 
not  look  In  and  see  us  at  work.  He  has 
fixed  up  a  little  cloak  and  lunch  room 
for  us  and  done  a  number  of  things 
to  make  the  surroundings  as  pleasant  M 
as  possible."  '^*' 

To  the  left  of  "500"  and  running 
lengthwise  of  the  room  Is  the  operating 
board  divided  into  six  sections,  at  each 
one  of  which  a  young  woman  Is  sta- 
tioned between  7  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.  Be- 
tween 6  p.  m.  and  9  p.  m.  there  are  two* 
or  three  on  duty,  and  from  then  until 
morning  dawns  two  girls  relieve  one  an- 
other, the  one  off  duty  going  to  sleep  in 
a  well-appointed  retiring  room.  Every 
girl  cannot  make  a  success  of  "central" 
work,  and  If  any  Herald  readers  think 
this  is  the  case  they  had  better  dismiss 
the  Idea  at  once.  It  takes  brains,  and 
the  successful  operator  must  be  bright, 
quick.  Intelligent,  patient,  willing,  per- 
severing and  have  a  perfect  sense  of 
hearing  and  ger\^ral  good  health. 

With  the  exception  of  the  chief  opera- 
tor, all  but  one  of  the  Duluth  telephone 
girls  are  unmarried,  even  including  one 
who  is   mentioned   In   Polk's  Directory 
as  "Mrs.."  and,  by  the  way,  it  is  given 
as  a  friendly  tip  to  the  next  directory 
canvasser  that  he  had  better  put  on  a 
suit  of  armor  before  he  tries  to  get  any 
further  data  from  that  young  lady.  The 
youngest  girl  is   17   years  old  and   the 
oldest  between  23  and  24.    They  nearly 
all  live  with  their  parents  or  board  with 
old  family  friends,  and  several  of  them 
help  materially  out  of  their  salaries  In 
the  support  of  their  parents. 
THEY   ALL   SING. 
Since  the  establishing    of    the    first 
telephone  In  Duluth,  about  eight  years 
ago,  a  large  number  of  young  women 
have  been  employed  by  the  company. 
Of  this  number  all  those  who    are    no 
longer  in  Its  employ  have  either     left 
the  city  or  gone  into  their  own  homes, 
and  are  now  happy  wives  and  mothers. 
One  of  the  former  employes,  who  has  a 
beautiful  soprano  voice,  and  has     ap- 
peared here  quite  frequently  in  amateur 
opera  and  concerts,  is  now  on  the  eve 
of  a  European  trip,  during  which    her 
voice  will  be  cultivated  and  improved, 
and  it  Is  not  impossible  that  in  a  fut- 
ure prima  donna  we  may  be  enabled  to 
recognize  one  of  Duluth's  old   "Hello" 
girls.    She  has  a  sweet  disposition,  and 
is  greatly  liked  by  society  people  here. 
Two     of    the    present    members      are 
church  organists,  and  several  are  good 
pei^ormers  on  the    piano    and    all    of 
them  sing.    In  this  latter  accomplish- 
ment their  tastes  are  as  varied  as  the 
hues  of  an  autumn  touched  forest.  One 
of  the  oldest  employes  has  a  penchant 
for  "Old  Black  Joe,"  and  a  young  lady 
who  sits  near  her  thinks  nothing  less 
than  "II    Trovatore,"    or    some    other 
operatic     selection     will    do.    A    third 
hums  "Only  an  Armor  Bearer"  when- 
ever she  gets  a  chance,  and  a  fourth 
essays  the  rather  masculine  "Larboard 
Watch."    Of  course  all  these  songrs  are 
sung  In  the  lunch  room  or  late  at  night, 
when  the  wires  are  not  busy. 

There  are  a  great  many  incongruities 
in  the  Duluth  exchange,  and  here  is  one 
for  a  sample.  The  girl  who  sings  "Old 
Black  Joe"  has  a  laugh  that  is  an  ever 
bubbling  spring  of  music.  She  is  the 
happiest  girl  in  the  family,  but  on  her 
section  of  the  board  are  the  biggest  lot 
of  cranks  that  the  list  of  telephone  sub- 
scribers can  furnish.  Perhaps  Mana- 
ger Lomasney  has  put  her  there  on 
purpose,  so  that  her  warm  disposition 
can  thaw  out  some  of  the  crusty  fel- 
lows who  "ring-up"  on  her  board.  One 
of  these  cranks  is  a  lawyer,  who  Is 
good-natured  everywhere  else  except 
when  he  reaches  for  a  telephone,  and 
then  he  makes  an  exhibition  of  himself 
and  gets  mad  when  the  young  lady 
asks  for  the  number,  which  he  gener- 
ally fails  to  give.  Another  of  her  fre- 
quent interruptions  is  a  doctor.  He 
always  forgets  to  speak  pleasantly, 
and  is  just  as  much  of  a  bear  as  he  can 
well  be  when  speaking  to  the  central 
girl. 

There  are  two  good-natured  but  very 
thick-voiced  Scotchmen,  and  their 
voice,  hard  to  understand  at  all  times, 
is  doubly  so  over  the  wire.  There  is  a 
jolly  German,  too,  who  seems  to  get 
excited  whenever  he  goes  near  a  'phone, 
and  when  he  rings  up,  he  says,  "Geben. 
sie  mlr "  and    then    the    girl    says:

patrons.  You  may  not  believe  it,  but 
some  of  the  girls  are  so  expert  that  they 
can  tell  a  great  many  subscrlbei-s  by 
little  peculiarities  in  their  way  of  ring- 
ing up,  but  it  Is  a  fact. 

THE  BUSY  HOURS. 

The  busiest  hours  In  the  Duluth 
central  are  9  to  11  in  the  morning  and 
1  to  3  In  the  afternoon,  but  there  are  ai 
great  many  spurts  during  the  day. 
when  the  tired  operators  look  anxiously 
for  the  noon  hour,  or  the  quitting  time 
at  6  o'clock.  The  night  work  is  light, 
but  there  are  only  a  few  to  attend  to 
it  The  most  frequently  used  tele- 
phones in  the  city,  with  their  order  are 
146.  18.  and  126;  the  former  of  these  has 
a  record  of  260  calls  in  one  day.  The 
coal  companies  and  railroad  companies 
are  very  frequent  patrons  and  are  the 
easiest  people  to  get  along  with. 

One  of  the  central  girls  has  a  record 
of  340  telephonic  connections  made  In 
an  hour!  Just  think  of  that— eight 
separate  motions  to  the  connection,  or 
•2720  moves  In  sixty  minutes;  a  little 
less  than  two  seconds  to  the  motion!  In 
the  height  of  the  season  the  calls  will 
reach  10,000  dally,  when  the  vessels 
commence  moving,  but  at  present  they 
average  about  4000. 

The  girls  have  got  a  good  little  harm- 
less joke  about  one  of  their  number 
which  is  worth  repeating:  The  young 
woman  left  the  office  in  the  evening 
and  got  on  a  Rice's  Point  car,  and  com- 
menced to  read  The  Herald.  Next  to 
her  sat  a  gentleman  whom  she  did  not 
know,  and  to  whom,  of  course,  she  did 
not  pay  the  slightest  attention.  Later 
another  gentleman  came  In  and  sat  on 
(he  other  side  of  the  car.  nearjy  oppo- 
site her.  He  knew  the  other  man.  and 
ie.ining  forward,  said,  rather  abruptly. 
•Hello!"  (jniek  as  a  flash  the  girl 
dropped  her  i>aper.  and  looking  blankly 
but  Bweetlv  at  the  querist,  said.  '"Num- 
ber please!'  There  was  a  painful 
silence  and  the  girl  got  out  at  the  next 
corner,  while  the  two  gentlemen  won- 
dered "where  they  were  at."  She  Im- 
agined she  was  in  the  office  at  her  op- 
erating board,  but  her  friends  have  lots 
of  £un  .TV'ith  her  about  the  niistake.

Four  Blind  Riggers  Held  to  the 
Grand  Jury. 


The  long-delayed  and  much-talked-of 
raid  upon  the  Illegal  liquor  dealers  of 
the  location  was  Inaugurated  Tuesday, 
when  County  Attorney  Arbury  and 
Deputy  Sheriff  Bates  arrived  in  town, 
says  the  Mesaba  Range.  Mary  Rad- 
riclc,  better  known  as  "Smoky  Mary," 
and  Mrs.  Martin  Zvara  were  arrested 
and  held  in  $100  bail  to  the  grand  jury, 
which  convenes  in  Duluth  next  week- 
Bortolo  ZinI,  who  has  a  saloon  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  used  to  run  one  here,  was 
brought  over  Wednesday  morning,  and 
held  In  $200  ball.  Mary  Cerna  was 
held  for  the  same  offense. 

Mountain  Iron  saloons  all  close  at 
11  o'clock  and  in  consequence  a  Vir- 
ginia man  is  going  to  start  a  livery 
stable  there  so  that  the  boys  can  get 
over  to  Virginia  after  hours. 

The  Mesaba  mill  will  be  ready  for 
operation  by  the  first  of  next  week. 
The  planing  mill  will  be  started  this 
■week  for  the  purpose  of  dressing  up 
what  lumber  is  now  on  hand. 

Preparations  for  shipping  ore  from 
the  west  cut  of  the  Biwabik  mine  were 
begun  last  week.  A  crew  of  men  is  at 
work  sloping  off  the  sides  of  the  cut 
so  as  to  guard  against  accidents  from 
falling  earth.  Shipments  will  begin  as 
soon  as  navigation  opens. 

The  Norman  Is  again  in  operation,  a 
start  having  been  made  last  Monday. 
J.  R.  Finlay  will  have  charge  of  the 
work  this  season.  This  mine  is  In 
shape  to  produce  a  large  amount  of  ore 
this  year  should  occasion  demand  it. 

Stevens  &  Johnson  have  taken  a  con- 
tract to  mine  ore  by  hand  labor  from 
the  Missabe  Mountain  property.  This 
ore  will  be  taken  from  along  the  south 
side  of  the  main  cut. 

A  crew  of  testpltters  were  found  at 
work  near  the  grade  on  section  26-58- 
17.  These  men  are  employed  by  the 
Rouchleau-Ray  Iron  company,  and  a 
large  body  of  ore  has  been  shown  up. 
Five  pits  are  in  ore,  a  sixth  now  being 
put  down.  The  Minnesota  Iron  com- 
pany has  also  explored  an  ore  body  on 
property  adjoining. 

Ther  are  125  men  at  work  at  the 
Adams  mine  and  shipping  will  com- 
mence within  thirty  days.  Stripping 
with  steam  shovels  has  been  in  progress 
since  last  fall  and  quite  an  area  of  ore 
is  already  uncovered.  This  property 
Is  owned  by  the  Consolidated  and  the 
milling  system  will  be  followed. 

Everything  is  in  readiness  at  the 
Fayal  mine  for  shipping,  which  will  be- 
gin about  June  1,  when  the  spur  track 
has  been  completed. 

Shipping  is  going  on  from  the  Au- 
burn mine  and  Winston  Bros,  this  week 
resumed  work  on  their  stripping  con- 
tract. By  next  Monday  they  will  be 
employing  100  men  iwhile  the  Auburn 
management  employs  175.  The  strip- 
ping is  done  with  steam  shovels.

juid  JH  a  cleverly  woven  combination  of 
comedy  and  tragedy.  It  is  almost  an  al>- 
solute  "novelty  as  it  is  fully  twenty  years 
sinee  that  play  has  heeti  presented  in 
this  country,  generally,  and  in  those 
days  plays  wer»»  not  moimte<l  in  the  man- 
ner they  are  now.  with  elaborate  scen- 
ery and  gorgeous  cf»sfumes,  sneh  as  are 
promised  in  the  Warde-James  produc- 
tion. 

Til'  ;•■  ti'Mi  of  thf*  play  eommencrs  at 
.IT)  ii.ter.  stiiiK  P'-riod  of  Knglish  history. 
King  Henry  IV  deoIiniHR  into  the  vale 
of  years,  broken  with  sickness  and  agi- 
tated with  remorse,  resolves  to  expiate 
lite  murder  of  his  sovereign  by  a  cru- 
sade to  the  Holy  Land,  but  is  diverted 
from  this  re.solution  by  the  sudden  in- 
cursions of  the  Wel.sh  under  Owen  fJlen- 
i-lower,  and  the  revolt  of  some  of  his 
I-rlncipal  nobility,  partieularly  the  fiower- 
tul  house  of  Northumberland,  at  the 
head  of  which  is  Harry  I'ercy,  the  re- 
nowned Hotspur.  From  these  events 
arise  the  traKle  incidents  of  the  play, 
while  to  the  "nimlde-footed  and  niad-eap 
prince  of  Wales"  we  are  indebted  for  our 
introdtictioti  to  those  joyous  companions 
of  the  Boars  Head.

It  fully  real- 
ized th<-  ixp»etalion.  The  rise  of  tlie  eiir- 
i;tln  ori  the  lirst  act  nivi'S  evidence  of 
••onS'denfiouH  attention  to  detuil  in  mak- 
ing Hie  mounting  of  the  pla.v  cori-ect  as 
t«>  bistofkal  <lelail  an<l  jjratifyinK  to  the 
eye.  and  throu>fhoui  the  perfoitn.-ino- 
tiire  i.H  no  lalliiiK  olT  in  this  respect.

smoothness."

IJeverly  Turner,  Walter 
Walker.  ,  Harry  «'.  Hartoti.  Krmst  < ". 
Warde.  John  «".  Hickey,  IMwin  Tannei-, 
and  the  Mioses  Kdylhe  Chapman,  Fior- 
eriee    Kveiett   and    Elizabeth    Bouton.    cut

for  scats  on  a  llis  night.  When  a  dis- 
iintrtljshe<l  coined  an  made  a  distinct 
departure  from  hi*  accustomed  path  In 
this  city  during  the  present  season, 
among  the  people  who  applied  for  seats 
were  several  meiibers  of  a  company 
which  happened  to  be  resting  for  a 
couple  of  days  tn  their  way  to  the 
coast.  The  comedian's  manager  asked 
him  if  he  should  send  the  seats.  "No!" 
wa.s  the  actor's  re  )ly.  "not  for  the  first 
night.  I  should  b'  sure  to  catch  sight 
of  Blank's  face  at  the  most  trying 
moment,  and  the  sneer  I  know  I  should 
find  there  would  knock  me  off  my  feet, 
I  know.  Send  them  seats  for  second 
night." 

But  after  an  actor  has  made  his  hit 
with  the  public  he  Is  apt  to  grow  reck- 
less, and  his  de.-lre  tu  Impress  his 
bivthren  in  the  pr  >fesslon  with  the  tine 
work  he  is  doing  vill  Impel  hlin  to  give 
an  actors'  matinee.  Sometimes  the 
manager  will  cxt  -nd  this  courtesy  to 
the  profession  ju;  t  to  keep  the  peace 
;ind  avoid  giving  away  seats  at  the  reg- 
ular performances  which  he  could  other- 
wise sell.  When  a  piece  is  not  quite 
such  a  great  succt  ss  as  It  Is  cracked  up 
to  be.  the  manag«  r  will  give  an  actors' 
matinee  for  the  »if»ke  of  an  advertise- 
ment. On  the  .same  principle  he  will 
throw  open  his  deors  to  the  jirofessioii 
when  a  play  has  failed  hor>elessly,  re- 
alizing that  the  advertlst-ment  nmy 
turn  a  few  dollars  his  way  and  that  the 
actors'  unkind  remarks  cannot  do  any 
harm. 

The  average  actor  is  a  savage  and  re- 
lentless critic,  because  after  a  year  or 
two's  experience  upon  the  stage  he 
knows  it  all.  At  the  actor.s'  matin»>e. 
moreover,  ever>'  nan.  woman  ami  chiUl 
fcel-s  that  he  or  s  le  should  be  tht  star 
behind  the  footli};hts  at  that  moment. 
No  matter  what  their  station,  leading 
tnan  or  lady,  w  liking  gentleman  or 
soubrette,  they  know  they  could  do  bet- 
ter work  than  their  hosts.  The  sou- 
brette comes  clinging  to  the  arm  of 
the  villain.  She  !•«  glorious  in  a  yellow- 
silk  waist  and  he  is  glorii>us  in  a  high 
hat  and  p.itent  leather  shoes.  Tints 
armed,  they  feel  quite  sure  of  conquer- 
ing the  world,  wliich  means  that  they 
expect  to  "star"   'ogether  some  day. 

Nine  out  of  ten  persons  In  every  aud- 
ience which  consi  Us  entirely  t>f  players 
have  like  expectations,  and  right  here 
lies  the  structuial  weakness  of  the 
actors'  matinee.  Your  future  star  be- 
gins criticising  th  ;  performance  as  soon 
as  the  curtain  is  lifted  for  the  lirst  act. 
In  every  movement  of  the  star.  In  every 
word  spoken  by  he  star,  he  sees  how- 
much  lietter  he  .•ould  have  done  the 
part  if  he  had  had  the  chance.  As  It  is 
nut  half  satisfyini?  to  have  half  of  the 
house  whispering  when  one  is  in  the 
midst  of  his  lofti  -st  Might  in  the  thiid 
act.  the  star's  first  actors'  matinee  is 
usually  his  last. 

Actors  invited  lf>  a  professional  mat- 
inee are  very  p irticular  about  their 
seats.  Kvery  manager  in  town  is  asked 
l<i  say  how  many  seats  the  company 
jdaying  at  his  bouse  requires,  an<l  if 
there  are  twenty  people  in  the  cast  it  Is 
safe  to  .say  that  they  will  want  fifty 
seats.  On  one  icca-slon  when  W.  J. 
Davis  invited  tht  actors  in  Chicago  to 
a  matinee  at  on  •  of  his  theaters,  the 
entire  parquet  was  bespoken  twice  over, 
but  nobody  waited  to  go  uiv^talrs. 
After  all  their  tiouble  to  get  seats  to 
please  them,  ma  ly  of  the  actors  who 
have  engaged  st  ats  do  not  come.  If 
th^-y  are  merely  enemies  of  the  actor 
who  gives  the  matinee,  they  present  the 
tickets  to  a  boa]  ding  house  keeper;  if 
they  hold  an  actual  grudge  they  give 
f'lem  to  a  buotbl.  ck.  ftmsequently  the 
well-dressed  leading  man  doesn't  al- 
ways tintl  the  persons  at  his  elbows  ex- 
actly the  sort  if  company  he  would 
chouse. 

The  most  impoitant  figure  at  the  pro- 
fes.sional  matine  .•  is  by  all  odds  the 
middle-aged  lady,  who  is  a  relative  of 
a  soubrette.  The  more  distant  the  rela- 
tion the  more  mpurtant  she  is.  If 
she  is  an  eighth  'ousin  she  expects  the 
great  doors  to  s\»-ing  t>pen  when  she  is 
within  a  block  of  the  theater,  and  eight 
ushers  come  <jut  to  meet  her.  She  is 
fat  and  comfortable-looking,  and  she 
always  has  a  temper. 

She  besieges  the  ticket  office  with  the 
das'n  of  a  squad  of  field  artillery.  And 
when  she  finds  t  lat  her  soubrette  rela- 
tive and  the  fact  that  she  was  once  on 
the  road  herself  vill  not  win  a  pass,  she 
tells  that  ticket  seller  what  she  thinks 
of  him — which  jin't  nice,  and  doesn't 
sound  nice. 

"Did'  you  ever  tee  such  a  farce?"  asks 
Mr.  Hamfatter. 

"He  thinks  he's  playing  tragedy,  but 
what  a  treasure  he'd  be  to  Hoyt,"  says 
the  young  person  with  bleachetl  curls. 

"(Ireat  Scott  I  but  if  I  could  get  a  man- 
ager to  spend  the  same  amount  ot 
money  on  me.  I  flatter  myself  I  wouldn't 
tnako  such  a  me  <s  of  it."  interjects  the 
amiable  creatur*  who  smiles  and  smiles 
and,  on  the  stage,  is  a  villain  still.  Here 
and  there  an  acior  of  the  higher  school 
teai's  himself  a\^ay  from  the  vultures 
in  the  lobby  and  hurries  back  of  the 
curtain  tu  congratulate  the  star.  Hut 
the  manager  is  Murrounded  by  a  crowd 
of  actors  who  with  more;  or  less  blunt- 
ness  of  speech  stggest  that  if  they  were 
given  the  parts  the  performance  would 
be  pr»'atly  imprivc<l.  The  actors'  mat- 
in«e  is  apt  to  g  t  a  long  way  with  the 
average  star  and  manager.

PRIMITIVE  TEUTONS. 

Their  Methods  of  Living  and 
Peculiar  Houses. 

The  early  houses  of  the  Germans,  says 
the  Chautauquan.  described  by  Tacitus 
and  portra.ved  on  the  column  of  Marcus 
.\urellu8  at  Kom<\  were  round  wooden 
structures,  containing  only  one  room. 
The  roof,  like  I'iyss.s  built  for  Peitelope. 
was  supportcil  in  the  (-enter  by  a  tree, 
and  near  this  supi»ort  was  a  hearth 
built  up  of  huge  Hat  stones.  The  sides  of 
the  buildliiKS  were  made  of  slabS.  held 
together  by  braided  roj)es.  The  roof  was 
of  braided  osier  twigs,  thatched  over. 
There  was  one  lar^e  rectanf^ular  door 
an«l  one  window,  which  was  in  the  too? 
over  the  lireplace.  and  served  as  an  out- 
let for  smoke,  an  inlet  for  light  and  rain. 

-\  little  later  tliis  central  house  be- 
came the  gatherinj;  place  for  the  wai*- 
rior  and  his  retainers,  another  room  out- 
side served  for  the  women  and  children. 
This  latter  became  tlie  bower,  and  sleep- 
iiu,'  rooms  were  built.  .M  lirst  these  rooms 
wire  probably  all  separati-  buildings,  but 
as  civilization  advanced  an<l  better  ktvswl- 
ed^re  of  architecture  was  disseminated, 
the  central  hou.?e  v.-Uh  its  hea  th  be- 
came the  center  of  the  home,  the  hall 
beloved  of  later  generations.  From  this 
epined  the  bower  where  the  mistress 
wove  and  spun  with  her  maidens,  and 
III"  sle<'iiitiu  r.)onis. 

The  old  Lnulerj,Mounc|  cave  with  its  se- 
cret passages  became  a  storehouse,  barns 
and  sheds  were  built  for  cattle.  and 
shecji.  -\TX)und  this  primitive  hall  wre 
bench-.-i  covered  vitl.  kUI.h  wI.UI.  .ser.-«d 
i\y  chests  or  r..s  beds.  There  were  also  rule 
tables,  one  lor  each  warrior,  wheie  lit 
ale  hia  food  frotn  woo  lea  difhi  s  wUhonr 
knife,  fork  or  nHi>kti'.  At  lamily  meal.: 
the  wife  keiit  her  huslan  1  coniriany 
Wriit'd  upon  by  the  (hiliireii  of  the  fain- 
ilv.  t_>ii  state  occasion.^  women  were  not 
allowed  to  be  in-eseiit  utdrss  speci.-illy  re- 
<i nested  lo  do  so  by  the  master  of  the 
house. 

In  a  home  like  this  the  daughters  o! 
a  German  warrior  urew  to  maliuity. 
Their  days  were  not  siieiit  in  idleness,  for 
manv  cares  devoivid  upon  the  molln-r 
of  the  family  and  b«r  assistants.  Not 
on!v  did  she  have  the  oversight  of  the 
slaves,  the  farmiili,'.  ihe  caltle.  WeaV- 
iiifj.  spinning  ami  makin.a:  Karments.  but 
to  her  belonged  the  practice  of  mtdieine, 
making  salves,  liniments  and  coolin« 
drinks.  lUr  long  experience  In  war  had 
givt  n  her  a  pra<tical  knowledge  of  sur- 
gery, and  to  her  was  <ommitted  the  task 
of  healing  wounds.  She  alone  was  the 
tihvsician.  and  it  is  only  within  a  fi  w 
hundred  years  iliat  the  Germans  havi 
been  able  to  convince  themselves  of  llie 
propriety  of  men  pracli<'lng  medicine. 

I'pon  the  women  also  devolved  tlie 
early  religious  training  and  instruction 
of  the  family.  The  Icelandic  "cdda" 
means  great-Krandmother.  and  It  Is  coii- 
icctured  that  the  grandmother  of  the 
familv  treasured  up  tlie  war  sonj^s,  tlie 
hero  stories,  and  hymns  of  worship,  and 
taUKht  them  to  the  Kratidcliildit  a  aroiiivl 
her  knee.  Who  can  say  wh.at  the  intlu- 
ence  of  these  tjermaa  toothers  may  have 
been?  Lowell  .says:  "The  souk  humm.d 
bv  some  toiling  mother  to  bcKiiilc  the 
lonp  monotony  of  the  spinning  wheel 
mav  have  turne<l  the  current  of  a  cliiM's 
thouKht  as  In-  jilayed  about  her  knee 
and  k'iven  the  world  a  hero  or  an  apostle." 
Who  can  say  that  th"  wild,  weird  son;;s 
of  these  mothers  anri  grandmothers  dvl 
nol  do  more  to  make  the  7-year-old  boy 
a  iMin-i-r  in  tJermanv  than  all  the  itainitii^ 
in  arms  he  afterwards  received  fiom  his 
kinsmen'.' 

The  stepmother  myth.  too.  yo  common 
ill  children's  stories  of  today,  belon^js 
doubtb'.ss  to  this  time.  The  (brmans  be- 
lieveil  that  iiatiii.-  vva.^  divine.  They 
lookcil  ut>on  spriiic:  ami  summer  as  the 
kind  and  benelic.  nl  earth-mother,  who 
lovt'd  and  carc'l  for  her  children.  \\  lieii 
Glimmer,  the  kind  earth-ntolhcr.  died' 
she  was  su<'ceei|.d  b.y  the  <-old  and  cruel 
earth-mother,  winter",  who  ill  treated  her 
children  and  made  them  suffer.  In  this 
mvth,  jicrhaps.  niav  bi;  found  a  jiarl  ex- 
planation of  the  fact  I  lull  Tacitus  n- 
lat<s— that  se.oiid  marriages  wen  not 
common  amon;;  this  people.  A  senti- 
ment; too.  was  i-reated  aj;ainsi  ilicm 
when  in  earl.v  limes  w-i<lows  were  burned 
with  their  hnsban<ls.  Later  women  wer«' 
often  fouml  dead  on  Ihe  Tndd  of  battle 
with  tlieir  husbands.  In  the  NibcluiiKe- 
lled  we  llnd  Kriemhlld  marryiny:  only 
when  she  is  assured  that  b.v  so  dohm  she 
may  aveiiKe  her  belo\<'d  SicKfri'd's 
death.

in   the  smaller  villages  away  from  the 
cross-roads  of  civilization. 

Taos,  an  historic  village  about  ninety 
miles  from  here,  boasts  of  quite  a  col- 
ony, probably  the  largest  colony  In  the 
territory  of  New  Mexico.  At  Ojo  Calli- 
ente  and  at  a  dozen  other  smaller 
places  scattered  over  the  territory  one 
runs  across  a  few  scores.  They  are  to 
be  found  generally  in  little  Mexican 
villages  where  there  are  no  white  men. 
They  object  to  white  men,  and  It  was 
with  difTiculty  that  I  managed  to  .get 
near  enough  to  them  to  see  all  that 
they  did  and  to  hear  all  that  they 
said. 

Despite  this  penance,  no  greater 
rascals  live  than  a  considerable  propor- 
tion t)f  these  same  Penitentes.  The 
men  are  horse  thieves  and  highway- 
men. Hardly  more  than  a  dozen  re- 
spectable Mexicans  belong  to  the  now 
fast  vanishing  sect.  But  the  penance 
for  forty  days  washes  away  all  sin 
and  sends  them  straight  to  heaven, 
protecting  them  from  punishment  al.so, 
in  their  heated  and  wild  imaginations, 
tor  sins  committed  even  after  they  have 
done  penance. 

CRUCIFIXIONS. 

Crucifixions  used  to  be  common. 
They  always  took  place  on  Good  Fri- 
day. In  olden  times  nails  were  used  In 
this  operatirm,  buckskin  thongs  have 
taken  the  places  of  the  nails,  and  now 
when  a  crucifixion  occurs,  the  man  to 
be  crucified  Is  tied  by  his  ankles  and 
wrists  to  the  cross. 

To  this  day,  though  crucifixions  are 
not  numerous,  the  self-inflicted  wounds 
are  so  terrible  that  many  die  of  them. 
With  great  strands  of  cactus  they  beat 
themselves  on  the  bare  back  until  the 
blood  gushc;  In  a  stream  from  100 
wounds,  and  this  they  keep  up,  chant- 
ing weird  songs  meanwhile,  until  they 
drop  fainting  in  their  tracks. 

I  recently  had  an  encounter  with  the 
Penitentes' which  I  shall  not  forget. 
With  a  gentleman  I  left  Santa  Fe  one 
glorious  morning,  and  after  a  ride  of 
about  eighty  miles  we  left  the  train  at 
Embudo,  and  at  sunset  took  a  horse 
lor  Taos,  almost  twenty-three  miles 
distant.  It  got  dark  very  suddenly 
after  the  sun  went  down.  We  were 
riding  along,  lost  In  the  beauty  of  the 
r.ight.  when  we  heard  from  a  illstance 
a  I'iercing  shri«dv,  and  then  the  night 
seemed  to  awake  and  to  become  a  hell 
on  earth.  Thtie  was  a  dead,  dull  roar, 
and  then  the  most  horrible.  bl«K)d-curd- 
ling  yells  of  agony  mortal  man  ever 
beard.  For  five  minutes  these  shrieks 
continuc<l,  and  then  they  were  fol- 
lowed by  the  same  dead,  dull  roar, 
which  we  now  made  out  to  be  a  kind 
of  a  chant.  The  words,  though  we  were 
<iulte  near,  we  eould  not  make  out,  but, 
mv  guide  informed  me  that  the  <hant 
was  a  prayer  to  heaven  for  f«>rgiveness 
of  sins  and  for  strength  to  bear  the  tor- 
tures of  pi'tiance. 

There  were  In  all  about  twenty-five 
men  in  the  erowd.  as  we  found  upon 
«oming  up  with  them.  The  men  walked 
two  by  two.  led  l>y  several  who  carried 
huge  crosses  over  their  shoulders. 
These  crosses  seemed  to  be  made  of 
tilegiaph  poles.  Th«-  poles  were.  Ill 
r.ict,  almost  as  large  and  as  heavy  as 
the  ordinary  telegraph  pole  you  see  In 
New  York,  and  the  eros:<-pieces  were 
nearly  as  immense. 

fOvery  two  or  three  minutes  one  of 
these  men  would  fall  to  the  gjound,  un- 
able to  bear  the  weight,  and  then  the 
whole  crowd  would  fail  upon  him  and

beat  him  until  he  finall.v  mustered  up 
strength  to  rise  again.  The  men  were 
armed  with  bunches  of  stout  cactus, 
with  which  they  beat  themselves  and 
each  other.  The  teeth  or  thorns  of  these 
cactus  sticks  (the  sticks  themselves 
were  anywhere  from  two  to  six  feet 
long)  were  from  half  an  Inch  to  an 
inch  In  length.  At  every  blow  th- 
skin   was     punctured     In     a     hundred 

places. 

The  men  were  bare  tn  the  walst, 
Tney  ha<l  uw  white  cotton  tv<iusers  to 
their  knees  and  were  bare-footed,  and 
uver  their  heads  were  things  that 
looked  like  empty  meal  bags.  Hob-s 
were  cut  for  tluir  eyes,  which  In  the 
glare  of  the  moonlight  shone  fiercely 
with  the  Willi  tire  of  fanaticism. 

In  H<ldltlon  to  this  costume  some  of 
the  men  wore  what  might  be  called  a 
body  piece,  and  tbis  must  have  added 
greatly  to  their  tortures,  for  it  was 
made  of  sheets  of  tin  throu.gh  which 
nails  had  been  driven,  leaving  a  rag- 
ged surface  (Ml  on<'  side,  and  this  side 
was  put  next  to  the  bare  skin  and  the 
wliole  fixed  tightly  about  the  body,  so 
that  with  every  motion  the  jagged 
e<|ges  tt>re  and  cruelly  lacerated  tlu.' 
llesb.  In  ailditlon  to  the  cactus  branch- 
es man.v  of  the  men  were  armed  al.so 
with  wooden  flails,  with  whl(h  they 
thrashed  tbenisehes  an<l  each 
with  a  vig(u-  that  .showed  that 
meant   what   they  were  about. 

A    MEXICAN    CALVARY. 

When  we  first  came  upon  tin 
they  were  toiling  along  toward  a  little 
hill,  which,  after  awhile,  they  reached 
and  climbed.  Arriving  at  tlie  top  of 
the  biil,  they  set  at  work  planting  the 
crosses,  and  we  thought  we  were  aboutj 
to  see  a  crucifixion,  but  we  did  not. 
The  men  scattered  great  beds  of  cac- 
tus tliorns  about  the  foot  of  the  crosses, 
and  then,  chanting  their  wild'  hymn 
with  redoubleil  fierceness,  they  threw 
themselves  face  downward  ujwn  the 
thorns  at  the  foot  of  the  cros.ses,  roll- 
ing over  and  over  in  the  ecstacy  of 
their  passion,  arising  at  last  with  the 
thorns  stuck  In  many  Instances  half  an 
inch   into  their  bodies. 

Then  they  knelt  on  their  bare  knees 
on  the  cactus  thorns  in  front  of  the 
crosses  and  cried  out  their  prayers. 
The  noise  grew  louder,  fierce,  more  un- 
holy; the  men  blasphemed  fearfully  in 
their  agony.  They  were  like  a  pack  of 
mad  beasts  rather  than  human  beings. 
This  spectacle  lasted  I  do  not  know  how 
long. 

"You  ciyi  always  tell  the  track  of  the 
Penitentes,  '  said  my  companion. 
"Wherever  they  go  they  leave  behind 
them  a  path  of  blood.  Those  cotton 
drawers  they  had  on  were  white  when 
we  first  saw  them.  By  midnight  they 
will  be  saturated  with  l)lood.  It  is,  in 
fact,  not  an  unusual  thing  for  the  men 
to  bleed  to  death  from  the  effects  of 
their  self-inflicted  wounds.  They  will 
continue  these  Insane  orgies  until  after 
lOaster  week.  Then  they  will  take  to 
their  beds,  and  tht  old  women  will  be 
called  In  to  attend  to  their  wounds." 

It  seems  that  tlio.'^e  who  are  crucified 
consider  It  a  great  honor,  but  It  is  an 
honiu-  forced  upon  them,  for  the  man  to 
be  crucified  is  selected  by  lot.  Forever 
aft»'r  the  crucifixion  the  crucified  one 
is  looked  upon  as  a  saint.  And  the 
same  saints  are.  .so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
neither  better  n«u-  worse  than  their  fel- 
lows, nor  are  they  overcareful  as  to 
I'ow  they  gc't  a  thing  they  want,  so 
long  as  they  get  it.  As  for  their  fellows, 
all  the  year  around  they  do  almost  as 
they  please,  and  then  during  Lent  they 
d  )  penance  and  their  sins  are  forgiven. 

A  week  after  my  experience  in  Taos 
1  had  another  that  was  quite  as  inter- 
esting. This  occunvd  in  a  little  Pueblo 
some  eight  or  ten  miles  from  Taos.  Ac-, 
cvimpanied  by  a  young  fellow  from  New- 
York,  out  here  lor  bis  health,  I  went 
with  a  letter  of  Introducthm  to  a  certain 
Mexican  gentleman,  who  readily  agreed 
to  take  us  to  the  meeting  place  of  the 
Penitentes,  assurin.g  us,  however,  that 
should  we  be  discovered  it  wduld  not  be 
very  comfortable  for  us.  He  dressed  us 
up  after  dark  in  some  old  clothes  and 
gave  us  each  a  meal  V>ag,  or  something 
similar  to  a  meal  bag,  which  we  put 
over  our  heads,  and  then  wc  sauntered 
forth.

The  meeting  place 
church,  built  like  all 
churches  throughout 
low,  squat  building,  oblon.g  in  shape, 
whitewashed  within  and  without,  with 
one  wooden  door  taking  up  one  end  of 
the  church,  and  studded  with  enormous 
brass-beaded  nails  arranged  in  the 
shape  of  crowns  and  crosses.  In  front 
f>ver  the  angular  structure  was  a  square 
hole  In  which  hung  ihe  silver-toned  bell. 
Inside  the  churcli  at  one  end  was  the 
altar,  and  In  the  body  of  the  church 
were  a  number  of  i)laln  wooden  benches 
on  which  the  old  and  feeble  sat,  the 
younger  women  and  the  men  squatting 
on  the  floor  all  about  the  place. 

We  found  everything  in  darkness. 
In  the  body  of  the  cliurch  had  been 
erected  a  cross,  and  on  what  was  in- 
tended to  be  a  rude  imitation  of  a 
throne  sat  a  man  who,  we  learned, 
v.as  the  lat«^st  "saint."  All  .about  the 
throne  and  the  cross  had  been  scat- 
tered cactus  thorns,  and  when  we  en- 
tered the  penance  was  in  pro- 
gress. The  din  was  frightful,  and 
the  mad  ecstacy  of  the  fanatics  blood- 
curdling. 

The  sect  was  founded  by  Father  Mar- 
tinez, a  Franci.scan  monk,  about  200 
years  ago.  At  first  the  church  recog- 
nized the  sect  and  approved  of  it,  but 
In  later  years,  when  the  penance  be- 
came nothing  more  than  a  fanatical 
self-torture,  the  church  proclaimed 
against  it,  and  ordered  that  the  prac- 
tices be  stopped.  The  Penitentes  then 
withdrew  from  the  church  and  formed 
a  church  of  their  own.  Each  village  has 
its  own  lodge  or  society,  and  despite 
the  fact  that  all  members  are  excom- 
municated, the  practices  still  cimtinue. 

In  giving  me  this  brief  history  of  the 
Penitentes,  Father  De  Fury,  of  this 
place,  and  secretary  to  Archbishoi) 
Chappelle.  told  me  this  story,  which 
has  its  funny  as  well  as  Its  tragic  side. 
A  few  years  ago,  while  a  number  of 
Penitentes  were  engaged  in  crucifying 
a  man  some  lltti"  distance  to  tHe  west- 
ward of  Santa  Fc.  a  band  of  roving 
Apaches,  the  born  enemies  of  all  Mexi- 
cans, came  upon  them.  At  once  all 
penance  was  forgot,  and  the  Penitentes, 
with  a  cry  of  "Apaches,"  took  to  their 
heels,  leaving  the  poor  fellow  on  the 
cross  to  the  mercy  of  the  Indians.  The 
Apaches,  seeing  the  man  on  the  cross, 
selected  him  for  :i  target,  and  the  next 
day  he  was  found  dead,  with  no  one 
knows  how  many  arrows  sticking  in 
him  and  any  number  of  bulletholes 
through  him. 

The  members  of  the  sect  have  mi^re 
of  the  Indian  than  of  Spanish  blood,  and 
it  seems  that  in  the  intermarriage  all 
the  vlciousness  of  the  white  man  has 
been  Inherited,  ami  all  the  goodness  of 
the  Indians  list  to  iiosterity.

It  Is  a  Strange  thing  to  observe,  says 
the  New  York  Mercury,  iiow  few  li^o- 
jde  re.ally  have  good  table  manners — 
people  of  refinement  one  means,  too, 
who,  in  all  other  respects,  live  up  to  the 
unwritten,  but  all-binding  code  of  the 
amenities  strictly  enough.  Very  few 
persons  indeed  eat  well,  or  satisfy  the 
sense  with  a  suggestion  of  perfect  dain- 
tlners  and  grace  when  they  handle 
food,  or  the  Implements  of  the  table, 
in  any  way.  One  witty  individual  offers 
it  as  an  explanation  that  the  race  of 
man  has  only  in  a.  comparatively  recent 
stage  of  its  development  come  to  con- 
sider the  courtesies  and  beauties  of 
proper  eating  at  all. 

Every  other  sort  of  amenity  came 
first  in  order;  men  and  women  had 
achieved  consummate  finish  in  bowing 
and  curtesying,  they  entered  and  left 
a  roimi  with  perfect  dignity  and  grace, 
before  they  ever  dreamed  of  using 
forks.  Everybody  knows  that  that 
utensil  belongs  to  relatively  a  late  date 
in  the  world's  history.  That  this  is  so, 
with  what  ensues,  is  thought  by  the 
person  quoted  to  be  sufficient  to  ac- 
count for  the  lack  of  finish  In  deport- 
ment at  the  table  which  marks  such  a 
Very  large  proportion  of  the  individu- 
als endowed,  otherwise,  with  iinim- 
,  l^eachable  good  manners. 
^  Be  this  as  It  may,  the  fact  remains 
that  to  watch  ihe  movements  of  the 
average  creature  of  either  sex  at  meals, 
with  an  unprejudiced  and  impartial  eye 
that  takes  in  the  whole  spectacle  ob- 
jectively, as  if  it  had  never  been  seen 
before,  is  often  to  have  an  unpi'epos- 
sessing  sight  ivvealed  to  one.  On  the 
surface,  this  assertion  might  seem  to 
wish  to  convey  that  a  large  number  of 
well-bred  people  eat  voraciously,  which 
would,  of  course,  be  at  once  denied. 
Hut  nothing  of  the  sort  is  meant. 

It  is  not  that  many  people  eat  vo- 
raciously (though  well-bred  men  do  so 
ifequently  enough,  if  they  are  fond  of 
the  pleasures  of  the  table,  and  if  the 
cuisine  and  nn  nu  are  to  their  taste), 
but  that  (we  are  speaking  of  women 
more  especially)  they  mince  and  "mess" 
with  their  food,  and  perhaps  that  is  as 
bad  as  voracity, 

A  generation  or  two  ago  it  used  to 
be  considered  good  form  always  to 
leave  something  of  what  had  been 
served  to  one,  or  of  what  one  had 
helped    oneself  to,  upon  one's  plate. 

That  practice  belonged  very  proper- 
ly to  the  days  when  women  were  not 
thought  ladylike  if  they  craved  any- 
thing more  sustainin.g  than  a  bit  of  the 
breast  of  a  bird,  and,  when  to  measure 
more  than  sixteen  or  eighteen  inches 
around  the  waist  was  thought  unre- 
fined, if  not  positively  blow.-'.y  of  a 
woman.  The  heroines  of  old-fashioned 
novels  are  always  depicted  as  "toying" 
with  their  food,  as  if  that  were  the 
greatest  attraction  ptissible. 

It  is  true  on  the  other  hand  that  the 
old-fashoned  larder  was  much  more 
lavishly  supplied  Avith  heavy  cuts  and 
joints,  and  sturdy  substantialities  of 
every  sort,  than  the  modern  one,  and 
that  old-fashioned  housekeeiK-rs  used 
lo  give  "helps"  of  such  dimensions  as 
would  cause  the  nose  of  the  up-to-date 
little  mistress  of  an  end-of-the  century 
mansion  to  curl  up  In  supreme  disdain. 
With  such  mountains  of  edibles  erected 
upon  her  plate,  the  young  woman  t>f 
former  days  was  excusable  if  she  at- 
tacked them  only  in  part.  And  the 
notion  that  it  was  very  delicate  and 
interesting  and  well-bred  not  to  con- 
sume everything  laid  before  one  may 
have  originated  primarily  in  the  in- 
stinct of  self-i)reservation. 

Nowadays,  the  entire  code  is  changed. 
In  large  centers,  and  especially  in  New- 
York,  the  pendulum  has  swung  quite  to 
the  op|x)site  extreme.  The  French 
course  dinner  is  becoming  more  and 
more  the  rule  everywhere,  being  domes- 
ticated even  in  households  where  the 
mode  of  living  is  simplest,  and  the  act- 
ual quantity  of  food  served  in  each 
course  is  being  reduced,  until  in 
establishments,  which  are  most 
roughly  in  the  current  of  every 
movement,  the  amount  of  every 
or  vegetable,  or  what  not,  prepared  for 
consumption  at  a  given  meal  is  often 
small  almost  to  the  verge  of  the  laugh- 
able. 

The  appurtenances  tend  to  grow 
more  and  more  fastidiously  perfect;  the 
service  tends  to  grow  more  and  more 
faultless,  but  the  substantial  part  of 
the  entertainment  tends  to  depart 
farther  and  farther  from  the  lavlsh- 
ness  in  quantity  that  encourages  waste. 

Modern  housekeepers  who  have  the 
latest  methods  minimize.  In  fact,  all 
chances  of  waste  to  the  utmost  limit, 
and  by  a  species  of  parallel  acti<m  there 
has  Clime  to  be  established  the  law  that 
It  is  not  well  bred  to  leave  anything  at 
all  on  ones  plate.  Nowadays  you  arc 
to  help  yourself  to  what  you  think 
you  can  cat  and  no  more,  and  that 
which  you  have  helped  yourself  to  you 
are  expected  to  do  away  with. 

A  man  almost  invariably  does  this, 
to  the  secret  .satisfaction  of  his  hostess. 
A  girl  or  woman  very  often  does  not. 
but  leaves  a  "me.s.sed'  plate  that  causes 
the  state  of  mind  of  the  hostess  to  be 
anything  but  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  newer 
mode  of  serving  food  conduces  to  much 
more  civilized  ideas  concerning  the 
ethics  of  the  table  than  were  formerly 
in  vogue.  Food,  when  you  come  to 
tliink  of  it.  is  not  in  itself  always  a 
very  beautiful  or  ethereal  thin.g,  and 
when  it  has  been  partly  dismembered, 
and  the  "disjecta  membra"  of  It  lie 
scattered  on  the  plates  all  about  the 
table,  it  can  become  rather  repulsive  to 
a  sensitive  organization.  Therefore  is 
"mincing."  In  which  women  are  the 
(  hlef  offenders,  to  be  so  systematically 
disc<ni  raged. 

The  movements  of  the  hands  at  table 
are  also  a  matter  of  prime  importance. 
,\iiy  (lumslness  l.dls  there.  IOIscwIkmc 
il  may  be  eoncealcd.  and.  covereil  up. 
it  niav  pa.ss  unn<dlced.  At  a  dlniuM- 
never  doe.s.  The  manner  In 
glass  Is  taken  up.  a  fork  init 
speak.^  vtdume.'-.  for  the 
of  breeding  to  which  the  pcr- 
been  accustomed.  And  women 
cannot  afford.  In  any  sense,  to  be  want- 
ing in     these     matters.      They     should 
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"In  the  Spring  a  young  man's  fancy, 
Lightly  turns  to  thoughts  of  love."

cultivate  a  certain  quick,  soft  preci- 
sion of  movement  in  eating,  in  helping 
themselves,  in  serving  others,  as  the 
very  basis  of  good  table  manners. 

We  say  a  "quick"  precision,  but  by 
quick  no  one  means  jerk>'.  To  eat  too 
fast  is  the  national  sin  of  the  Ameri- 
can, and  one  that  the  French  methods 
of  serving  meals,  becoming  an  ever 
more  widespread  fashion  in  the  larger 
cities,  will  do  more  to  cure  than  all  the 
homilies  of  all  the  physicians  and  hy- 
gienisls  in  the  land. 

But  the  value  of  the  course  dinner 
lies  In  the  pauses  between  the  different 
instalments  of  food;  the  actual  time 
given  lo  the  consuming  of  each  instal- 
ment is  not  so  great.  Nor  is  it  neces- 
sary that  It  should  be.  To  see  people 
loitering  endlessly  over  their  plates  is 
no  more  lovely  than  to  see  them  de- 
vouring the  contents  gluttonously.  Let 
them  only  eat  delicately  and  neatly; 
let  women  do  so  most  of  all.

ON  THE  VERMILION. 

A  Clue  at  Last  to  Two  Missing 
Men. 

Andrew  Thompson  left  Tuesday  for 
Sturgeon  lake  being  called  there  by 
telegram  from  James  Wilson,  dated 
Hibbing,  the  nearest  telegraph  office, 
saying  one  man,  canoe  and  pack  found, 
says  the  Vermilion  Iron  Journal.  Mr. 
Thompson  went  by  the  way  of  the  coun- 
ty road  and  telegraphed  Wilson  to  meet 
him  at  Sturgeon  lake.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  on  Nov.  20,  George  Ir- 
win came  down  from  61-23  and  brought 
the  news  of  the  disappearance  of  Carl 
Thompson  and  Al  Dickey  from  their 
claim  in  61-21  and  that  no  trace  of 
them  could  bo  found.  By  the  snow 
Thompson  and  Dickey  were  tracked  in 
the  direction  of  Sturgeon  lake,  where 
the  trail  was  lost.  Several  who  had 
been  hunting  in  the  neighborhood,  re- 
ported having  met  Thompson  and  part- 
ner at  the  banks  of  the  lake  with  a 
well-loaded  dugout  canoe  and  two  dogs 
preparatory  to  crossing.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  what  they  were  drowned. 

The  bay  at  Tower  is  now  clear  of  ice 
and  boats  are  plying  its  waters.  The 
Minnie  took  a  load  of  freight  over  to 
the  reservation  Monday  and  Wednes- 
day again  made  the  trip.  All  the  boats 
are  in  good  condition  for  the  opening 
..f  navigation  and  the  first  trip  to  the 
Vermilion  dam  will  in  all  probability 
lie  made  about  Sunday  or  Monday. 
There  is  a  large  amount  of  freight 
awaiting  the  running  01  the  boats.  The 
trip  from  Tower  to  Fort  Francis  can 
be  made  in  three  days.  Only  a  few 
more  davs  and  considerable  travel  is 
assured,  as  the  Rainy  Lake  and  Seine 
river  country  will  have  a  boom  such  as 
has  not  been  experienced  since  the  "49 
days  in  California.  „    ,,    „      , 

Joseph  H.  Gardner  and  B.  F.  Hall,  of 
Superior,  came  in  from  their  western 
trip  Tuesday  and  left  for  their  home. 
The  gentlemen  have  been  out  in  62-24 
and  it  is  rumored  they  have  discovered 
a  coal  deposit.  When  seen  by  a  re- 
porter, thev  refused  to  talk  and  said
